ther, gave them battle ; thefe reheh 
joyned Infolence to and ar- 

gued Authority with their Sove- 
taign. Thus thy faithfuleft Ser- 
vants needed forgwene^ in the 
Tvar^ which they made a gain ft their 
Fajfions'^ and it behoved thy good- 
nefito give light to illuminate thefe 
blinde men^ Wifdom to condu^ 
thefe giddy- headed people , and 
Fortitude to overcome thefe rebels. 
But in thy facred P erf on Pajlions 
have no defe^i : Thefe wilde ^eafis 
are tamed , thefe troublesome Seas 
are always calm , thefe revolted 
SubjeSis are always obedient h and 
by a miracle , as Rare as lUufiriouSy 
thefe enemies of our Reafon, do al- 
ways agree with thine : They raifed 
themfelves when thou ordainedft 
them fotodo j their jirji motions 
were in thy power y they waited thy 
leave to be troubled : Sorrow felt- 
ed

ed not on thy hearty Tears diftilled 
not from thine eyes j and red-hued 
Angery or pale Fwr, appeared not 
in thyfaccy before thy mlly which 
ruled all their motions , had given 
them Permifiion. They were fo 
well inftrufted in all thy dejignes^ 
as they feemed to be indued with 
Reafon j and Reafon found fuch 
Obedience in the Inferior part of thy 
Sonly that no clouds were gathered 
together there , which yZ>e herfelf 
had not xRtxQ formed. In the World 
temfefis are raifed from the lower 
Elements : Thunder-claps which 
make fb hideous a noyfe in the 
Cloudsy take their or jgiiraVItom the 
Valleys or the Ri<z/ers j and all tbofe 
Storms that trouble tht cleernefi ol 
the Ayry proceed Ixom vapors oi 
the SeayOx exhalations of the Earth : 
In men that are compofed of mud 
SLnddirty thcix Faf ions 2lxiIc from

their bodies ; their ^volts proceed 
from the fences 5 and all thele Tern- 
which moleft their quiet^ take 
their vigor fiom flefh and blood 
but in thy divine foul it fares clean 
otherwife'^thyFafiionsipmngiTom 

thy Reafon j it Was the foul that 
Wrought upon the body j it was the 
Superior part that inanimated the 
Inferior ; and it was the primum 
mobile that gave motion to all the 
other Iphears, which did depend 
thereon. 

Hence came it, that thou didft 
enjoy a profound peace , that thy 
vi&ories were without combat, or 
thy triumphs without vi&ories : 
Thou felteft no difordets in thy Per- 
fan, all was calm in thy foul ; and 
even when fadnef was grown to 
fuch a height,zs it was able to caufe j 
thee to die, it was fo fubmifs to t 
Reafon, ih^ to obey her , it agreed '

with Joy its enemy. Thou Wert 
the raoft. content, and the moft 
affli^edoi all men ; Than wert a- 
bie to caufe En^y in the moilbap- 
py. Companion in the moU mifera- 
ble, and AJiomJhmentm thembotb, 
Eove and Hatred were never at 
itdds in thy heart : Thefe two con- 
traries bare refped to each other. 
Thy Keafon had fuch abfolute ponder 
over them, that they preferved their 
oppojkion^without lofing their good 
Intelligence\ and men were aftonidi- 
ed to fee, that thy foul, which was 
the Theater, where two fb violent 
motions were formed, (hould enjoy 
peace amidft- war. In fine, 
and Audacity ended their 'differ- i 
enccs in thy Ferfon ; thou didft 
fiiffer thefe two affection stopojj^^ 
thy heart without dividing it; 
whileft wert in thine Agonykti 
the Garden, thou gave ft confidence

to thine ApoUles ; and when the 
thought of death made fuch havocV 
in thy foul , thou didft encourage 
Martyrs to the combat ; thou prc- 
pareft crowns for their *viSlories ^ 
and procuring them ftrength by thy 
weah^ejfesy thou ordainedfl them 
to be the champions of thy Church 
Militant* 

But what ever help they received 
from thy Grace ^ their vi^ories 
iwere never like thine \ they found 
more obedience in the World, then 
in themfel'ves', and have confelTed,it 
coft them lefs to overcome wilde 
Beaftsy then to vanquifh their own 
Baflions, Famous Martyrs have 
been known , who having over- 
come Lyonsy could not quell their 
own choler'y and have fuffered them- 
ielves to be borne away with ijw- 
patience y after they had endured 
tortures : Their combats were not 

always

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f alrpays followed with good fnc- 
j I cefs •, they were oft-times in one 
and the fame day, both conqnered 
. and Conquerors : They gave way 
^ to Voluptuoufnefi ^ after they had 
„ triumphed over Grief j and having 

^ had courage enough to be Martyrs^ 
they wanted refolution to be conti- 
j nent. How often have they wiflit 
^ for death, that they might be freed 
j from thefe domeflicl^^Qnemies } and 
jj to thit endyjighed and made vorps ? 

When thy Providence gave them 
^ over to their own -n^al^nej^, they de- 

j fpaircd ot thtit falvation j finding 
. no fupport fave in thy goodnefs , 
they begun all their wreftlings by 
Prayer, and profeffed, that to over- 
come their Pafiions, they muft be 
animated by thy Spirit, and aflift- 
edhy thy P orper. Thou art the foie 
Conqueror^ that wert never worfted 
in this xpar j thy AffeSiions vitsQt 

be-

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betraid thy Keafon 5 and thy fowet 1 
hath been as abfolute in thy Perfon^ J 
tis’in thy Kingdom: TheCc Pafiiotu f 
of oHr fonl changed nature in thine } 
by the ufe then madeft of them, 
they became P utnes : Thou con- 
ceivedft no love which did not turn 
it (elf into Charity j thou didft ex- 
cite no Choler that was not juU In- 
dignation j and thou fclteft no P ity^ 
but it was transformed lAtoMerey* 
All that in our nature is Humane^ > 
was Divine in jhine j and thP 
confufed MtXture , pf two J^atures , 
whereof art compofcd'j^ made 
thy Pafiions to be tsithet j^iraclei 
then Vertues : Thy Anger ferved as 
an Offieer to thy F other f juflkoithy 
Compajpon was the Interpreter of 
His Mercy , and thy love a n earnefi 
of His Good will* How h^py was 
thztdiHrejfedm^n that drew tears V 
from thine eyes ? how rich was that 

poor 
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poor one, whofe wants thou didft 
p bewail ? how puijfam was the op- 
f*® prejfed^ whofe in terefts tJb(?«main- 
tainedft ? how innocent was that 
offender^ whofe converfion was 
wrought by thy tears ? and how 
glorious W3iS the infamous linaer, to 
whom thou witne/fcdft thy lo^ve by 
thy complaints and ftghs ? Heaven 
had a regard to all the motions of 
thy Soul ; the eternal Father never 
denyed any thing to thy tears ^ and 
in* his thunder^ bolts never failed to fall 

(t) upon their heads, on whom thy jujl 
d{ An^er called for punijhment. Thy 
Fafions were the Organs of thy 
dai Di'z/inity j thy Sighs were no Ids 
powerful, then thy Words', and 
ot without ufing either Prayers or 
stji Vows , the Pejtres were fufficient 
iWi to make known thy Will. What 
admiration did thefe motions of thy 
k Soul caufe in the Seraphim ? with

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what alionifiment were thofe pure 
Intelligences ftrucken , when they 
confidered that God taking our 
nature upon him , took part of her 
feelings y and no part of her 
nejjes ? That he wept with the 
wretched y without intereffing hk 
happinefi ? That was Angry at ' 
thofe that were injured without 
troubling hk quiet ? That with the ' 
needy he formed defires without hfi 
of hk abundance? And that with 
lovers., he felt the flames of love, 
without enduring their diBurban- 
ees ? What a miracle was it, to fee 
that Anger (hould be kindled in thy 
Soul, without trouble thereunto? 
That Pity (hould wound thy heart, 
without weaJ^ning it ? That it 
(hould be inflamed with love, yet 
not eon fumed ? That it fliould be 
eaten up with Sorrow, yet not difl t 
quieted ? What can I do lefs in 

honor 
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honor of fo many Wonders^ then 
to confecrate ou r Pajpons unto thee? 
^ What Icfs ftthmiffion can I make to 
thy adored Poiper^ then loudly to 
avouch, that there is none but thon, 
who can teach us the nfe of thefe 
** Motions ? And that it appertains 
oncly to thy Wtfdom^ to change our 
into Indignation , our Pity 
into Mercy y and our Lo<ve into 
Charity ? 

Indeed, it is thou alone who canfl: 
^ rule our Pajpons thou 2itt he onely 
who workeft our good out of our 
1 « ea/il , and of Poy fons compofeft 
j|f) Antidotes. Thou knoweft men by 
to! their Inclinations j thou feeftjWith- 
<rt, out ftudying them, the motions 
[it their hearts i and making 
p thereof, doKl: wifely condu£i them 
be to thy end. Thou cmploytft Fear^to 
if take off a co^vetous man from thofe 
in perifliable riches which pofftfs 
Of b 2 him 5 
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him •, thou makeft a holy nfe of De- 
jpair , to withdraw from the World 
a Courtier , whofe youth had been 
iiiil-imployedin the ferviceof fome 
Prince; thou makeft an admirable 
ttfe of Difdain^to extinguidi there- 
with a tourers flames is inflaved 

by a proud beauty ; thou employeft 
Choler^lo difabufe a Souldier ^whom 
a diftembiing General feeds with 
vain hopes ; thou makeft excellent 
ufe of Grief to cure a fickj^an^ who 
1 ought for his fouls happinefl in his 
bodies health., and loft the remem- 
brance of Hea^ven by being too 
ftrongly faftened to the Earth. In 
fine, ihoum2ikc{ichams of all our 
Paflions, to unite our rviUs to thine j 
thou mingleft Grace with Nature • 
and makeft Angels by the famedif- 
orders, as they would have been 
made Devils. Sin is the Theater of 
thy Power ^ as well as Nothing ; thou 

makeft 
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makeft thy greatefl; Works ifTiie out 
of two SubjeSisy whereof the one 
is Barren , the other Kebelliom : 
Out of thou drawell: Ex- 

ijience, and out of fm thou extrad- 
eft Grace 5 thou findeft every thing 
m\ts contrary^ and by an c/fecftual 
•violence^ which can proceed onely 
from an inpnite Power , thou com- 
pelleft Nothing to prod ucc;we«, and 
^«tomake<S'<//»/j .• But after thefe 
two Miracles, which d.re thy mafter- 
pieces , we fee not any thing more 
wonderful, then the nfe which thou 
art able to make of our Pafpons, for 
the changing of our Wills ■, thou 
makeft that ferve thy depgnes, which 
did ferve thine enemies j thou faveft; 
men by thofe weaknejfes which 
would have been their undoing j and 
bellowing on them a little biTjine 
love, thoH turneft: all their Pajpons 
into Vertues. For, when once

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Charity begins to reign in their 
fouls j they fear nothing but y?«jthey 
rpifh lor nothing but (}race ‘ Thou 
ait the end of their De fires ^ as thou 
art the of thiii- Lo*z/e : They 
change without changing 
Nature ; though they have Pafiions^ 
they commit no more Ojfences i and 
Icfing neither HopCj nor Def pair \ 
neither Audacity nor Fear j neither I 
Love nor Hatred j they are free 
from all the mifehiefs which accom- 
pany thefe P af ions j when they are 
Faulty, 

But certainlyj li thy Mercy zppe2n 
in well husbanding the inclinations 
of thy F rienrJs , to their falvation ; 
thy Jiijiice fliines forth no lefs, in 
making good ufe of thofe of thine 
Enemies^ to their DeUruClion : For 
they become chains in thy hands^ to 

binde tilde vvith j thou ^ 

forgeft out of them Irons to punifb 

thefe 
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jlaves and ^^o»cbangcft their 
Dejires into Averfionsy and their Plea’ 
fures into Pain. Then abandoneft e<- 
very finner to the Pafiion which pof- 
fefleshim j commandcft thisdo- 
mefticky«ry to revenge thee^ and cor- 
reft hint j thou turntft his /in into his 
funifbrnent^ without imploying either 
Hell or Devils ; than ordained every 
(inner to be his own executioner ; and 
makeft him tafte as many as 

he nouriflieth Pajlions in his foul : 
Thus we fee by experience, that the 
irregular defire of Honor /\s the punijh- 
ment of the ambitious *, that the Ihame- 
ful love of volnptHOHfneJiy is the tor~ 
ment of the Incontinent i and that the 
infatiable thirB after riches, is thepe- 
naltyoi the covetous. Thole chaftife- 
ments which aftonifli us with their 
outward appearance, are not the rtiofl: 
rigorous : thofe plagues which fwecp 
away whole Kingdoms , thofe tnars 

b 4 that 
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that unpeople the world , thofe thnn- 
which grumble over our heads^ 
and thofe Abyjjes which gape under 
our feet^ are but the flour jjhes of thy 
auger', thou makeft thy children 
thole fcourges, when thou wilt cor~ 
red them 5 and thefe diforders of 
Nature, are oftentimes rsLther fa<z/orf 
from thy Mercy, then chajiifements of 
thy jHjiice.^xxt when thou wilt punilh 
the guilty who have long offended 
thee, znd that thou defireft to continue 
them in their fins’, that thou mayeft la- 
tisfie thy )uft fitry, giveft them 
over to their own Eufls’, thou com- 
mandeft their Pafiions to be their exf- 
cutioners ; thou permitteft all the in- 
clinations of their fouls to be turned 
into lb many fins 5 and that delight- 
ing in their offence , they no longer 
think of appealing thee, or of their 
cn^n con*verfon. 1 

Since then thoudoefk fo juflly im- 

ploy 
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«»• ploy thtFafiions^ both of thy friends 
vh, and enemies , vouchfate to let me 
dtt offer up thefe unto ; and that to 
tlif do homage unto thine, 1 may facrifice 
ed to thee mine : Suffer me to propound 
)r- thy life for an example to thy faithfnl 
of ones i that not abufing them whhfalfe 
irr Vertues, whereat •z/ain glory was the 
of foul, 2Lnd honor the rew>ardj I repre- 
i fenttothem, thofe which thou didti 
ed praSiife, during thofe happy yeers, 
je thou wert pleafed to conveife with 
i- men. Give me grace to explain to 
[ji them, the morality which is learnt in 
(1- thy School : And fincc the Pafiions a re 
c the Seeds of Vertues and Vices, favor 
i. mefofar, that I may fo well exprefs 
d their Nature,^r\d their Motions, as that 
I may make all the Readers of this my 
i- Boo\^Vertuons: Difipate the daiknefs 
[■ of my under fanding, that in handling 
this Matter,! may penetrate the depths 
of mens hearts, I may difcoverthe 
extent of their jurifdiSlion , and that I

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may bring ill men to obferve , how 
P afiions are raifed in them, how they 
rebel di^im^KeafoHy how they feduce • 
the ZlnderUanding^ and what Heights 
they ufe to enjlave the will: After I 
have known the Malady^ teach me the 
Remedy^ that I may cure it ; teach me 
how a Pajlion is to be fiijied in its 
birth ; what means I muft ufe to fub- 
due siPafiion, which findes her firength 
in her old age ^ and which (O the 
wonder /) is never more ifigorous^then , 
when moft ancient.TeAch me the dex- 
terity wc are to ufe, for conquering 
thr^[e: P aj^iens that flatter us with their 
P romifes ; thofe which corrupt us with 
their fubtilties i thofe which daunt us 
with their threats ^ and thofe which 
enchaunt us with their allurements : 
That being illuminated by thy Light, 
and aflifledby thy Grace, I may by one

thereof, to our advantage, without the Grace 
of the Holy Ghofl. The goodliejl truths are 
unuleful to us, if he who is the eternal Light, 
do not fcatter them abroad in om fouls % and 
the beft Reafons cannot prevail with us, if 
he that holdeth our hearts in his hand, do 
not touch them with his infpiratwns : The 
very helfs of Nature, which we may call the 
ruines of Innocence, cannot produce Vertue, 
unlefs enlivened by Charity • All thbfe good 
inclinations ivhich remained in after the 

lofs of original Righteoufnefs , are out of 
order -;, and man is become fo wholly corrupt, 
that his very advantages make againft him : 

T he Beauty of the Under jlandiiig the -Good- 
nefsof the Judgment, andtheFaitfyfulnefsoi 
the Memory , are favors which have undone 
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the Philofophers j and if we new reap any

From forare a Priviledg^ 
extream ^Misfortune hath enfued : For as 
Nature and Grace were united in the frft 
man, they could not be divided but by fin ;

B upon 
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upon Philofophers have moft exercifed their 
brains^ and is the part of Moral Philolbphy 
which hath ofteft been examined 5 But if I 
may fpeak my fence with freedom, and if I 
may be permitted to eenfure my Matters, I 
am of opinion, that there is no point in the 
whole body of Philofophy, that hath been 
treated of with more oftentation, and lette of 
profit iforfome of themhaVe fatisfied them- 
felves with having deiefibed paffions unto 
us,and indifeovering unto us their caufes, 
and their effeds, not teaching us how to go- 
vern them 5 foas they maybe i^d, tohave 
been more careful in making us know our 
malady, then in applying remedies thereun- 
to •, Others more blinde, but more zealous, 
have confounded them with viceSj and have 
put no difference between the motions of 
the fenfitive appetite, and the miigovernment 
of the will, fo as according to them, a man 
cannot be pafsionate without being crimi- 
nal. 

Their difeourtts which ought to be in- 
ftrudions untovertue, have onely beenin- 
ve( 3 ives againtt paflions. They have made 
the malady greater then it was ; and their de- 
fire of healing it, hath onely (ervedto make 
it incurable. 

Others little differing from the lattj have 

endeavoured 
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endeavoured to ftifk Paffion, and not con- 
fidcringthat man is indued with a body, 
from the materiall part whereof the foul is 
■ not difrngagedjthey will highten him to the 
1 condition of Angels. Thefelaft being the 
Nobleft enemies that Paflion ever met ' 
5 withall, and who have made ulc of reafbn 
J to graple with her It is fit we lend them an 
“ eare, that we may anfiver them, and con^ 
i futc their Error before wc eftablifh the 
5 Truth. 

} No man is ignorant, how that Pride hath 
( al waies accompanied the Sed of the Stoicks^ 
s who, that they might raife up man, have 
^ labored to abafe God, and who ofttimes 
I have made their Wifeman fbmewhat more 
happy then their They have given 

him the upper hand of Fortune and Defti- 
I ny,^ and will have his happinefs to depend 
: wholly upon his will. Vertue is too modeff 
t to allow of fb unjuft praifes t and Piety 
will not fuffer her to agrandifs her fclfto 
the prejudice of that Divinity which fhc 
adores ‘ but the vanity of thefe infblent 
Philofbphers neve r appeared rhore, then in 
the defiance they have given to Pafsion \ 

For as flie is the motion of the moft iricon* 
fiderate part of our Soul, Pride hath made 
them eloquent in their invetftives, and Am-

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bition hath furniih’d them with rcafons, 
which aic fairly entertained by fuch men, 
who arc offended that they have a body, 
and affli«^ted that they are not Angels. 
They fay, chat reft cannot confift with

I either to fubdue or regulate. And he who 

ii fhallconfidcr their chief imployroent, will 
: finde they have a relation to the managing 
li of our adions. Fortitude is made uft of 
il to fubjugate fear, and tliis couragious ver- 
» tue would ceafe to. operate, if man did ceafe 
i( to fear. "We mcafurc our defires' and hopes 
J by moderation, and' were thefe no ambiti- 
1 ous Pafsions,no man would be rtioderate in 

his good, fu.ccefics. Temperance and Con- 
i tlnency bridle ienfuality, and had not Na- 
t turc ordained pleafure in all adions, thefe 
E twovertues which go to the compofureof 
a chafte and continent man, would be like- 
wife of no ufc. Clemency fiveetens 
i cholcr, and did not this Pafsion animate 
B 4 Princes 
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princes to revenge, the vertue whereby it is 
moderated would not defcrvepraHc. 

But if Paftions be (b much beffiended 
by lb many fevcral vertucs , they arc ' 

not thereof unthankful, for when in- 

ftrufiked in their whole, they repay them 
with ufc, and fervethem faithfully 5 The 
beft part of circumfpedlion iscompofed of 
fear, which though it be accufed to feck out 
the evil before it happen, it prepares us ci- 
ther quietly to undergo it, or happily to c- 
vadeit. Hope is ferviceable to Fortitude, 
and tis flie that by her promifb doth en- 
courage us to the undertaking of gallant 
aftions. Boldnefs is valours faithful com- 
panion, and all great Conquerors owe the 
glory of their gcncrofitytothis Pafsion. 
Choler maintains Jufticc , and animates 
Judges to punifli the guilty. Briefly, there 
is no Pafsion which 'is not ferviceable to 
vertue, when they arc governed by reafbn, 
andthofc who have fberyed them down, 
make us fee they never knew their ufe, nor 
wortli.

were not otherwife requilite to vertue, fave 
only to exercife her courage , they thought : 
they were no otherwife ufcful for men, fave 
only for trial •, And that man could reap? | 
no other advantage by them , fave only pa- 
tiently to bear with them, or to oppolc them 
with refbkition •, but I pretend to defend . 
their caufe by defending Gods caufe, and m 
to make it appear in the purfuit of this ; 
..work , that the fame providence , which ; 
hath drawn our fafetyfrom our detriment, ; 
or lofs, will have us to work out our reft 
from out of the diforders of our Paffions ;

1 and thar then they caufe hope , audacity

and that then they pour into the foul 
either delight or pain. 

Though thefc reafons may content the 
underftanding •, yet do they not vanquifh 
her 5 and without offentfe to Ph/Ufrphy^ a 
man may differ from the opinions of PUto^ 
or K^riptle , for as it appearcs to me, they 
give fcveral names to one and the fame 
thing , they divide the unity of love , and 
take her different effedls for different Pafli- 
cms. So after having well examined this 
bufinefs, I am enforced to embrace the opi- 
nion of Saint Augupint.y and to maintain 
with him, that love is the only paffion which 
doth agitate us, or hath operation in us. 
For all the motions which moleft our foul 
are but fb many dilguifed loves ; our 
feares and defires , oiir hopes and dif- 
paires, our delights and forrows, are coun- 
tenances which love puts on according to 
the events of good or bad fticcels i and as 
the Sea carries diverfe names according to 
the different parts of the earth which arc > 
thereby watered, fo doth love change her 
name according to the different eftates 
wherein (he findes her lelf. But as amongft 
the Infidels every perfeftion of God hath i 
paft for a Icveral Deity j fo amongft Philo- f 

/others 
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[of hers the different qualities of love have 
been taken for different Paffions. And 
theft great Mafters have opinionedthatas 
oft as love hath changed guidanee, oritn- 
ploytnent , fbe ought alfb tochange nature 
and name 5 but if this their reafoning were 
good, the foul muft loft its unity as oft 
as it produceth different effeds : and the 
foul which difgefts meate, and diftributes , 
the blood into the veines, muft not bethcf„JSaT 
fame which /peaks by the tongue, and lifT- quod a- 
ens by the Eares. matur,cupidi- 

Reafon therefore will have us to believe, hVbtns eiqu” 
that there is but one Pallion ; and that hope 
and fear, forrow and joy are the motions or itodS' 
properties of love 5 and that to paint herin veifaiur,tim<jr 
all her colours, we muft term her when 
longing after what is loved, defire^-^ when fentjew tnft! 
po/Teffing what is defired, pleafure or de- 
light-, when fhunning what is abhorred, fear5 a* civitite 
And when after a long and bootlcfs with- *>p-7- 
Handing , infbrc’d to fiifter griel or /brrow. 

Or to exprefs the fame thmgmoreclecrly, < Amor eft 
deffre, and efehewing, hope and fear, areSrf peTde- 
the motions pf love, by which that which is fideriom cur- 
agreeable is endeavoured , andthecontrarv 7 "* 
fliunncd. Boldnefs and Choler, are the dium!*Aug^.'^ 
combatants which arc made ufe of to de- 
ftnd that which is loved , joy is loves cap!t'&”! 

triumph, 
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triumph, difpaire her weaknc(s,and (adncfs 
her defeate. Or to makeufeo'f Saint 
gujiins words , defire is the courfc of love, 
fear is her flight, for row is her torment, and 
joy her reft? Love draws neertogobdby 
defiring it , flies from evil by fearing it , is 
fad by relenting forrow, rcjoyccth in 
tailing pleafiire , but in dl her different 
eftates or acceptions fhe isalwaiesherfelf, 
andinthe variety of her effeds, preferves 
the unity of her effence. 

But if it be true that love caufeth all our 

Paflion , it follows that fhe muft fbme- 
times transform her lelf into her contrary : 
and that by a Metamorphofis more increai* 
ble , then that of the Poets, fhe converts 
her fclf into hatred, andproduceth effects 
which will give the lye to her Humour. , 
For love delights in oblicging, Hate in the 
contrary *, Love is generous and takes plea- 
fiire in pardoning. Hate not fo, and ftudies 
nothing but revenge ? love gives life unto 
her enemies, hatred endeavours the death 
of her jnoft faithful friends 5 and it feems 
more eafie to reconcile vice with vertuc, 
then love with hatred. This objedlioii 
hath much of appearance, but little of foli- 
dity ; andthofe who frame it do not re- 
member that oft times one and the fame 

caufc 
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caufc doth produce contrary cffeAs. That 
. heat which makes wax melt, dries mud and 
t durtjthat the motion which draws us nearer 
^ Heaven , draws us the further from earth : 
^ that the inclination we have to preferveour 
■j felves, is an averfion fi'om any thing that 
j may deftroy us. So the love of good is 
j the hatred of evil 5 and the fame palfion 
I which ufethfweetnefs to thoft who oblicg 
it, urcthfcvcritytothofewhoofrcndit. It 

imitatethjuftice, which by the famemoti- 
j. on punifheth fin, and recompenfeth ver- 
tue. It refcmbles the Sun, which by the 
fame light makes the Eagles fee, ^and blinds 
thcOwls. And if it be lawful to mount up 
^ into the Heavens , it hath an influence upon 
^ God himfelf, which only hates a finner, 

% out of love unto himfelf; Iffb many good 
^ reafons cannot perfwade to fo manifefla 
^ truth, they ought at leaft prevail thus much 
I with our adverfaries, that if there be diverfe 
3 thefoveraign thereof, and 

(j thatfheis foabfblute in her kingdomc , as' 
^ that her fubjeifh undertake nothing but by 
^ hcrdirc<aions. She as the frm,m Moi>iU 
wmeh carries them about ; and as fhe gives 
tliem motion , fo flie gives th^m reft; fhe by 
her afpea doth irritate and appeafethem i^ 
^ and her examples do prevaile fo much over:

or her malice renders them either

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which is the wefi violent of all the Pdfsiem 
of man, 

I Ftheknowlcdgof adifeafe berequifite 
to the cure, it is no Icfs ncceflary to 
know thc PalTions , that we may thc 
better govern them, and to know which of 
them doth aflaile us with raoft fury. 
Philojophers who have treated hereupon, 
agree not in their opinions , but are fo divi- 
ded upon this fubje(£i , that reafon hath not 
been able td reconcile their difference. 

Plato hath left us in doubt,and founding 
the queftion to the bottomc, he contents 
himfelf with faying, there are four Paflions 
which feem to ftirpafs the reft in violence. 
The firft is voluptuoufhefe, which belyes its 
nante , and which breathing forth nothing 
but fweetnefs , ceaftth not to be extream 
furious ^ and to fight againft reafon with 
more violence then doth grief or an- ^ 

guifh. 
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guifh. The (ccond is Cholcr, which be- 

ing nothii^ clis according to its definition, 
but a boylingofthe blood about the heart, * t^morran- 
cannot be but exceffively violent; and did 
, not naturc,which is careful of our prelcrva- 
tion, make it dye as loon as it is born, there 
were no railchief whereof it were not ca- 
pable ; nor do I know whether the world 
j were capable to defend it fclf againft the fu- 
ry thereof, Or no. But let us attribute what 
violence we pleafc unto it , I efteem it more 
^ reafbnable then voluptuoufiiefs ; for as 
I Lyons are fooner tamed then fifh , an angry 
il) man is fooner appealed ,• then a voluptuous 
( man converted; and experience teachefo us, 

I that of thele two Pafsions the more raildc 
ji is the lefs tractable , and the more furious 
i;. the lefs opinionated. The third is the defirc 
j of honor, which is fo powerfully imprin- 
ted in the heart of man , as there is no difli- 
^ culty which if overcomes not. Tia this 

, that makes conquerors, which infpires cour- 

age into foijldicrs, which maketh Orators 
K «J^ucnt, and Fhilofcphers knowing.. Por 
j. all thefe different Conditions are enlivened 
li the fame defirc 5 and though they take 
5 J^Lcral wayes,.they ayme at the fame end. 

The fourth is the fear of death, which by hs 
t “^<3uent Alarmes troubles all the quiet of 
i our 
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our life. It produceth luch ftrangc effc(5h, 
as the natiirc thereof is not to be dilcovcred 
though it be timerous, and that the (hadotV 
' of an evil is fuffieicht to aftonilh it •, yet doth 
iticndermcncouragiouS, and make them 
feck' out a certain death, tofliun anuncer- 
tain:one it giveth ftrefigth to the vanqui- 
fhedy'and alTiftid by defpairc -it regains 
battefe which it had loft. ’Tis hard to judg 
whidtof thefe twoPaftrons- is theftronger,- 
for tfaeybave oft times triumphed over one 
anLOthier^ and -^ the feai?! of death hath 
madethe deftre of honor be forgotten, 
fometipres thcdeftie of honor hathdefpifed 
the fear'ofdcatli. - / ‘ 

j iuThoughl have a hoble eftee-m of PlutOy 
and drat his very ravings ' feem mof e noble, 
and .more heightneft to me thtn*'/iriftotl(S i: 
difeourfes , yet cannot I ftde ^ with hirti in 
tHis^-and notwhhftanding all the' good rea- 
forts Ire alledgeth to defend hisbpinioH^- 1 
cannotapprove thereof. Foryoltiptuouf- 
neft is not To much a perticuiar Palsion, as i 
it is the Ipring'head of all- thofe that give us ’ i 
any contentment, nor is it fo violent, but i 
that -it may ealily be repre(¥d by grief and 
anguifti. Its only advantage lyeth in the ■ 
abftncc of its enemy , nor doth it cormpc i 
men but when itfindeth nothing to oppugn i

» The defire of glory is an eternal Pafsion; mNoviffim* 
ffi age which weakeneth all other, maketh this omnium cu-

it have no cure but death j, yet ill fuccefs will cu. inAgric 
cure it ; sndthe lolsot two or three bat- 

II tcls will turnjt into melancholly . Hmnihd 
after his defeat, fed no more upon honour, 

Ii If he went from Kingdome to Kingdome 
j: to folicite Princes to form a party againfi: 

It the Romans, he was led thereunto rather 
, by difpaire,then by ambition ^ and this un-? 
i fortunate Commander fought not fb much 
the increafe of glory, aS the prcfeivacion 
: of his life. I know that Marius wsls haugh- 
k ty after his defeat , and that being prifoncr 
!i be afpired to be Conful •, his humour chan- 
[Iged not with his condition ^ Whileft irt 
i!f Irons , he dreamt of Diadems , arid when 
I'hc had loft his liberty , he yet continued 
D Hr^ 
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his defign of opprefling the liberty of the 
Republique, but this Paflion was fuflained 
by an other 5 when he rallyed his troopcs 
to bring them again unto the battel j he 
was not lb much edg'd on by glory , as by 
dilpitc ,and who could have feen too with- 
in his heart, would have found there more 
ofcholerthenof courage, more of hatred, 
then of Ambition. 

This Paflion lubfifts only of hope, 
and when fortune turns her back, it becoras 
fearful. JlexAfider vro\Ad have been con- 
tented mth Greece, if he had found any 
rcfiftancc in 5 one bad fuccefs, would 
have taught him to have bounded his de- 
fires. That great heart to which the world 
feemed too little , would have confined it 
felfwithin his fathers dominions, had not 
fo many happy vidories, which did even 
out-do hope, blown up his ambition, and 
promiCd him the conqueft of the whdt 

earth. - , 

The fear of death is a Paflion only be- 
longing to the vulgar more generous 
people fet it at nought j the more effeminate 
fort defend themfelves from it only out of 
hope, which is the faithful companion of 
the unfortunate. And when the face of 
raifehief enforcech her to abandon them, 1

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flie is fuccccdcd by dcfpaire , which i n its 
' efFc( 3 s exceeds the firmeft conftancy of 
P Fhilofofhers. All thelerealbns oblicdg me 
I to quit P/4/o’s opinion, that I may examine 
thofe with which ArifiotU defends his. 

“ For he icemeth in fbmc of his writings, to 
“ maintain •, that hatred is the moft violent 
K Palfion wherewith we are tranfported. 

In effed cholcr which but now ftemed fo 
tf dreadful unto us, is but a diipofition to 
n hatred , and flie cannot arrive at her malice 

M Bnleft nouriihed by fufpitions, fomented 
I by evil ^eeches , and entertained by pro- 
01 ccisoftimej but when ihe is once changed 
i( into hatred, there is no evil which ihe is 
01 not capable of. Her refidence is in the 
I# heart,as wcl as is that of love, and feated in 
ii a throne belongs to love , ihe gives out 
It her orders as a foveraign and imployeth 

i all other Paisions to fatisfic her fury^ cholcr 

ii furniflieth her with weapons , boldneft 
fights in her behalf, hope promiftth her 

fl goodfuccefs, and defpaire gives her often 
« times the victory 5 but that which paflfeth 
in allbeliefis, ihe gathers ftrength from love, 

111 though it be her enemy , and by an effect 
M which doth fufSciently witnels her power, 

:( flic enforceth the mildeft of all Pafsions, 
i to be fiibftrvient to her deteftablc dclignes. 

D % She 
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(he imitateth her motions, (he marcheth in 
her fteps, and mifinterpreting her maximes 
fhewill do as much harm, as the other 
hath done good, and leave as many marks 
of her fury , as the other hath left of its 
goodnefs. But if it be true that copies 
never equal the original, let hatred do 
what flie can, fliefhall never come neerthe 
power of love ; and fince flic is mled by 
love , love will alwaies have the advantage 
over her. 

There have alfb been fbme Fhtlofofhers^ 
who have not been of Arifiotles opinion, 
and who attributing more to reafon then 
to his authority , have perfwaded them- 
felves that leloufie is the moft violent of all 
Pafsions and certainly it is to be granted, 
that if this opinion be not the trueft, it is 
at left the moft Ipecious •, for jealoufic is 
compofed of love and hatred. And as 
contraries cannot lodg or habit together 
without fighting, it muft neceflarily follow, 
that theft two enemy-Paftions , make warr 
one upon another, and that all other that 
arc fubjedt unto them take up armes to de- 
fend their interefts, in fo much as a jealous 
man findeshimfclfftizedon by fear, and 
audacity , by hope and defpaire , by joy 
and ftdneft, becauft he is ftruck with love, 
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and hatred • like wife the Holy Scripture, 
the very fimplicity whereof is eloquent, 
not finding any thing that can exprels the 
furyofjealoufie, goes to leek out death, 
atnongftthe Icpulchres, and hell in the dwa ficut m-’ 
bowels of the earth , to give us a pidure femu* «mu- 
thereof . according to this maximc we muft Sjic. 
conclude that the jealous are the damned 
of this world, and that the Pafsion which 
torments them is a punifliment which 
equals that of the divels. After the autho- 
rity of Scripture, a man muft be veryrafti 
to oppofe this opinion , which it feems 
all things conlpirc to make veritable 5 yet 
may it be replied upon •, and the very felf 
fame reafons which it produceth for its 
defence may ftrve to condemn it ^ for 
though jealoufie be a mixture of love and 
hatred, it follows not that Ihe muft be 
moft violent of all our Paftions j the very 
fame whereof file is compofed, would not 
agree together, were they notfwcetned. 

And as the Elements cannot make one and 
the fame body, unlefs their qualities be 
moderated, fo cannot all theft Pafsions 
form out jeloufie unlefs they be tempered^ 
and it muft neceflarily enlue that lo\'c 
‘ weakens hatred , that joy moderates for- 
row, and that hope fwcetens deipairc. It 
D s hath 
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hath becnobfervcd that two Paflions ta- 
ken together lofe their force, and that 
ferving as an Antidote one againft: another, 
they do no naiichief 5 or it they do an]j^, 
they cure it again. So in jealoufic love is 
the Antidote to hatred j the jealous man 
fuffers little harm , becaufe he hath many 
Paffions, and he may boaft, that by a 
ftrange deftiny, heows his welfare to the 
number of his enemies. 

But fince after having worfted a falf- 
hood a truth muft be eftabliflied, let us fay 
that according to our principles this queft- 
ion is not hard to refolve 5 for as we ac* 
knowledg but one Paflion, which is love, 
and that all the reft are but effefts of lTcr 
producing, we are bound toconfefs, that 
they borrow all their efficacy from their 
cauic ^ and that they have no other violence 
then what is hers. Love is a Ibveraign 
which imprints his qualities in his fiibjedS'? 
a captain which imparts part of his courage 
to his fbuldiers : and t’is a Primum Mo^ilt 
which beares about all the other heavens 
by its impetuofity ; in fomuch asmoral- 
lity ought only indeavour how to go- 
vern love , for when this Pafsion fhall be 
handfbmely ruled,all other will imitate her. 
And he who knows well how to love, or 
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1. how to love well, lhall have no cvillde- 
!i fircSj nor vain hopes to moderate.

brought forth all things. I think that with- 
out maintaining thefe opinions a man may 
fay, that in this happy condition badvvas 
n^tmingled vVithgood, and that tlic’qtiali- 
tics of the Elements were fo well tempered, 
as that man did thereby ftceive all content- 
ment V and felt no ailpleafure. He had 
ri,9'di{brders to reform •, no enemies to fight 
:\yithall, normifchiefsib cfchew ; all crea- 
tures eonfpired towards his felicity 
drafts bare refpedf unto hisperfon •, and it 
may be that even thole vyhich remained 
Inthe forreftsyverenot wilde.; as theeaith 
bare no thofnS , and all the parts thereof 
were fruitful and pleafing , fo had not the 
Heavens any rrlalign ihftuences , and that 
conftellation which dil]TCTleth life and 
.^eath in nature , had no alpedt which was 
not innocent, and favourable. If there be 
ib little certainty touching the ftatc of man, 
xhereis no more aftiirance for what regards 
hisperfoni we argue according to our un- 
derftandings , and as in tfie firft ages Idols

X . Amongft fb many opinions or errors^ I 
J fee nothing more confonant torealbnthen 
K that which Saint Auguftine writes concerning p Abfit enim 

lE this; for though he determine nothing in ilia beari- 

particular, he refolves fo well for the gene- 
ral, as there is none that appeals from his iiiononhaber 
a opinion. requodvellet, 

KB Though we cannot deferibe (faith he) “vei anu' 
ck neither the beauty of the place , where 
iif man made his rcfidence , nor the advan- 
;rt tagesofhisminde and body, we are bound 
^ to believe he found in his habitation, 
ni whatfoever he could wilh ; and that he 
lain felt nothing in his body which could in- 
to cbrhmodiatehim. His conftitution \vas cx^ 
jc cellent , his health was unalterable, and if 
lo; time could weaken it, he prevented that 
jic; mifehief, by making ule of the tree of life, 
ft which repairing his forces, furniflit him 
•fi with new vigor. Hewas immortal, not by 
^ nature , but by grace ; and he knew that 
ftt lin could not bereave him of life , without 
■oj making himlofe his innocence. His foul 
0 was no Icfs happily conftituted then was 
ji his body ; for befides that he was infufed 
ffc with 
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with all fcicnccs , that he knew all the 
^rets of nature , and that he was not 
norant of any thing which could contri- 
bute to his felicity 5 his memory was 
happy, his will hadalwaics good inclina- 
tions, his affections were regulated , and 
though he were not infcnfiblc, he was of 
fo equal a temper , as nothing could trouble 
hisrepofe. ThePafsions, which by their 
violence, do anticipate reafon, waited his 
dire(5lions, and never fhew’d themfclvcs 
til they had received commandement 
from him. In fine , his Pafsions were no 
left natural then arc ours , but they were 
more tractable •, and as his conftitution 
made him capable of all our motions, ori-< 
ginall juftice exempted him from all our 
difbrders, I know not whether I fall foul 
on the opinion of Divines, but, for « 
much as a man may fee in this darknefi, 

I think I injure not the truth j for if man as, 
being compofed of a body was mortal, and 1 
as being honored with original grace, Im- i 
mortal, me thinks one may confcquently 
infciT, that not being a pure fpirit, he had 
Pafsions , but that being fanCtified in all the 
faculties of his foul , all his Pafsions were 
innocent. To give all the force that is re- 
quifitctothisafltttion, we muft inlargc its t

that man might dye, lofing original 
jufticc 5 and that Immortality was rather 

* a grace from Heaven then a property of 
his nature 5 for if he had been truly im- 

* mortal , he had needed no fiiftenance , and 
if death had not been natural unto him, he 

iili had needed no privUedg to have fecured 
tki him from it 5 lince he did cate to prclervc 
life , it follows he might lofe it j and 
tls fince he was oblicged to defend himfelf 
K againftold age, by the means of amira- 
iti culous fruit, it, follows neceflarily he 
K might dye , and that his life as wcl as ours 
tii needed remedies againft death. I confeft 
(Jt that they being better then arc ours, he rc- 
a paired his ftrength more advantagioufly, 

I and that by prolonging the courleofhis 
a life , they k^t the hour of his death far- 
irther offj I affirm likcwife that they kept 
13 away corruption from his body, and that 
1,1 they kept him in lb pafeA a health , as that 
,tit could not be altered 5 but then they 
ismuft likewife grant me , that if man had 
itinot ufed thefe remedies, his natural heat 
llihadconfumed \i\%Hmnidum Radicale j and 
Kithat old age fucceeding this dilbrdcr , he 
istmuft inevitably have dyed. All thcle 
^maximesaretoferve, as Saint A^gufim is 
if oblicged 
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oblicgcd to confefsjthat if the ufe of the tree 
of lift were permitted unto us in the con- 
dition wherein we are , death would no 
corpus eius loiiget domineer in the world, and that 
uie erat quod man, finful as he is, would not ceaft to be 
gffoiviimpo- ij^tnortal. If then Adam were capable of 
vidwtur,fed death, becaufe he had a body, and if he 
juftus arboris incapable thereof bccaufe he had 
grace, me thinks by like proportion one 
risprohibc- may fay ^ he had Paffions^ fince his foul 
was ingaged in a material fubjed, but that 
peccatum po- they Were tradable, for original juftice 
tuitindiffoiu-^jj reprels their motions j and that in this 
fi modi innocent condition, he had only juftfeares 
2nd rational defires. 

Sw vit* I verily conceive there may be fomc 
Aiiguft.lib, I. paflions, the ufe whereof were interdided 
v«ed;Tfta-'him, and that though he were capable 
mentijqusft. thereof, he was not therewithal! agitated; 
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becaufe they would have troubled his quiet. 
I am eafily perfwaded that all evil being 
banilhed from oflf the earth , fadnefs and 
defpairc were likewift exempted from his 
heart; and that during fb high a pitch of 
felicity , reafon was not bound to excite 
fuch Paifi ons as only belong unto the mife- 
rable ; but affuredly I am confident he 
made ufe of all others , and that thinking 
upon the laws that were impofed upon him 

by 
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ibyhisSovcraignLord, he was fbmetimes 
flattered by hopes, fometimes aftoniflied 
: by fear, and by them both joyned together 
; kept within his duty. I doubt notlikewife 
! but that in the unhappy conference which 
liour unwife mother had with the divelin 
i the fliape of a Serpent (he was feized upon 
by as many Pafsionsas ufyally people are^ 

i whoconfult upon any important affaires; 
that the divels promifesdid ftirr up her 

It hope, that God Almighties threats did

N Ot to know that the Son of God 
was pleafed to take upon him our 
nature, with all the weaknefs there- 
of; and that,fet afide ignorance 5 and fin | 
(which could not correfponde with the 

rinfimlUtu;. fandlityof hisperfon Ohehathvouchfafed 
4inem •carnisto bear ourraiferies, converfing with men 
pccatijPau- Ukelihood of a linncr , were to be 

“** ignorant 
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I ignomt of all the principles of Chriffian 
: Religion. Hence it came that during his 
\ term of mortal life , it behoved him to 
? himfelfby nourilhment j to repair 

I his Hrength by reft , to fuffer his body to 
i ileep 5 and to ufe all means which provi- 
i dence hath ordained for thefe natural mal- 
j ladies. He was lubjetft to the injuries of 
j time, to the unfealbnablenels of lemons. 

{< Men have feen him benummed with cold 
during the violence of winter, and bedewed 
with fwcat during the heat of Summer: 
» the Elements Ipared him not, and if they 
Q rwerenced him as God , they perfecuted 
him as man. The fame creatures which 
obeyed his word, warred againft his body; 
the waves which grew calm at his awa- 
king, had aflaulted the fhip wherein he was* 

R hunger which he had overcome inthede- 
r ferts, aflailed him Towns. And upon 
the crofs he tailed the terrors of death, from 
[I which he had delivered LO^atus, Then as 
' Pafsions are the moft natural weaJknefses 
i of man, he would not exempt himfelf 
from them, and he would have them to be 
I as well witnefles of his love unto us,as affii- 
ranees of the truth of his incarnation. He 
,j mingled his teares with thofe of Magdalen * 

K though by his power he might have remc- 
(S died 
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diccHicr evils, he would out of compafsi- 
on relent them. Before the doing of a mi- 
racle he would undergo a weaknefs, and 
weep over a dead mari , whom he went 
about to revive ; He fuffered fadnefs, often 
to feize upon his heart , and by a ftrange 
wonder, he accorded joy with forrowin 
his all-blclfed fouh In fine, according to 
the incounterrs of his life, he made ule of 
*Palfions. He taught us that there was no- 
thing in man which he contemn’d fince he 
had taken his infirmites upon him, and that 
beloved well the nature of man, fince he 
^^orinaTerv^* did chcrifli evcn the defects therof. For to 
vita^agerr* bclieve that his refentments were butlmagi- 
dignatushu- nary, is in my opinion to clafli againft the 
Epffiont my Hery of the Incarnation, to give the lye to 
ubiadhiben- truth it fclf, and f to give Chriji a 

bootlels honor j make us doubt all the aflii- 
rances of his, love. Since he had a true 
body he could havcnofalfe Pa/fionsj and 
fince he was veritably man, he ought to be 
veritably afflitSfed. A man cannot gainfay 
animus.faifus truth without weakening our belief If 
affeftu™Au- it be permitted to fiiffcr the tears of the 
gufl.Lib : 14. of God to pals for illufions , one may 
deSJ-9? forrow pafs for Impofturilme,and 

under the pretence of reverency a man may 
overthrow the ground-work of our fouls 

welfare. 
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wdfaw. But we muft have a cafe left 
whileft we eftablifti the love of the Son 
of God , we commit no outrage upon his 
greatnefs, or omnipotency, and that whileft 
We allow himPaflions, we free them 
, from their diforders , for we muft not be* 

; Iicve that they were unruly as are ours, nor 

5 that they required all thole venues to tame 
ii them, as are needfary for us. He was 
■ their abfoluteMafter, and they iil their 
= birth, progrefs and continuance depended 
ji upon his will; In their birth bccaulc they 
;i never raifed themfclves, but by order 

, from him, but alwaies waited that Reafon 
i: ftiight make them lerve hisdeligns. 

1 Oure for the moft part do furprife usi 
j and arc fo ready to be moving, that the wi- 
j left men cannot keep back their firft moti- 
^ ons : they are fo given to difordcr^ as the 
j Icaftoccauonlctsthcmonfire 5 thdr fleep 
j IS fo unquiet, as the lead matter wiU awa- 
, ken them ; they are fo given to war, that 
^ upon the leaft provocation they take up 
armes, and make more Ipoyl upon their 
j own territories, then would an enemies ar- 
j my do. Their difordcr proceeds not lb 
much from thtir objedts as from their hu- 
^mour 5 and it fares with their ftormsasic 
doth with thofe, who being at the bottome 

r ■ E eS 
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of the Sea, mount up again by their proper 
motion. But they caufedno tempefts in 
4 efus Chriji, or ii fometimes their waves 
went high, they were led on by Reafon, 
which alwaics kept the power to appealc 
the trouble flic had caufed# As their birth 
depended upon his WUl , fo made they no 
Progrefs, or advancement, but by his per- 
miflion, and their moving proceeded al* 
waies from lome reafonable caufe. 

Men betake themfelves to things which 
merit not their love , and have oft times 
fttongPaifions, for weak and wofiilfub- 
|c<as. Imprudency feeks them in cholcr; 
and not weighing the difference of faults, 
they punifh a word as rigouroufly as they 
do a murderer : their ambition is blind, 
their defires unruly , their fadneft ridicu- 
lous 5 and who lhall compare all their Palfi- 
ons with the caufcs which produce them, 
will finde them all to be unjuft. A Co»fd 
made a flave be eaten up by Lampreys for 
having broken a glafs ^ A Princes anger 
caufed a town to be drowned in the bloud 
of its Inhabitants j and to revenge an injiuy 
done to an Image of brafs or marble made 
7000 men, the lively Image of God,lofc 
their lives. Sorrow hath made Idols w 
comfort her 5 Others not able to mife again 
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their dead children, have deified them; and 
thiough an excels of love and ibrrow' /have 
built temples unto them, after they had ta- 
ken them out of their graves. In fine, all 
the motions of our fouls arc irrational ^ we 
cannot mcaiurc or bound our joys nor our 
dilpleafures; our hatred exceeds ourinjil*' 
ncs j our love IS more ardent then the fub-' 
which lets it on fire, and we ground 

firm hopes upon ^rilhable things. But the 
Paluonsof the Son of God were fo regu- 
lated, as in their motions a man might ob- 
t>f the lub)e<^ which caufbil 
them to arile ; he was not ai^ry lave only to 
revenge the injuries done unto bis lather^ or 
punilh the impieties of thofc who pro- 
phaned his Temple ; he had noafFe<aion 
lave for thole that did deferve it ; if hclaW 
no perfc<3ion in his friends, he loved liich 
as he would place there, and loving them he 
made them worthy ot his love: he never 
fofrowed fave upon great occafion and 
though the crofs was a liifficient objed of 
glief, I verily believe his foul was mofe 
narrowly touched with the horror of out 
fins , then with the lhame or cruelty of his 
punilhment. Such regulated Palfioris cea- 
icdwhen heplealcd, and their corttinu- 
anee^ was no Icfe fiibjed to 1^ cm- 
£ 2 pire 
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pire* then was their progref^ 

Wc are notmaftersof our Pamons^as 
in their birth they fet at nought our advice *, 
they laugh at our counfels during’ their 
cowfc *, they never ftay till they be wearjr, 
and wc owe rKX our quiet fomuch to their 
obedience, as to their weaknefs. When 
they are violent, our care cannot ovcrcoinc 
them, and there arc feme of them fo ftif- 
necked as they will not dye, but ^ethcr 
with us , therefore wc ought to fupprefs 
them in their brith, and to advife with Rea* 
fon, whether it be to any purpofe to draw 
fouldicrs into the field, who when thqf 
have their weapons in their hands dclpifc 
the authority of their chief commander. 
The beginning of war depends oft times 
upon two parties, but the end thereof de- 
pends alwaics upon the victory j and he is 
not eafily brought to apcace, when he 
findes his advantage lies in the continuance 
of war. All thefe rules prove felfe in the 
Palfionsof chrift. He did even ex- 
ceed therein when the fubjeft did deferve it, 
and though they were chafed, they became 
calme, as foon as he would have them fo to 
be. Their heat as it was reafonable,fo was 
it as loon extinguilhed as kindled , fo as joy 
did immediately fiiccccd ladncis, and one 

might 
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might at the fame time ftc pleafingncls take 
the fame place in his countenance, which 
; cholerhadpoflcft. 

: It is peradventurefoithis reafon that 

j bamt Jerome could not relblvc to call the 
j agitations of the foul of our Saviour feCtu 
I Chrifif Palfions j believing that to name 
^ them as criminals, was to injure their inno- 
I cence, and that there was injuftice, in gi- 
j vmgthc lame name to things, theconditi- 
^ ons whereof were lb different. But every 
j one Knows that qualities change not nature* 

^ and that the Palfions of the Son of God 
j were not lefs natural for being moreobedi- 
entthw are ours. In my opinion it is a 

^ new obligation which we have to his good- 

■ that he hath notdelpifed ourweak-^ 
j nejs he will eternally reproach us if we 
dciirc not his glory , fince he coveted our 
; welfare 5 If we fight not againft his enemies, 
iince he hath overcome ours 5 if we Ihed 
not tears for injuries done unto him, fince 
^c^l his blood for our fins. And he 
will have juft occafion to complain upon 
I our ingr^itude, if our Palsionsferve not 
, 10 witnefsourlovcto him , fince he hath 

iraploycd all his to alTure us of his cha- 
nty.

Hough there be many wondci*' 
fill things ill man, which de- 
ft rve cOnfldcration.and that his 
^ qualities witnefs unto us , the 

^ and power of his Creator , there 

is nothing more remarkable in him , then is 
his conftitution j ; for he is compoftd of i 
body, and foul: he in his perfon, unites 
Heaven and Earth \ and being more 
monitrous then are the centaures inthe fa* 
bic, he is both Angel and Beaft, as the po- 
wer of God appeareth in the uniting oi 
theft two , ft> different Parties 5 his wif- 

dome 
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dome is no lefs evidently feen in the good 
i intelligence they hold r for though they 
; had contrary inclinations, that the one wic.Auguft: 
fliouldbow downward towards the earth p 
whereof it was formed , and that the other 
Ihouldraifeitlelf up towards Heaven from 
whence it had its original, yet God did fo 
i well temper their delires , and in the diver- 
(ityof their conditions fo ftreightly united 
their wils by original juftice, as the foul 
. lhared in all contentments of the body, 
without any injury to her felf, and the bo- 
dy feived to all the defigns of the foul, 
without doing any violence to its felf. In 
. this happy eftatc, the foul commanded 
with mildnefs, the body obeyed with de- 
il light, and whatfoever object prefented it 
felf, theft two parties did alwaies agree, 
j But this happinefs continued no longer 
then our firft father was obedient to God ; 
as foon as he liftened to the divel , and that 
j inticed by his promifts he had took part 
ji with him,his puniihmcnt was anfwerablc to 
; his fault, and his difobedience waspunifh- 
I cd by a general rebellion • for to bootc 
[ that his creatures revolted againft him, and 
i| that his lubje<fts,that they might ferve Gods 
f juftice, became his enemies, the revolt paf- 
ftd from his condition to his perfon ; the 
E 4 elements 
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elctijcnts divided themlclvcs in his body^ 
and his body mutined againft hisfouU 
This inteftinc war was the fooner kindled, 
between thefc two parties, for that their 
peace was not fo much an cfFedl of nature 
as of grace ♦, the hatred which fucceeded 
their love was fo much the more violent, 
for that it was animated by fin,which being 
but a mcer diforder, caufeth divifions every 
where, and fatisfieth its own fuiy in execu- 
ting the decrees of divine juftice*, foaswe 
muft not wonder if the rebellion which 
man fuffers, be fogreat,fincc it takes its rife 
from two fo puiffant principles, and that the 
parties which compplc it are incou raged to 1 

the combatc by the contrariety of their in- 
clinations, and by the malice of fin, which 
doth poffefle them. This mifehief hath 
cauied the greateft Saints to figb. The 1 
Apoftle of the Gentiles, finding no reme- i 
dy for this malady , but death, wiftit for it v 
as a favour , ana as, fiich a one,made mite

The firft engages us in delights, and 
u keeps us in a ftiameful idlenels ♦, the Iccond 
it arms us againft forrow, and incourageth 
u us to generous aiSions ; in this continual 
H bickering the foul of man is never at quiet, 

B and man is conftrained to nourilh vipers 

) which do devour him. 

\ ^ Philofophers have indeed found this mif- 

(( chief, but they thought it lay only in the 
pj will and notin the nature of man. They 
j; were perfwaded, that opinion and ill bree- 
j ding caufod thefe diforders, and that as one 

III evil is cured by its contrary , this might be 
j[ remedied by wholfomc dodlrine and good 

education. They founded Academies, 
a ' ' ' wherein 
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wherein they difputed about the Summm 
hontm. They made Patteg^icks in the be- 
halfc of venue, and inveaivcs againtt vice. 
Theydeclaymed agdnft the unrulincls ot 
Pafhons; and meafuring their abilities by 
their defires , they promifed viaoty and 
triumph to themfclvcs. But not finding 
the original of the malady, by confequcncc 
they could never light upon the remedy? 
amidft the weaknefs they underwent, and 
their vain indeavours,they were enforced to 
accufe nature, and to complain even of that 
foveraign Power which hath compolcd 
man of pieces, which could not be made 
acree. AgUmple of light would cenamly 
hW reftified them, and a Chapter or 
Saint Pauls would have made them know 
the truth *, for fince they agreed with us that 
God cannot be defective in his workman- 
Ihip, and that he is too juft to require things 
at our hands which exceed our power, i 
they muft have concluded that our dilor- c 
der was the puniihment of our fin, and c 
that the infirmity which we lament was i 
not an cffedl of our nature , but the cor- ' 
reaioriof Gods luftice •, by thinking thus 
they would have endeavoured to appealc 
him whom they bad injured , and con- 

fcffing their infirmity, they would have t 
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implored his afliftanccj but pride blinded 
them , and to make ule of Senteds words 
againft himfelf , they would rather accufe 
I providence , then acknowledg their own 
mifery > and rather impute their diforder 
I to Gods rigour, then to their own offences.

5 cannot fhun tht misfortunes of war, wc

That nature alone it net fuffieient to rule the 
Pajsions of man. 


T Hough the Stoicks be declared ene- 
mies unto Palfions, and that they 
cannot be judged in a caufe wherein 
they are a party, yet me thinks their judg- 
ments have fome colour of juftice ,and that 
with reafon that they do mix our 


Paflions with our vices. Por in the condi- 
tion whereinto fin hath reduced us, our 
apprehenfions are no more pure, our nature 
being corrupted, all the inclinations thereof 
muft needs be out of order, and the rivers 
which run from a polluted fpring wuft 

needs be troubled. 

Philofof hers WiVinot agree of this 
truth , and they never permit us toaccufe 
nature of an error, fince they take her for 
their guide, nor thatwediihonourher, all 
whofe motions they efteem fo regular. 
They profefs to follow her in allthings,and 
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hold that to live happily , a man mnft live 
according to nature. The Libertines plead 
thismaximc , and will cxcufe their ifor- 
ders, by a doctrine which they undetftand 
not 5 for had they ftudicd in the 
fchools i they would finde thatthofePiS^.; 
^y^^^rJpre^uppolethat nature was in hei; 
fir/tpuritv, and that they took her not foi; 
their guide, but for that they imagined Ihe 
had prclervcd her innocency. So baniflied 
Sages, and even from their 
difciples all thofe afFedions , which they, 
would have pals for natural , and by a ge- 
nerous but a ulelels endeavour, they would 
have us to be as well governed intheftatc 
Or un, as in that of original juftice. 

But Chrifrians who have learnt by the 
holy Scripture, that nature is Men from 
her hrft purity ; arc bound to confefs, that 
ihcPamons have revolted, and that to 
brii^ thein again into fobjeftion Rcafon 
mull be alnfred by grace ; for there is no 
j that the underftanding is en- 
gaged in the error, and that itconfufedly 
receives fallhoods,and truths : that the will 
apphes it felf more to appearing, thentd 
rcaU good ^ that her interefts arc the rules 
ot her inclinations, and that Ihc loves not 
that which is good, favc thatlhc is there- 
withal 
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withall delighted 5 that by ex^ierience (he 
finds, Ehc hath loft much of her liberty. 

andthatiffin hath not taken from her, all 
the love (he had to good, it hath left her Iwt 
weak helps, and ufclefsdefircs to come by 
it.’ As her forces are but finall, to achieve 
what is good , (he liath yetfraaller power 
to ruk her Paffions 5 and though (he 
jupfptovc not of their diiorders , (he knows 
Zt how to remedy them. Oft times by a 
ftrangc misfortune, (he foments their fedi- 
tion. which (he ought to hinder , and that 
(be may not affliift her fub je(fts,(he becomes 
mky of their crimes. The Chnftian Pbt- 
%fofher Istherefore bound to imploy ai^ 


mitted^he unruUnels of naturefof thepu- 
ttilhmcnt of fin. i 

But that, we may not be laid to be cnc- 

mies to the greatneft of man > and that we 
make his difafter greater then it is, wceou- 
that nature is good, in her foundation, ' 
and that yery fin is an excellent proof there- 
of . for as it is but a ifo» em, it cannot fub- 
fift by it felf. for its prefeivation it muft 

needs faften it felf to fbmc fubjcift that may « 

uphold 


from Heaven to ovcrcoiuc tncic it 
confelfing that his Reafon isweakned, he 

Bjuft look for help from without himleft, 

Kfot fnvnnr from him % who hath per- 
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uphold it, and which may impart unto it 
part of its cflcncc. So evil is ingraffed up- 
sod fin isupholdcn by nature; 
^ a” ^ inuch endamaged by fo evila 
gueft, but doth not tllerefore lofe all the 
advantages thereof. For fince ftie con^ 
lerves her own being, file muftlikewifc 
conferve unto herfclf fomegobdnefs, fince 
c is not anihilaccd for being become cri«» 
jp.inal, Ihcmuft amidft her miiery enjoy 
lome good fortune, and amidft her faultinels 
Aj “"<^ure of innocence muft remain. 
And this IS It which Saint affirms 

in,as learned as, eloquent terras. The being 
ot man IS certainly praifod, though the fin 
thereof be blamed •, and no better reafon 
can be given, for the blaming of fin, then 
Iw making it^pear that by the contagion 
tnercor. It dimonoureth what was honora- 
ble by nature. If we confidcr her then in 
her ground- work or foundation, Ihehath 
oft nothing of her goodnefs but if we 
look upon her, under the tyranny of fin, flic 
hath almoft loft her ufe, Wlhe can make 
no more ufe of her faculties, unlefs freed 
from the enemy which poffidfeth her - mc^, 
thinks Ihe may be compared to the birds 
that are taken in nets 5 they have wings but 
cannot fly, they love liberty but canfiotre- 

gaia 
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gain it. So men in the ftatc of fm , hare 
good inclinations , but they cannot put- 
fuc them, they have good dcfigns but 
cannot put them in execution •, and mojc 
unfortunate then the a forenamed buds, 
they love their prifon, and agree with the 
Tyrant that doth pcrfccute them. In this 
fad condition, they have need of grace to 
comfort them, and to ftrengthen them , 
not totally to free them, from the enemy 
which purfucth them, atleaftto give them 
liberty of operating, and to put them into a 
capacity of pra(Siiiir^ vcrtuc,of contefting 
with vice, and of ruling their Paflions. 

This neceflity which we impofe upon 
man of receiving grace, ought not to ap- 

pcarfo harih, fince even before his dilorder 
heftood inneed of a Ibrraign fuccour ; and 
that in his natural purity, he could not 
avoid fii^ without a fupernatural aide, bor 
he is fo compofcd,that in all his motions he 
is forced £0 have recourfe unto God •, and 
fince he is his Image, he cannot operate but 
by his Spirit. Though humane nature 
( laith Saint Augufline) had continued in 
the integrity wherein God created it, yet 
could it not have preferved itfelf again^ft 
fin without grace •, and drawing a conle- 
qucncc from this firft truth, he with a great 
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deal of rcafon adds ^ fince man without 
grace, could not preierve the purity which 
he had received •, how can he without the 
fame recover the purity which he hath 
loft < hemuftthcnrefblve tofubmit him- 
felftohis Creator, if he will affubjed his 
Pallions 5 ancfhe rauft become pious if he 
will be rcalbnable . For ought there to be 
any relation between our welfare, and our 
lof> ? Pafllons did not revolt againft the 
unde rftanding till that had revolted againft 
God : there is rcafon to believe they will 
never obey the underftanding , itill that be 
obedient to God, and as our mifthief hath 
tane its rift from our rebellion , our good 
muft take its beginning from our alfubjcdki- 
on. 

If prophane Philojophers objefr unto us, 
that Rcafon was in vain allowed us to mode- 
rate our Paflions,'f ftic have no power over 
them 5 and that nature is a uftlcfs guide, if 
ftic herftlf have need of aConduaor, we 
muft fttisfic them by experience , and teach 
them without the holy Scripture, that there 
arc diforders in man which Rcafon alone 
cannot regulate, and that we are fubjcil 
unto maladies, which nature without grace 
cannot cure.

■ CrMO is requiftte to the government then- 

ef- ■ 

T hofe who arc inftrucied in the my- 
ft erics of Chriftian Religion, con- 
fcfe chat the grace which ^efut Chrijl 
hath merited, for us doth infinitely furpals 
that grace which jidam by his fall deprived 
us of. The advantages thereof arc fuch, 
as do cxcecdall our defires •, andthe moft 
ambitious of mankindc, could never have 
wilhed for the good which we hope for 
thereby. For to boote that we are thereby 
raifed to a pitch far above our condition, 
and that we arc thereby promifed an happ'- 
nefs equal to that of the Angels , we havc 
^efu^ Chri ft thereby given us, for out head; 
and we arc thereby fo ftraightly joyned un- 
to him, as that his Fatheris bound to admit 
us for his children. But allthcfe pfiviled- 
^es regard rather the future then the preCent^ 
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And thdugh we have the pledges of thefc 
gracious promifes , we do not as yet enjoy 
all the cfefts thereof. The grace which 
purchafheth this right for us, refides in the 
depth of our fouljthe which file fan( 3 ificth, 
leaving the body engaged in fin. Shcbcr^ 
li gins the work of our falvation, but doth'-. « ; . 

5 not fimlh it •, flic divides the two parts 
whereof man is compofed , and giving 
ftrength unto the Spirit , flic leaves the flcih 
in its weakneft. But by a ftrangcr miracle 

* flie parts the foul from the Spirit and woik- 
! cth a divifion in their unity, for to take her 
' aright ^ 'tis only the fuperior part of the 

* foul which doth fully refentthe effeds of 
? grace, and which in Baptifme reccjves the 
® Vertue of that divine charadcr which gives 
! us right to Heaven , as to our inheritance.

under the weight of her Iron ^ and this glo- 
rious Captive , is conftrained to bewail

mutitur. Saint .4»?«/?/»eteachcth us, Baptifme takes 
fed ut in pcc- not away concupiience , but doth mode- 
catum non it 5 an d notwithftanding any ftrength 

non autemci that it givcth unto our foul, it leaves a kindc 
fubftantiaii- of languiflimcnt, whereof the foul cannot 
cu'tSiqu^^ be cured till in gloty. 'Tis true that this 
corpus :iut weaknefs or deredion is not a fin-, and 
fpmtus, fed thoueh it be the foring-hcad from whence 
dameftina- all thercft: do derive, it cannot make us 
lat quaUtatis, blameable , unlefswhen byreafon of our 
AugX?b a°de rcmifncfs we follow the motions thereof, 
nuptiiset And it cannot be (aid with honour to our 
Concupifccnt. that this difordcr is in our body, and 
cap.15. the foul is not affedled therewithal!, 

Non enim fove Only out of pity , or infc(5ted but by 

carofineanx- coHtagion : for bcfidcs that original fin, 
ait,quamv!s ( whercof this mifgovernmcnt is an effe^i) 
caro concupi- abideth in her fubftance . all the world 
quia orST- knoweth that the body is capable of opera- 
ter anima ting by its folf, and that necelTarily the foul j 

which animates it,muft bethat which makes 
psrf^ftione ' it tcvolt ^ and that that which gives it life, 
hominis. cap. muftgi VC it irregular motions and defires. 

'Tis flic that raifeth the flefli againft the Spi- 

•tit 
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rit, and which, as not being intircly pofleft 
by grace, doth obey fin. ’Tis (he that awa- 
kens Paflions ^ ’tis fhe who through, a 
ftrange infatuation , or blindncfs, afFocrds 
’ them weapons wheiewithall to huit her 
f felf, and who excites the {edition vvhcrc- 
, withall to trouble her tranquility. This is 
, Saint Augufiines dodrinc •, and jf we had 
‘ not fo great a Dodor for ou r warranty , all 

* Philofophy would ferve us for caution, 
“ fince according to the principles thereof wc 

* muft believe, that th? body doth nothing 
without the foul, and that even then when 

' the body feems to undertake any thing 
^ maugre the foul,it is effeded by the fiiccour 
® which the body receiveth from the foul. 
® Inlbmuch as ftie is the rife of the evil, and 

* without realbn flic complains of the bodies 
^ revolt, fince flie is the chief therein , . and 
‘ ' that of all the faults which (he imputeth 
; to the body, the body is not the author, 
•' but only the confederate. 

Now as the Paflions refidc in that part 
of the foul which is infcdcd by fin, we muft 
not wonder if they rebell, fince their mo- 
thcr is difobedient. And wc muft not once 
think they fliould be ft fled by grace, fince 
fe flie lufFcrs the very po we r which produceth 
Sj them, to remain in rebellion. All that a 
' F 3 man 
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iiifan can wifli for in her guidance, i?,that flie 
may moderate their a^tnefs to rage, that 
?hc fiippreft their violehce,and that fhe prc- 
Viht their firfl: mot'ons. This is ontf of her 
chiefc imployments •, for Mvhgft ftchath 
bblieged the uhd^rftandiilg to knOW Godj 
and the will to love him , me ifilargeth het 
cate to the inferior part of thefoUl, and in- 
dcavQurs to calmc the Paffions thtrcofi 
S he goes not about to deft toy them, bcciufc 
file very well knows , it is d work refttved 
for glory*, but Ihc iraployeth all her forces 
to regulate them j as flie makes good ufe 
of fin, to humble her, flie Wifely makes 
life of their revolt to eicereiftiis. She pro- 
pounds unto them objects Of innocency to 
make them be ferv ceable to her vertuc: 
And nbakesthern (as Saifit Paftl faies) mini- 
fiefs of Juftice for Chriftianhumil'tyis 
Jut enemy to the vanity of the Stoioh*, and 
knowing very w'ell that we dre not Angels, 
but men , fhe doth not in vaine indeavour 
to deflroy o^e part of us, but flie obhegeth 
lis to make advant^e of Our defaults , and 
tO manage Oitf Paffions lb deXteroufly , as 
thatthey may obey Reafbri, or that they 
Wage not war agamfl: her, fave Only fo far as 
file may obtaiui the viftory^ I fhould injure 
this Imagintft bn, if I fhould render it in 

other 
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6thcr words , then doth Saint JHguflitte, 

We confidcrnot ina pious man whether noflrindn"* 
he be offended or not, we weigh not the tamqu*rimr 
meafurc of his fbrrow, but the fubjed. 

And we labour not lb much to know whe- catur,fe d ^ 
ther he be afraid , as to know why. For 
if we be angry with a dinner, intCH' fit triftis,fed 
ding lb to corredhimj If we afflid our 
felves with one that is in milcry, out of an 
intention of comforting himjand if through quid timeat: 
fear wedivert a man from the mifehief he ^‘cantTuc’ 
was about to do unto himlclf, I donotbe- corrigamr,' 
lieve there is any lb Icvere ludg as will con- 
demn lb uleful Palfions 5 and he mull ne- udfberetar, 
celTarily want judgment, did he not defend timereperi- 
foharmlcfsaffcaions. 

Their excefs is then only blameable, and utrum quif- 
Realbn alfifted by grace ought toimploy all 
her induftry to moderate them. But be- repr*hendat. 
oaufcconcupilcnceisthe Ipring-head from Au8:Lib:9.de 
whence they derive^ Reafon muft indeavor “ p'j\“ 
to dry it up , and ufe her uttermoft means 
to obviate the wicked effe«Ss thereofrby fti- 
flingthe caufe which produceth them. 

The enemy, which we undertake, is born 
with us, he draws his forces from ours , he 
grows greater as we do , and weakens as 
we grow old. We have this of obligation 
to old age that it taketh from the vigor of 
F 4 concupifcnce 
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concupiftnce , by diminiftiing our bodily 
ftrcngth, and that by leading us to dcathj 
it likewifc leadcth this rcbcll infenfibly 
thither. Wc muft notwithftanding leave 
all for age to do •, in a bufincfs which fo 
much imports our falvation,we ought foon- 
cr to begin a war , which ends not but 
with our life, and diminilh our own forces, 
thereby to weaken thofe of the enemy. 
pifantUna- You are born ( faith Saint Auguftine) with 
lus es uteam concupifcnce i take heed left by giving him 
feconds through your negligence, you raife 
adeto.yince- not new enemies againft you ; remember 
10^15 ad fl*u- you have entied the courfcof this life ac- 
diumvitr companycd with her, and that your honour 
hujuscum iUo j5 concerned in making her dye, before 
you, who was born with you. 
eoqui tecum This vidfory is, rather to be wilhed for, 

57. who hath deftroyed this monfter but, at the i 

coft of their life ^ for though they with- 
ftand concupifcnce, that they appofe the 
defires thereof, and that they minde not 
her motions , fave how to hinder her, yet | 
in this combat , they arc fbmetimes con- 
quered; their advantages arc not pure, and | 
their beft fuccefles, are mingled withfbme | 
difgraces. To kill this enemy , they muft ’ 
dye, and they arc nccelfitatcd to wifli their 
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own death that they may haften the like of 
this their enemy. PerfedfionUs Saint 

obferves , confifts in having no 
concupifence •, not to follow her is to fight 
againft her. Ncverthelefs by continuance 
of courage one may hope for vidory , but 
certainly it cannot be obtained, but when 
death is happily confummated by life in the 
kingdome of glory. Hence I inferr , that 
fin^ grace cannot extinguifh concupi- 
Icencc, file cannot mine Pafllons, and that 
all the alfiftance that man can hope for from 
orace, is fo handfomcly to manage Paffi- 
ons, as that they may defend vertuc and 
oppugne vice.

T Hough fin be the original of all our 
mifehief, and that all the miferics 
we undergoe are the punifhments

for our faults ; wefccm to take picalurc in 
incrcalingthctrtbyourcvil guidance , and 
dtat we invent every day new penalties, to 
which divine juftice bad not condemned 
iiS i, we are' not contented to know, our 
Palfions are revolted, and that without the 
afliftanceof grace, Reafon cannot regulate 
them*, we nourifli their diforder, and to 
make them the more infolent, we admit of 
opinions which raife them up at their 
pleafiire. For of athoulandPaflionswhich 
are raifediin our foul, there arc not any two 
that take truth for their guide j and the evil 
which they apprehend, or the good which 
' they defire, appear rather fo to be, then 
that they are fo indeed. To mend this dif- 
order, we muft take cognizance of opinion, 
mark her birth and progrefs. Opinion is 
notfo much a judgment of the underftan- 
ding, as of the Imaginations, whereby (he 
doth either approve of , or condemn 
things which the ienfos reprefont unto her. 
This is the moft ufiiall evil of our life, and 
if it were as conftantas it is common, our 
condition would be very fad 5 but it chan- 
geth at every moment , that which is the 
caufo of its birth , caufoth likewife the 
death thereof. And Imagination forfakes 
it with as much eafcasfhe gave it entertain- 
ment. 
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mertt. It taketh its rife from out fences, and 
‘ from the reports of the world , fo as it is no 
■ marvel if the beft grounded opinion can- 
‘ not fubfift long,fince the foundations thcrc- 
5 ©f are fo bad 5 for our fences are lyars ,, and 
^ like enchaunted glaffes^ they prefent diigub 
^ fodobj€(ftsuntOus. Their reports atfc fcl- 
* dome unintcreffed^and as they faften them-*- 
t felVestoobje(^, they indeavor to ingage 
2 Imagination* 

When I confidcr the foul as a prifoncr 
'i* in the body, I bewail her condition, and I 
tt vrondef not if foe fo oft takes fahehood for 
'll triith, beeaufr it entereth by the gate of the 
li fences •, this divini Spirit is inclofrd in the 
i body, not having any other cognizance 
li fove what foe borroweth either from the 
K Eies Or the feares thereof j and thefe two 
4 fences Which by nature feem fo particular- 
^ iy appropriated to knowlcdg are fuch deceit- 
i Vers, as their device^ are for the moft part 
«: butimpoftures •, blindnefs is to beprefer- 

red before their falfe lights-, and they had 
1, better leave us in our ignorance then help 
dE us to foch malignant and fo doubtful knowr 
s: ledg. They confider only the appearances 
:: of things , they flop at accidents , their 
it weaknefs cannot penetrate into fubftances; 
i they are like the Sun, and as they take all 
fli their 
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their light from him, they ’'Ivor to 
imitate him in their adions Every one 
thinks that this goodly Planet is extream- 
ly ufefull to us when it comes about our ho- 
rizon j and that it affords thofe beauties to 
nature which darknefs had bereft it of. But 
the Flatonicks have found that the advan- 
tage we receive thereby, equals not the pre- 
judice it bringeth along with it; for when 
itdifeoversthe earth unto us , it hides the 
Heavens fromus; whem*lt expofeth lillies 
androfestoour fight ,''it hinders us from 
feeing the ftars, and takes from us the fight 
of the moft beautiful part of the world. So 
the fences take from us the cognizance of di- 
vinethings to furnifh us with the likeof what 
is humane. They make us only fee the^ap- 
pearancesof objects, and hide their truth 
from us. We remain ignorant under thefe 
bad maflers, and our Imagination being in- 
formed but by their reports, we can only 
conceive falfe opinions. 

I finde therefore that nature is more 
fevere unto us, then is religion, and that it 
is much more difficult to be rational then to 
believe aright ; for though the truths which 
religion propofeth unto us, are of fo high 
anatureasourunderftending cannot com- 
prehend them, though (he demand of us a 

blind 
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, blind obedience , and that to believe her 
myfteries, wemuft fubdueourreafon, and 
. give the lye to all our fences-, yet this com- 
j mandement is not injurious ; If Ihe take 
j from us our liberty, Ihe preferves our hon- 
^ nor , (he frees our nnderftanding from the 
j tyrrany of our fences , fhe fubmits it to the 
legitimate Empire of the fupreame Intel- 
^ ligence, which fhe illuftrates unto us by her 
j! light, flie takes us from earth that Ihe may 
I raife us up to Heaven, and takes not from 
I us the ufe of Reafbn , lave only to make us 
acquire the merit of faith. But nature in- 
I gaging ourlbul in our body , makes her a 
flave to our fences,and obliegeth, her in her 
jjI nobleft operations, to confultwith thole 
jj. that are blinde ^ and to draw her light 
g from out their darknels. Hence it is that 
all ourknowledgisfuUof error, and that 
truth is never without falfehood, that our 
; opinions are uncertain , and that our Palsi- 
' ons which obey them , are alwaies out of 
j order. 

L The worlds report is no hirer a guide ; 
and thole who liften thereunto , are likely 
never to enjoy true reft ; for this rumour 
T is no thing els but the opinion of the peo- 
j pie, which is not the truer for being the 
f more common. That which feemeth to 
t authorize 
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authorize it doth condemn it • and nothing 
ought make it more fufpe<9:ed then the 
^ great number of its partakers. The nature 

of man is not fo well regulated , as that the 
beft things be thofe that pleale moft people; 
ill opinions, as well as good ones, ground 
thcmlclves Upon the number of their appro- 
vers; and when we would fide with any 
opinions, we ought no; to number but to 
weigh the votes, Tnc common people 
who gape afte? liberty, delight to live in 
fevitude , never make ule of Judgment, 
and in Wordly affaires, which of all others 
ought to be the moft free , they are rather 
led by example then by RcafoU; they fol- 
low thole who gb before, and not exami- 
ning their opinions, they crrtbrace, they de- 
ftAdthcm ; for after having received them, 
they delire to divulge them *, as in fadlions, 
they indeaVor to engage others on their 
patty , and to make their malady prove 
Nemo fibiun. contagious. In fo mtich as Seftecas 

turn errat, fed maxime proves true, that man is not only 
oufk & au!. fayling to himfelf, but unto others,and that 
thoreft :de vi- he cOtnmunicatcs his errors to all thofe that 
ta beata.cap nigh him. When Out Imagination 

is filled with ill opinions, flie excitetha 
fchouland dilbrders in the inferior part of 
oiir foul, and railech Up Palfions according 

to 
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to hev pleafure *, for being biinde, they 
I cannot difcern whether the good or bad 
which is propofed to them , be only likely 
or true j and abufed by the Iniagination, 
i whofc empire they reverence, they either 
j draw nearer unto , or fly further from ob- 
j )c<^s 5 their blinckeis Icrwcs them forex- 
‘ cufc, and they lay their faults upon that 
hath deceived them. But to prevent this 
K, difbrder, the underftanding mutt keep it fclf 
P in its authority, itmuft aflubjed Imagina- 
j tion to its laws j itmuft take heed leftopi- 
nion endeavour to eftablifh her felf , and 
- muft confult with Reafbn to defend it Iclf 
* againft error and falfthood j thus will Paffi- 
j, ons alwaies be peaceable, and their mod- 
ons being regulated, they will be fervicea- 
I blcuntovcrtue. 
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That there is were diforder in theFafsimof

w T) Efore we rcfolve this queftion, we muft 
® *^difcuis another , aud examine whether 

beafts 
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bcafts be capable of thcfe motions which 
wc call PalTions. For as our adverfarics 
confound them with vices, and as they will 
have all the affct^ionsof the inferiour part 
ofourfoultobc criminal 5 they hold that 
beafts are exempt from them, and that ha- 
ving no freedom or liberty, one cannot 
impute unto them cither vertue , or fin. 
That they are led on by an inftind which 
cannot erre, and iffbmetimes they feem 
to do amifs, wemuft attribute it to provi- 
dence , which dilbrdercth them for our 
puniflimentjor which fuffereth their unnili- 
nefr, to put us in mindc of our wickednefs} 

*tis therefore that their motions ferve for 
plj^ues to all people , and that the Infidels ’ 
took counfcll by the flying of birds , and ( 
the entrails of vidiims, that they might / 
know what was to come, or what Heaven c 
had decreed. But though bcafts be exempt c 
from fin, and that they owe their innoccncy Ic 
to their fervitude, they arc not notwiih- « 
Handing inlenfible. All Philofofhcrs ac- | 
knowledg they have inclinations , and a* i| 
verfions, and that according as objedls give ^ 
againft their eyes , or cars , they excite dc- t; 
fire or fear in their Imaginations. In cffedl, 0 
the neithermoft part of our foul, hath fudi 
correfpondency with our fcnfcs , as that ij 

flie 
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Hie borrows her name from them , and i$ 
called fenfitive inforriuch, as it^isalmoft 
impoffible, but that any thing that entcreth 
‘ by thole paflages, with any contentment or 

* deteftation, fliould caUfe, either plcafure,o|: 
■■ pain in the foul. Asbeafts have thefetwo 
" faculties , which give them feeling and 
' life^ we rauft necelfarily concludc,That they 
j* have Pafsions , that they approach to what 
t is good, out of defire,and Ihun what is pvil, 

out of diflilte 5 that they taftc the one with 

• joy, and fuffer the other with Ibrrow, This 
B reafon is confirmed by examples j for we 
in lee every day how horfes arc brought to 
: manage through the fear of punifoment, 

<i. That the Spur quickens their memory, that 
t the noylc of Trumpets puts them in good 
at; humor,and that very hurts do animate their 
c courage : Bulls fight for glory, and joyning 
s' craft with ftrength, difpute as hotly for the 

leading of an herd, as Princes do for the 
r conqueft of a Kingdom ; Lyons in their 
' fighting covet not lb much revenge as 
i honor *, when they lee their enemy on the 
Si groundjtheir choler is appcaled,and having 
Kitaken up arms onely for glories l^e , they 
^content themlelves with this advantage , 
Itand give life to what yields the visftory. 
cin fine, they arc nctled as well by jealoully, 

G as 
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as by love, they love faithfulnefs, punifti 
adultery, and waftithis fault in the blood 
of the guilty. It cannot then be doubted, 
but that beafts have Pafsions, and that they 
are agitated with thofe furious motions 
which trouble our quiet •, but the difficulty 
is to know, whether theirs or ours be more 
violent, and whether they or we be lefs re- 
gulated in our naotions. 

Troth it Iclf obliegeth us to confels, 
That our advantages are prejudicial to us, 
and that when very Reafon becomes a flavc 
unto our fences, it ferves onely to make our 
affedlions more unreafbnablc. Beafts ap- 
prehend not evil, but when it is nigh at 
band, they difeern not what is to cor«, 
and' do not mch remember whatispalt; 
the prefent onely can make them unhappy. 
But men go about to findc out cafualties 
before they happen, they feem to have a 
deftgne to haften their mifadvantages , and 
that to enlarge Fortunes empire, they wiU 
prevent the evils to which (he hath not ya 

. eiven birth. Their fear is imployed both 

e^ntibus in what is paft, and in what is to 

as they tremble at a misfortune whjch hath 
ceafed to be/ fb they grow pale at a difaftO) 
which hath yet no being. 

There are but few objedis wherein Bealts 

ate 
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areconcexncd^ fee aiide thofc things which . 
ar^ neccffaiy for the maintainant;? of their 
life, and you (hall findc they confi’der all 
otl^r things as indifferent. But nicn eannot 
bO|Uj|^ foeir defircs, either by i;eafon,^ or

^hat is ufcful , and, out l|i^rflu(tics to, 
inereafe thdrpuiufiiimeuts: alf t.heff'Pafs^

Beafts arc ftiiptd'.? their 
tempcratuk, wbtt:h, holds o|i the eanli, 
makes them infenftble,and happily ejtempts 
them frona all tholeevila> whi^h h^rt dot 
the bodyj; fave in as much as they have 
hurt the Imagination. Bulk iqiift b^ goad- 
ed on, to jnake them furious ,/;ai^ thhfc 
heavy Iqwps, vfhofo foul is but dhpa^j-idt) 
lilde unirritated. Elepbants ^ndum' ail 
things at their mailers hands,} th^ think 
not themfelves hurt tmkk they fee their 
blood.i when the pain k, over, their chql6r 
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is appeared, and they become as tradable 
as they were before but inan is of fo dely 
cate a conftitution , as the fliehteft pam 
offends him ; his blood which is of the 
nature of fire is eafily moved , anpeing 
once moved, it hurries fury throughout all 
his parts. This fury doth its greateft out- 
rages about the heart 5 for flie fmmlhethit 

with fuch fpirits, as oftentimes (he caufeth 

that to die which gives life to the whole 
bodv,and to revenge her felf of a particular 
iniuiY, fte hazards the publike welfare. 
To compleat this mifehief , this Pafsion is 
fofhieinman, as the Icaft matter is fuihci- 
ent to provoke it. A word troubleth it, a , 
motion of the head offendeth it, filence leB 
it going •, not finding any thing to entenam 
k it devours her own entrails, and by an 
excefs of defpair, turns all her rage againlt

”^in fine. The Ufe of Beafts being unferm, 
and nature having given them bounds nar- 
row enough, they have but a few PalMons; 
almoft all their motions, are caufedout o 
a fear which poflefleth them, or a deirc 
wherewith they are affcdled.

X pafleth into the body of divers creatures, 
t and that taking all their evil qualities, he 
h uniteth in his perfon the guile of Serpents, 
ft the fury of Tygers, Choler of Lyons ; 
r teaching us by this fiaion. That man alone 
i hath as many Paflions, as have all Beafts put 
together. 

i 'Tis therefore that Philofophers pro- 
it; pound them unto US for examples, and that 
t the after having railed our nature to 
[t ftich a height of greatnels, are oblicged to 

1^ reduce us to the condition of Beafts, and to 

jic place the happinels and reft of their wile- 
id man, inaftrangekindeof ftupidity. This \ 
.j fenlc differs not much from that of ^le 
proud Ipirits, which being dcfirous to 
on the throne of God, demanded leave of 
Jefus Chrift to withdraw themlelves kto gem porco- 
■ the bodies of Swine 5 and that not being ; 

V able to reign with the perfons of the Diety, 

, they were contented to live with infamous 
jd Beafts. So our proud Stoicks, after having 
raifed their wifeman, even unto-Heaven, 

Ijk and given him titles, unto which the ac- 
io surfed angels in their rebellion durft never 

G 3 pretend. 
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pretend, they brought hini down to the 
conditi^ of Beafts, and not abktomakc 
' bim infcnttblc , they endeiivored to make 
him'ftupid. They accufe Rcafoh ro be the 
taufe of all diforders, thtey eoinplaih <of the 
difadvantagcs we have by nature , and 
would low both memory and wifdom, 
' That they might neither fotefee the eVils 
th^ are to come, nOr mufe of thofe that arc 
paft. This folly is the pumbment of their 
vanity: Divine juftice hath permitted that 
imderftanding which had been their Idol, 
fhould become their torment ; and that 
they Ihould every where divulge. That 
fince they could not live like gods, they 
Were refolved to live like Beafts. But not 
immediating their dirpair; we are onclyto 
implore ayd from Heaven 5 and acknow- 
ledging the wcaknefs of Rcafon , leek out 
another light to condudl us , and bonow 
new forces to vanquifli our Palsions. This 
is that which Chriftian Religion hath 
taught us, and that which we foall examinfc 
inthepuifuitof this work.

more hard to come bp then the go- 
vernment of n?afsions. 



f Aturc by a wife providence hath 
■ united difficulty with glory, 
and left glorious things might 

become too common, her plea- 

lure is, they Ihould be hardly come by. 
There is nothing ofgrcater luftre amongft 
men then the valour of conquerors all Ora- 
tors would have been mute, had not battels 
j been fought,andvi(ftories been had. But to 
acquire this title of honour, a man muft def- 
G 4 pifc 
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toife death , forgoe plcafures , overcome 
troubles •, and often titnes purchafe glory 
bvthelofsofhisc^wnme. After the va- 
lour of conc^uerors , there is nothing more 
illuftrious then the eloquence of Orators-, 

fherulcthftatcs without violence ; Ihe go- 
yerns people without weapons, ftie woAs 

upontheir wils with Tweetnefs ^ flic 
and obt ains vidlorics without blood-lhcd; 
but to arrive at this great height , one mult 
overcome a thoufand difficulties , accord 
arc and nature together, conceive ftrong 
thoughts, exprefsthem in good words, 
fthdy the humor of the people , Icam the 
llcret of forcing their liberties, and of wif^ ’ 
ning their affedfions. This truth appeareth 
evidently in the fubjedt we treat of , and 
every one confefleth, there is nothing harder 
nor yet more honourable, then for a man 
to overcome his Paffions. For to boot 
that we are not afsifted by any others in 
this conflict ; that fortune which rules as 
chief in all other combats , cannot favor us 
inthis^ that men' partake not of gl^ with 
tis, and that we do at once the office or a 
common fouldier, and of a commander: 
there is this of anger and fbme d.ifficiaty m 
it,tliat\vefighta^ainftapart of pur felvcs, 

that our forces arc divided , and that no* 
^ thing 
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1 thing encouragcth us in this war, but duty 
and integrity. Upon other occafions men 
are (purred on by honor , and envie. Oft 
i times cholerjwhen it hath to do with venue 

» makes up the greateft part of our valour ; 

hope and boldnefs afsift us j and their for- 
e ces being united, it is almoft impoftible to 
t be overcome. But when we afTail our 
:: Pafsipns, our troops are weakned by divi- 
it: fion 5 Vve operate but by one part of our 
it lelves : let vertue or worth animate our 
fe courage with the beft realbns flie can ; our 
iK love to our enemies, makes us faint- 
n heaited, and we are afraid of a victory 
f( which muft coft us the lofs of our delights, 
a For though ourPafsions be irregular, and 
that they trouble our quiet • thefe ceaftnot 
ijj to make up a part of our Ibul ^ though their 
)(!r inlblency diflike us, we cannot refblveto 
k; tear out our bowels •, unlcls we be alsifted 
^ by grace •, ftlf-love doth betray us, and 
jt we (pare rebels becaufc they are our Allies. 

But that which augments the difficulty,and 
1^: which makes the vidorymore uncertain, 
jjt: is the power of our enemies ; for though 
^ they held no intelligence with our ibul, 
though they iliould not by their cunning, 
j(|i divide her forces , and though Ihe ihould 
^ fet upon them with all her might , they are 
'■ ‘ of 
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of fuch a nature as they may be weakncd 
and yet not overcome •, they may be woi- 
fted,yet not routed/or they are fo ftreightly 
ioyncd with us, as they cannot be parted 
from us. Their life is bound up with ours, 
and by a ftrange fate , they cannot dye un- 
lefs we dye with them. So as this victory 
is never intire , and thefe rebels arc never 
lb much (juelled , but that upon the firft oc- 
cafion they will frame a new army , and 
give us battel again. They are Hydra’s 
which thmft up as many heads as are cut 
they arc fo many Jnuitffe’s who gather 
ftrengthfrom their weaknes , and who rife 
up the ftronger, after they have been bea- 
ten down *, all the advantage which one can 
cxpc6i: upon fuch unruly lubjcdls, is to clap 
irons upon tlicir hands and feet , and leave 
them no more power then what is requifite 
for the fcrvicc of Rcafbn. Wemuft treat 
them as we do gally-llaves, who draw al- ( 
waies their iron chains after them , and I 
who have only the ule of their armes to t 
row 5 Or if you will deal with them more \ 
favourably, you mull be well alfuredof i 
their fidelity, and remember a raaximc 
which I approve not of, fave in this cafe, 
that reconciled enemies ought alwaies to . 
behadinlufpition. 
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If thexlifficulty which accompaincth this 
tombacc aftonifh us , the glory which cn- 
> flics thereupon ought to incourage us ; for 

s the Heavens behold nbthing of wore II- 
iuftfious , nor doth tlK earth bear any 
It thing of mewe glorious , then a ftian who 
i tommands his Palfions ^ No crown is 
K fiifficient CO adorn his head, all praifts come 
li fliort of his merit, nothing ^t eternity 
can rccdmpenfe fb exalted a vertue j the 
Ijli very lhadows thereof, arepleafing,andthe 
t truth thereof is fb beautiful, that men adore 
the femblance. We do not reverence i?o- 
lO; erdfesi, nor Catv-^ but for that thcyhadfbmc 
ill tinifturethcreofi nor do we place them in 
X the number of the Sages , fave for that 
they have triumphed over oUr weakeft 
Ik Pafllons. The glory of thefc great men is 
purer then that of Alexander or Pempey 5 
|; their vivftory never made widow or 
orphan, thcit conquefts have not layed 
I kingdoms waftc, their combats have nei- 
^ thercaufed the fhedding of blood, nor of 
I? tearcs; and in the gaining of their liberty, 

|ii3 they have neither taken prifbnernormadc 
^ Have 5 a man reads all their aiSions with 
jU delight, andinallthecourfeof their harm- 
^ lefslifc, one meets not with any objeds of 
horemr. They are born for the worlds 

good. 
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good, they have laboured for thcquietof 
all men ^ there is not any nation that iru- 
liens their happincfs , nor which rejoyccth 
at their death. What honor can a conque- 
ror hope for, who owes all his greatneis 
to his injuftice ^ who is only famous for 
being criminal and of whom no menti- 
on wWd have been made inhiftoiy, had 
he not {lain men, burnt towns, ruined 
provinces , and dilpeopled whole king- 

Tholc who have only warred with their 
Paflions enjoy a much more rcall good, 
and thefe innocent conquerors receive 
more glorious praifes from us. Wc r^e 
them above all Monarcks -, and if they 
have lived in the Church, wc place them 
in Heaven when they are dead •, we take 
their aftions for examples to our felvcs, wc 
borrow their weapons to fight with the ene- 
mies which they have vanquiftied, we rcadc 
their lines, as conquerors dothofe of the 
Cafars , we conform our felves to their ver- 
tue, and wc obferve the good maximes 
which they have held , the innocent wih 
that they have pradlifcd, and the high dc- 
fiern which they have undertaken , that we 
may obtain like famous vidories. Their 
jnoft-affured maximes, were not to trult 
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I to their own ftrengthj to implore aide from 
Heaven, and to hope for more from grace, 
- then from nature. If thou wilt overcome 
( faith Saint JuguJHfie) prtfiime not upon 
B thy fclf, but give the honour of the viftoiy 
> to him from whom thou expedeftsthe 
K crown. Their more ordinary wils were 
I to prevent their Palllons, to take from 
E them their ttrength , that they might take 
I their courage from them, to fet upon them 
in their birth, and not to expert till age had 
i: . made them ftronger. Their moft memo- 
Ij) rablc enterprifes, were to over run their 
K enemies grounds, to confider their coun- 
;i tenance, to mark their deligns, and to 
fc cutoff all objerts that could make them 
move. Thcfc means would fucccedhap- 
(t: pily unto us, if we would make ufc of 
16 them, andwelhall not want affiflance ; 
J; fince all the morall vertues, are fomany 
faithful allies 5 who fight for our liberty, 

\ ; and which fumifh us with weapons to fiib- 
Ij: due our Paflions.

endure the Roman authocity. iThey . were 
the laft that fubjefted themfclves thereunto, 
andthefirft that freed themfelvcs from it. 
Had not the Heavens made ^alius Cmt ot 
purpofe to conquer them they had never 
Ued' (laves to Rome ^ but yet they had 
this of confolation in their misfortune, that 
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under the conduct of that great Prince^ they 
revenged thcmfcLves of the Republiqii 
that had oppofed them, and made her fuf- 
fer fcryitudcj which had made them lofo 
their liberty. Though this evil be lb tedi- 
ous, and the good it deprives us of fo plea- 
fing, it is not comparable to that which 
the tyrranny of Paffions cauftth in us. And 
it muft be granted , that of as many flaves 
as are in the world , there is none moreun- 
happy , then thofc who obey fiich cruell 
Mafters. 

^ For the reft are fiee in their nobleft part, qu^domi- 
tis only their bodies which gron under "*®^®*'*“”* 
the irons, andwhich feels the rigour of hS, . 
livery ^ their wilbarenot conftrained j hocvendlt, 
when they are commanded any thing that 
contradicts their honour, or which offends rdarTnon^' 
their confcience , they may defend. .them.T 
felves from it by anbblerefufal, andbuy 
their liberty with the lols of their lifK But 
thelc are flaves even in the bottoai of their 
fouls, they cannot di^ofo either of their 
thoughts, or their defires, they lofc 5 in 
this infamous fcrvitude, tliat which capr 
tivesprcfcrvcin prifons , and that whi^ 
tyrants cannot rob their enemies of. 

The others may quit their mafters, and 
leaving their houfos, or their territories;, 

go 
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go into places of freedom, where they may 
breathe the nyr of liberty^ But thefc^though 
they change countreys , change not condi- 
tion 5 they are (laves under Crowns, they 
{gfvc their Paflions whileft they command 
their fubjeds, andwhitherfoevertheygo, 
they drag their chains after them, and carry 
their matters with them. The others long 
after libenyj and employ their credit to ob- 
tain it : If this fail them, mifery opens their 
underftanding, and necelfity, which isthe 
mother of Invention, furniftieth them with 
means to free themfelves •, but thefe wretch- 
es have fo far loft theirs , as they have not 
fo much as retainedthe defire thereof. They 
love their (crvitudcj-.t-hey/ kiis their-ironsj 
and being ftrangely blinded , they fear the 
end of their iraprifbnment, and dread their 


deliverance. , 

The. others have but one matter, aiw 
amongft fo many mifehiefs whicK afflidt 
them, they hope to fweeten their captivity, 
bv gaining the favor of him who commands 
them : they promife unto themfelves, that 
by their alfiduous fervice, they may regain 
their liberty ; they flatter themfelves in the 
thought thereof, and think that a Have who 
hath but one man to content, cannot be al- 
ways unhappy : But thefe have as many 
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maftci-stofervc as Paflions to Tatisfie. the Malu* eriam-’ 
end of one fervitude , is the beginning 
another ; and when they think they have SusL”nl 
bfeaped a Turly government, they fall under S‘-»: 

ah infolent tyranny 5 for their change is E, fora™ 
never advantageous to them : the Jaft qaot vido- ’ 
Mafter is always more cruel then the 
former : Oft times they command altogb- vitite Del'' 
ther, and as their defignes do not agree, "P-J* 
they divide thefe unhappy flaves, and force 
them to ferve their wills , and t6 tear out 
their bowels, to obey rather contrary, then 
differing orders. Sometimes ambition and 
lov'e unite their flames to devour thertf, fear 
and hope fee joyntly upon them, fbrrow 
and delight are recortciled together to afflidt 
them ; and one may fay. That every Mafter 
“ is a Hangman which torments them , and 
that every order they receive , is a new 
J punifhment unto tlicm. They have not onb 
quiet hour, their Pafltons pefftcute them 
day and niglit : And thefe revengcfiil furies, 
change all the delights of thefe miftfable 
men into cruel torments. 

What more deplorable thing cart thefe 
^5 ^ Alexander poflfeft by his am 
i**‘bition, and fee him loft his judgment, to 
'f‘*fatisfic this irregular Paflion. For can ortc 
■ inoued with Reafbn, vVhO be-

who more unjuft then the Perjiam, filcnccd 
the Town of Athens^ made that of Lacede- 
tnon fervCjand ruinated the Country, which 
Cto no purpofe ) had taught him Philofo- 
phv ^ 

This very fury made him overrun 
the world , commit Ipoyls throughout all 
A^tAy penetrate the Indies y pafs the Seas, be 
angry with nature, which by the limits 
thereof did bound hisconquefts, and force 
him to end his defignes, where the Sun 
finifticth his courfe. Who is not affcftcd 
with pityj to Ice Pempejy who dmnk with 
love of a falfegrcatnefs, undertakes civil 
and forreign wars < Sometimes he paifes 
into Spain too^^teCsSertorious , fometimes 
fcouresthe Seas to free them from Pyrats, 
fometimes he flics into , to fight with 
Mithridates. He ranfacks all the Provinces 
of that great part of the world ; makes 
himfclf enemies , where he findcs none : 
After fo many fights and vidories , ’tis he 
alone that thinks himfclf not great enough •, 
and though men give him that name, he 
thinks he deferves it not, unlefs 
Cafar confefs it. Who hath not compalTion 
for this man, who was not fb much the 
Have, as martyr of ambition i For he pro- 
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il ftitutcd his honor , to get power 5 hebe- 
^ came Have to his army, that he m^ht be 
matter of the Senate •, he vowed the de- 
ftrudion of his Countrey, to revenge him- 
: felf of his (bn in law ; Seeing no other 

State , ’gaintt which he could exercife his 
iic cruelty, he imployedit againtt thtRefub- 
u Itkcyind would merit the name of Patricide, 
G that he might obtain that of Soveraign. He 
;i: never had any motions, lave thole that am- 
id- bition gave nim. If he pardoned hisene- 
rfH mies, ’t was but onely out of vainglory 5 and 
aft if he bewailed the death of Cato, and Pom- 
if /xrjr, it was perhaps for that the honor of 
;s his viittory was Iclfencd. All his thoughts 
, ^ were ambitious. When he faw the Image 
att of K^ltxanier, he wept not , fave onely 
fr for that he had not yet Ihed blood enough. 

Whatlbever offerea it Iclf to his eyes, a- 
M wakened his Pafsions j and Objects which 
, ; would have taught others modefty , infpired 
lls; him with pride and infolency. Briefly, 

I commanded over his army, and am- 

^ bition commanded over Ca/ar, me had lucH 
^ power over him , as the foretelling of his 
fjj death did not make him change his de- 
figne ^ and doubtlelly, he would have an- 
jujj fwered for himfelf to the Soothlayers, as 
,|k JgrifftM anlwcrcd for her fon to the A- 
k Hz ftrologers. 


loo 
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ftrologcrs. Lei him kill me, provided, he 

”™I^ftrvhudc be fo irkfome in ambition, 
’tis much more (hameful in obicenity. It 
muft be confeft. That a man who is pofleft 
by this infamous Paffion,hath neither Rea* 
fon nor liberty, and that being 
ipve , he is no more maftcr of himiclf. 
Did not Cleopatra govern Mark-t^nthofiyi 
might not this Prmejs boaft her felftohavc 
revenged upon ^taly , and to have 

fubjedled the Roman Empire, by putting 
him under her laws , who governed it ^ 
This unfortunate manlived only at the plea- 
fure of this ftranger, he did nothing but bv 
her motions-, and never did (lave labour io 


much to win the good will of his mafter. 
as this effeminate Prince to win the like of 


his proud miftris. He gave all his charges 
byherdirediions, and the beft part of the 
Empire, groaned under the govern- 
ment of a woman. He durft not overconic 
in the battel of Act turn , and rather chole 
to forgoe his army then his love. He was 
the firft commander that abandoned his 
fouldicrs, and who would not make ufeof 
■' their -courage to defeat his enemy ? bw 
wlrat could one expea from a man who had 
■ no more any heart, and who far enough 

from 
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from fighting, could not fb much as live, 
if parted from Cleopatra. In brief read 
the ftorv of all the great ones , and you 
j will findc their Pallions have enflamed 
them, and that in the height of their for- 
J. tune, they have made uft of all the punilh- 
^ ments that tyranny could invent, to afflitS 
fc tbofc that fhe oppreffeth. Therefore ought 
all men to make ufe of Realbn and grace, to 
fhun the fury of thefe infolent mafters 5 
j' everyone ought refblve in his particular, 
rather to lofc his life , then his liberty, 
^ and to prefer a glorious death before a 
, lhameful fervitude. But without coming 
, to thefe extreams in this combate j a will 
' to overcome isfufficient tobe vidorious • 

' for God hath permitted, that our good for- 
® tune depend upon our will together with 
his grace ; and that our PalTions fhould 
have no further power over us, then we 
® fhall give them, fince in effeft experience 
Kj tcacheth us that they beat us not but by 
our own weapons, and that they make us. 

W not their flavcs , but by our own con- 
fent 
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rbat to govern Pafsions arnanmajlmderm 
them, 

T Hough Paflions be ordained for the 
feivlcc of vertue and that there is 
not any one oftheni) the ufe where 
of may not be advantageous to uSj we 
muit notwithftanding confcls , tha we 

need dexterity to govern them, and thatin 

the ftate whereinto fin hath reduced our 

nature, they cannotbeufefultous, unkls 

moderated j that unhappy forefather, ot 
ours,who made us to inherit his fan't , at 
not left us ib pure a being as he had when 
he received it from God. The body and 
foul fuffer pain , and as they were both 
guilty ,fo are they both puhmicd. Tne un- 
derftanding hath its errors , the will her ir 
regular inclinations, the memory her weak' 
nefs. The body, which is the chan«l

Imagination, which excites diforders in 
the inferior part of the foul , and raifoth 
Paflions, fo as they are no longer in that 
obedience, wherein original jufticc kept 
Df them 5 and though they be fubjed to the 
Empire of Reafon, yet they fo mutiny, as 
they are not to be brought within the com- 
d jj pafs of their duty, but by force or cunning. 
t|)t They are born to obey the underftanding, 
but they eafily forget their condition •, and 
yj the commerce which they hold with the 
fenies , is the caufc why they oft times pre- 
jd fer their advifes at the commandements of 
lijd the will. They raifo thcmftlvcs up with 

j , foch might , as their natural motions are 
for the moft part violent. They arehorfes 
which have more of fury then of force. 
They are feas which are oftner troubled 
then calm. In fine they are parts of our 

j felveSjWhich cannot ferve the underftanding 
jjij till it hath allayed qf tamed them. 

Ilij. This ought not to feemeftrange tothofc 

that know what fpoyl fin hath made in our 
nature •, and the very Pkilofophers^viho con- 
- fels that vertue is an art which muft be 
I H 4 learnt. 
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. learnt, will not finde it unjuft tliat the 
pafsions be not obedient, unlefs governed 

by Keafon. .. 

To exej^utc lb great a defigne, a man muft 
imicaut nature and aiX,)and confiderwhat 
means they ufe to finHJi their work. Nature 
whieh doth all by the Elements, and who 
of theft. Cpur bodies compoftth allpthers, 
never imploys them till mehathteriipercd 
their qualities. As they cannot fuffer to- 
gether, and that their natural antipathy in- 
|age;Sth^mto fight: this wife mother, by. 
allaying their averfions, appeaftth. their 
differences, and never unites them, till flie 
hath weakened them. Art, which is not 
invented fo much to perfect nature, as to 
imitate, her, obferves the fame rules, and 
imploys nothing in her vvorkmanfliip, tiUit 
be tempered by her induftiy. Painting 
^vpuld not he fb cryed tip, had it not found 
Qut the fteret of leconciling black with | 
white, and ib pacific the natural difeordof ;; 
thefe two colours, to compoft all others ■ 
thereof. The riders of the great horfc, have 
nofcrvice from their hol ies, till they have 
broke them , and that tlicy may be uftful, I 
they mull be taught to anfwer the bridle 
and the ftuw Lyons were never m.ade ufe 
of to dfawitriumphant. Chariots till they 

' ■ were 
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'■i were tamed j and Elephants bore not 
J Towers upon their backs in fights, till they 
were rid of the favage humor yvh'ch they 
® brought from the woods, 
ij; . Alb thefc examples, are documents for 
^ the government of our Paflions,and,Realbn 
ought to imitate nature if fhe will be advan- 
i raged thereby. They njuft not be imployed 
f tillmodefated ^ and' he who fliall think to 
fe make thcfil lerviccablc to vertuc, before he 
t liath fiibjugated them by grace, will ingage 
k ifimfelf in a perilous defigne. In the ftate 
b; of innoeency, when they had nothing of 
ti unruly in them , one might make ufe of 
is them as they were born 5 they never fur- 
i prifed the will : As original julHce was as 
1, i well fliqd throughout tfie body, as tlirough- 
ji,ii outtheloul f The fenfcs made hofalfere- 
jii ports^ and their adyiccs being uninterrefled, 
)ts they were always conformaWe to the judg- 
^ m^nt pf Rcafbn. But now, that' all things 
fa; in maiv are faulty , that the body and the 
[(E foul arc equally corrupted, that the fenfes 
are fiibjtcft.to a thoufajnd illufions, and that 
ylt imagination favors ; their difordefs j we 
ufa muft have great precaution in the ufe of 
[^; Paflions. 

jc! The firR is to cqnfider, what troubles 
li ihcir revolt hath caufed in bur foul, and in 
)fi» how 
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how many mifchicfs thcfc mutineers have 
ingagedus, when they have onelybecnlcd 
on by our eyes or ears : ’Tis a piece of wif- 
dom to reap advantage by our Ioffes , and 
to become wife at our own coft. The juft- 
eft choler flics out fometimes, if not with- 
held bykeafon ^ though her motion was 
lawful in its birth , it becomes criminal in 
the progrefs thereof . It turns a good caufc 
into a bad one % for not having confulted 
with the fuperior part of the foul 5 and 
thinking to punifh a flight fault, it commits 
a great one. Fear hath 6ft times aftoniflied 
us, for having onely liftened to the fcnlcs, 
ftie maketh us look pale upon a thoufand 
occafions , without any juft cauref-and 
fometimes (he hath engaged us in real dan- . 
gers, to make us fhunthofe that were but 
imaginary. As then our Paflions have de- 
ceived us , for our not havii^ askt counfel 
of our Reafon, we muft refolVe never to i 
believe them any more, till we haveexa-' 
mined, whether that which they defire, or^ 
that which they fear, be rcafonablc, and 
whether the underftanding, which fees fur- 
ther then our eyes , cannot difeover the 
vanity of our hopes or fears . 

The fecond precaution, is to obliege Rea- 
fon, to watch always over fuch fubjedbas 

may 
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may excite our Pafllons, and toconfidcr 
their nature, and motions, to the end that 
(he may never be (iirprifed. Harms fore- 
feen hurt but a little, and we are but feldom 
aftoniftied at (uch accidents, agamft which 
we are prepared . A Pilot who fees a ftorm 
coming, withdraws into the Haven ^ or if 
he be too far from it, helaunchcth into the 
deep, and keeps aloof from coafts, or rocks. 
A rather who knows that his children are 
mortal, and that life hath no longer term 
then what it hath pleafed God to give, will 
never take on too much at their lofs. A 
Prince who confidcrs, that viftory depends 
more upon Fortune then his Wifdom, and 
more on chances then on the valor of his 
Souldiers, will ealily be comforted though 
he hath been beaten : But we make not ufe 
of our underftanding , and meth<nks , if 
our Paflions be out of order, Reafon ought 
to be accufed thereof, for not having fore- 
fecn the danger, and for not having pre- 
pared ourfenccs againft their fiirprifals. 

The third precaution is^ to ftudy the na- 
ture of luch Paflions, as we take in hand to 
moderate or govern. For fome muft be 
rudely delt withal ; and to reduce them to 
their duty , feverity and violence muft be 
made ufe of 5 otheiswill be flattered, and 

they 
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they muft be gently dek withal, to make 
them' obedient to Reafbn. Though they be 
fubjcdls, they arc not flaves, and theundet- 
ftanding which governs them, is rather 
their faidier then their Soveraign. Others 
would be coufened 5 and though Vercue be 
fo generous, fhe is tyed to accomimodate 
her felf to the weakncls of Paflions, and 
tomake ufeof wiles j when force will not 
prevaiU. Love is of this nature, we muft 
divert it 5! not being able to banifh it from 
out oJiQur heart?, we muft Jay before it 
legitimate objedte^ and make it vertuous by 
an innocent coufenage : Choier would be 
flattered, and who thinks to oppofe this 
torrent by making a dam , hath but aus' 
mented its fury. Fear and forrow ougnt 
to be.mdely dejt withal j and of thefetwo 
Paffionsy the former is fo faint-hearted, as 
it is not to be overpme but by force; ; and 
the fccond is fo opinionated,as it is notto be 
brought within rule,, but by provocation. 
Thele means being wcllobferved, theaf- 
fedlions of our foul may be fwcetened.' 
Thefe favage beafts become dorueftick : 
When they have, loft their natural fiercc- 
neft, Reafon makes good ufeof them, and 
Vertue fltapes no dcligne which flie exe- 
cutes without theft mediation. .

Tht inr»hat condition foever our Pafsions he^ 
they may he governed hj Reafon. 

T Hough nature be fb liberal, flic 
ceafeth not to be a good houfewifCj 
and to imploy with profit that 
which flie hath abundantly produced •, all 
her parts have their ufe, and amongfl: the 
infinite number of creatures which do corn- 
pole the world, there is not any one which 
hath not its ufe. Thole which do us no 
Icrvice, contribute to our plcafures j the 
moft beautiful , and moft delightful lerve 
to adorn the world, and the very deformed 
entertain her variety. 

As fliadows fet off colours 5 uglincls 
gives a luftre to beauty , and Monfters 
which are the defedl of nature, make her 
chiefeft works and miracles be efteeraed. 
There is nothing more pemitious then 
poifon j and were not fin barrcn,onc would 
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take it for one of its produ<^ion , fince it 
feems to ^ree with the other, tom^eaU 
men dye. Yet hath it its ufe •, Phyfick 
makes Antidotes thereof, and there arc cer- 
tain fickncffcs which cannot be cured but 
bv ’ ufc hathtuincdthein 

intonourifhraent. And if there hf e becn 
Princes whom poifon could not kill • bealts 
who bear it about in their bodies, cannot 
live without it-, that which is pernicious to 
us, isfoneceffarytothem, as they cannot 
be bereft of it without lofs of life. This is 
that which makes all Phthfofhers grant 
with Saint Augufiim that venome is no 
evil fince it is natural to fcorptons and 
vipers, and that they dye when they lofeit, 

as we do when wetakeit. 

If ouradverfaries would have the moti- 
ons of our foul, to pafs for poifons, or 
monfteousjthisReafon will enforce them 
toconfefs , that they arc not foabfolutely 

evil, but that they may be prepared as wel 

as poyfbns, and Antidotes made thereof 
to cure our maladies ^ or to continue ouf 
health. For confider them how you pleafe, 
and give them what countenance you like 
beft to make them hideous, Reafon will 
alwaics findc a way to make ufcofthcni; 
and this great ftcwatd of our good and

j- defpight of fin, which hath difordered 
^ them , fh? will draw advantage and glorv

If we look ^on them in their birth,they 
K arc tradlabic affcaions, and but of weak 
KJ refinance, and which byaliitlcinftmaion 
Iji become docile, and obedient. They arc 
,a children which arc frighted with words 5 
ioi and who for fear of a fmall punilhment, 
amend their evil inclinations, and advant- 
l age their mafters counccis. They are young 
n ; grafis, which an ill wind hath made crook- 
iit cd 5 but which are eafily fetar^htwitha 
i/)5 little care, and which not being yet become 
jfeiinflexible, will be bowed contrary to their 
natural inclination. Neither would the 
tlitiPlatonifts have the name of the Paffions 
& given to thefe dilbrders in their birth 5 and 
[qjj knowing , that they were eafily governed, 
ijd they were contentea to call them affcdlions, 
without giving them a more injurious 
^1; title. , 

^ If we confidcr them when they arc 
grown older, when making ufe of our 
t|« weaknefs, they have gotten new forces, and 
jjJi, of Ample affections, arc become violent 
.^jPafsions; we muft treat them in order to 
their proper intcrefls, and feeding them 

with 
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with hope of pleafure, or glory, draw them 
to what is good, and diveit them from evil ; 
For in their greateft revolt j they referve 
always an inclination tovertue, Ihd an^b- 
horrition to fin; they are only faulty as they 
are abufed : Tdke away the fillet where- 
with their eyes are blinded, and that will 
fuffice to redrefs their motions, andcor- 
tc£t their errors. Sin hath not been ablcfo 
far to difhonor nature, but that flie hath al- 
ways kept the grounds of herincliriationS; 
flie always loves what is good, and hatetll 
evil eternally *, flie purfues glory and fliuns 
infamy *, flie wiflieth pleafure, and fears 
pain ; all her motions are as natural as in- 1 
nocent. The divel,who very Well fees this 
diforder is pernitioiis to his defigncs •, and 
that this imprefsion, which is let on by the 
hand of God,cannot be defaced, changctli 
our Pafsions ; and not being able to corrupt 
them, he endeavoreth to abufethem*, he 
propounds unto them appearing good, for 
what is real •, he dilguilcth fin , and puts 
upon it the cloak of Vertuc. And as thus 
hoodwinkt, they cannot difoern falfliood 
from truth, they confound evil With good, 
and by a deplorable misfowUne , they love 
What they ought to hate j and hate what 
they ought to love. Their cure confiftsin 
^ difabufing 
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difabufing them ^ for how firmly fbcvel* 
they be tyed to thcfe difguifed objects, they 
willflie from them as foon as they (hall be 
made to know, what is beautiful, and what 
is il-favorcd ; and following their firft in- 
clinations, they will abhor their blindnefs, 
and will forgo the appearing good to em- 
brace the true one. Wc ought to comfort^ 
our fclvcs in our misfortune , fince that the 
nature of Pallions is not altogether 
changed ; that fince the dilbbedience of 
our forefathers, andthe hatred of his enemyi 
they retain notwithftanding fbme purity; 
and that in all their diforder, there is more 
of error, then of malice. 

If in fine, we confidcr them in their ex- 
tream violence, and in the condition where- 
. in they throw about fo much fmoke and 
, flame, as they darken Realbn , and force 
• her to give over the government of them^ 
^'tis hard to make good ufe of them ; for 
they feem to have changed condition, as 
, having fided with fin, they deferve to carry 
her name, and rather to be termed troubles 
jj, and commotions then Paffions. They are 
foinfolent, astheydefpife allcdunffl ; in- 
■ ftced of taking law from the underftanding, 
they will give it; and of natural fubjedfs, 
become infupportable Tyrants. When the. 

I niifcKicf 
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mifchief is riien to this height , 'tis ycr^ 
hard to remedy it j and one may be f^d to 
have made all defperate , through too long 
cKpeditlon i for Paflions will liften no 
longer, and Realon is fo troubled, as (he 
can preferibe them further rules 5 the waves 
rift up even unto Heaven : that part of rnan 
which ought always to be at quiet, is in- 
gaged in the ftorm, and had need of others 
help to appeaft the troubles (he is agitated 
withal. Truly I do not believe, any Philo- 
(bpher dare undertake to cure a man in this 
phrcnfic \ remedies will make his malady 
theworft: There is nothing but time that 
can leffen it ^ and it to be wiflit for, that 
this torrent may finde room enough where- 
in to extend in waters , and to di(fipate the 
fury thereof. But when this tempeft is ap- 
peaftd, when the Pafsions are a little calm- 
ed, and when Rcafon hath gotten a little 
light and ftrength , the evilne/s of his con- 
dvLionmuft be laid before him; bemftbe 
made blufh for his offence, and theft (lavilh 
rebels muft be roundly chid •, but above all, 
he muil humble himfelf before God, in- 
/ich hMiftlf by his Ioffes , and become 
wift at his coft. He ought alfo to look, by 
what part the enemy hath cnired ; what 
cunning he hath uftd to cxcrcift ftdition>

and debauch his (ubjeds 5 thus we /hall be 
bettered by our greateft misfortunes ; Wc 
fliall learn by experience 3^ that florins may 
bring into the Haven 5 and that if there be 
fomc Waves that drown men, there arc 
fome which throw them upon the bank : 
But as there is no Saylor, who will ran this 
hazard, to oblicge the Heavens to do a 
miracle in his behalf no man ought to ex* 
pofe himfelf to this difbrder , that he may 
reap profit^ thereby •, and it is better to 
want an unceitain good, then to buy it by 
an afllired lofs. 

In confideration of thefc truths, we may 
! affirm our condition is not fo deplorable 
asthofe imagine it to be, who will excufe 
their fin upon their mifery : Since our good 
fortune i^ in our own power, and that we 
j fail upon a Sea, the calm or teiripeft where- 
c of depends upon our will ^ we may fhim 
j the Rocks the Sea hides, alTvvage the fury 
b of the winds which make it go high, bring 
low the waves which it raifeth, and make a 
: calmfucceedaflorm ; or by a more lucky 
] application,we may make thofe Rocks hide 
' their heads, thofe Seas to bear our VefTels, 
and thofe winds to conduct them. But to 
leave this figurative maner of fpcech. Ictus 
fay, there are no Objeds which we may not 

1 1 fet 
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fee at naught, no opinions which we may 
not correa, nor no Pafsions which we may . 
not overcome. Thus our fortune is at our 
own difpofal , the viftory depends upon ^ 
our own weapons , our good fortune is 
faftened to our defire, and a little courage 
oncly requifite to compais all thele goods.

jVhdt m tunes a man mufl ttfe t$ woderAtehis 
PAfsions. 


A Mongft many other means , which 
Reafon may make ule of to govern 
our Palfions, the moft ordinary 
feemtobethofe, which (he hath learnt 
from hunting, where men make ule ot 
beafts already tamed to take wild ones ; and 
where to Iport themfelyes , they ule the 
courage of dogs, againft the rage of 
wolves. So m^ it ftem to be lawful to 
imploy fuch Paffions, as are moft fubmifs, 
againft thole which are moft rebellious, and 
to make ufeof our reconciled enemies , to 
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vanquifti thofe which yet war againft us. 

Men oppofe joy to Ibrrow, fiirprcfs fear by 
hope, moderate delights by the pain which 
enfues thereupon. Sometims alfo men 
confider fuch Paflions as produce others. 

To drayn Rivers , men endeavour to dry up 
the fpring-heads from whence they derive 5 
and to oeftrby caules that they may ruine 
their effedfs. Who ccafeth to hope cea~ Defines time* 
Teth to fear 5 who bounds h’s defires, 
bounds his hopes , and who covets not necSfloTa 
riches , will not be dilquieted , nor have 
any fears for them. Sometimes alfo a man 
may fet upon that particular Pallion which 
bears moft (way with him , that he may 
vanquilh thofe that fight under the others 
colours , and the vlftory is had by 
t one blow 5 by the Generals death the ' 
i whole army is defeated. But though all 
» theft be fpecious means , and that they 
)i promife unto us, either a found peace or a 
'• long truce, yet are they deceivers . and 
1( make us undertake thmgs either unjuft, 

; impolfiblc, or dangerous. For there is dan- 
6 ger in fortifying one enemy to deftroy ano- 
* ther, and there is no great affurance in fur- 
; nifhing a Paifion with weapons, which may 
V as well make uft of them to oppoft Reafon, 

. as in her behalf. ’Tis unjuft to oppoft the 
I 5 one 
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one againftthe other , fince they ^htto 
Cum jffeaus ^ intelligence together . Foi though a

they may well be moderated, not deftroy- 

cd • they proceed from the union of our 
foui . with our body •, and to take away 
their life, the like muft he done to maft who 

prQduccththem. Our Paffions are much 

^ore intimate to us then are our member ; 
amanmay cut offthefe when they are in- 
feded, he cannot cut off the others when 
they are difobedient. Alfo the great^ 
parLf thefe advifes are given us by fufpea* 
^dperfons ; thefe bad Rcafons come from 
ihcStoicks fchool, who look upon Paffions 
is enemies to our quiet, anR whoindea- 
vour not to regulate , but to annihila 
them They arc petfwaded it fares with 
hem, as with &vage <.eafts , which are 
never fo well tamed , buithat *cy 
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prefcrvcfomcwhat of their firftficrccncfs, 
and that to reduce the foul into perfeifl 
tranquility, they ought not to be allayed, 
but deftroycd. 

To refolvc thefe difficulties, we muft 
remember that Reafon is king over Paf- 
fions ; that their Government is one of 
her chief employments, and that ffie is 
bound to watch more particularly over 
thole which by their motions carry others 
along with them : For as their revolt is 
followed by an univerfal Rebellion, their 
obedience leems likewile to caufe a ge- 
i neral peace, and that they never acknow- 
s ledg Realbn, but when they reduce toge- 
ther with themlclvcs , all thofe Pafsions 
i which they had raifed up. 

I One may very well Ibmetimes oppofe 
plealure to grief, hope to fear, and incli- 
l nation to averfion ; but in this combate 
j Realbn mull take heed , left by weakening 
f one Palsion, Ihe adde too much ftrength 
unto another; and that whileft Ihe would 
^ reduce a mutineer to obedience, Ihe do not 
i augment the number of Rebels. When 
i; (he undertakes thele affairs, Ihc muft hold 
f. the Scales in her hand, and remember that 
.God (whom Ihe imitateth) doth all his 
5 Works by weight and raeafure ; and 
::: I 4 when 
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when he tempers the qualities of the 
Elements, to the end that he may agree 
them, he doth no advantage to one 
whereby another is prejudiced. Wemay 

likewife well aflail the Pafsion that 
mafters u§, and which we acknowledg 
to be the caufe of our diforders: For 
it is a Familiar which polfefleth us *, ’tis 
a Tyrant which ufeth not his power, favc 
in order to his own intereft ^ and who 
is lb much the more dangerous , as that 
he endeavors to become welcome, Rcafon 
is bound to oppugne him as a publike 
enemy, and tp imploy all her rnight, if not 
to deftroy hiip, at leaft to weaken 
him. 

I ice not notwithftanding how llie can 
with iecurity make ufc of other Paftions 
to tame him*, for they are too neer allyed 
unto him, to fet upon him *, and when 
men (ball think to make u(c of them to 
his deftrudion , he will have dexterity 
enough to make them (erve, for his own 
prefervation* 

But not to leave lb dangerous an evil 
without a remedy, I (hould thii^ it good 
to cut pff the objedls which nourilh it, and 
to get the upper hand of an enemy , by 
ft?rvinghim, whpiu we could rio^ pver* 
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The UfeofPafstofis. 

tome by force. For though our Pafiions 
are born with us 5 that they b9rrovv their 
ftrength from our conftitution 5 and that 
thofe which are the moft natural, arc 
hardeft to overcome 5 yet they draw their 
nouriihment from exterior things ; , and if 
they be not entertained by Objeds, they 
cither die or pine away. 

Ambition doth not greatly torment us 
in folitude; and when fhe lees not the 
greatnefs of Towns , the pride of Build- 
ings, the pomp of Triumphs, flie forgets 
the memory of glory ^andthis fire not having 
s wherewithal longer to nourifli it , con- 
I fiimes and goes out of it felf : Grief and 
fadnefs are ftrengthened in darknefs^ her 
c obfeure Chambers hung with mourning, 
j confpire withhertoafflidus. 

,t Men who make ufe thereof, foem to be 
ff afraid to forget their forrow ; and that 
5 they would have all things they call their 
:j eye upon , to call to mindc their lofs : If 
ii we put thele fadObjedsfarffomus, Na- 
ture will grow weary of weeping ; and 
li though fhe be irregular , by reafon of 
i fin, file will folace her felf when fhe 
c fliall fee Nothing which entertains her 
diflike.

'that *Tafsions are the Seeds of V ev 
tue* 

i^Ince moft men confidet but the 
appearances of things, wc' 
muft not wonder if the Stoicks 
have had fo many admirers 5 
and if their proud maximes 
have been received with fo much approba- 
tion and applaufe : For nothing of more 
noble or generous can be imagined, then is 
their Phiiofophy, as it appears to be. She 
promifeth to change men into Angels, to 
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laifc them above a mortal condition , and . 
toputftorms and thunder under their feet. 
She boafts to cure them of all their evils, 
and to free them from thofe vexatious dif- 
orders, which molcft the fouls tranquility : 
all thofe fairpromifes have brought forth 
none cffe<frs, and thefe proud billows, after 
having made luch noyfe , are turned to 
fomc. Certainly we ow thanks to Pro- 
vidence, which hath rendered their endea- 
vors vain 5 For if they had made good their 
words, they had deprived us of all thofe 
ayds which nature hath endowed us withal, 
to make us vertuous-,and the inferior part of 
nofl^'^tus remained without, cither exer- 

animorum'"* cifCjOr mcrit^forthePafsions are the motions 
iunt,!*titia thereof, they carry her whether lliemindeth 
“SiSS’togo, and without loofening her from her 
contraftio, body, they joyn her to the Obje<frs wliich 
m * ro*reffio* looks after , or keep her aloof from 
DiffuXns” thofe Ihe defires to fliun. Joy is her bloom-

happy, make her unprofitable and unable. 
I know no rational man that would pur- 
chafe felicity at fo deer a rate, and I know 
no true man that would promife it upon Co 
hard a condition : For if happinefs confift 
inadion, and if to be content, amanmuft 
taftc the good which he pofleiTeth there is 
none but will avow , That Pafsions arc 
necelTary to our foul, and that joymuft 
perfea the felicity which defire hath 
begun. 

Thofe who fide with the Stoicks, will tell 
, usperadventurc. That theft Philolbphers 
condemn not fuch defircs as arift from the 
love ofvertue, nor the joy that accom- 
i panics the fruition thereof 5 but that they 
I blame onely thofe irregular wiflics , that 
; we make eveiy day for riches and honor ; 
i and that conf^ucntly they blame the vain 
I contentment which their accomplilhmenc 
: brings us. 

This anfwer weakens their Maximes, and 
[ confirms ours 5 for it admitteth ofPaftions, 

[ and onely forbids their excefs ; It admits 
of dcfircs and hopes, and onely rejc<2s their 
) dilbrdciy and to end all in few words It 
j hcaleth the ftialady of our affedions, and 
; doth not deftroy their nature. But the Stoicks 

were 
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were not fo luft, and their PhiloMy had_ : , 

in it fo much of feverity , and fo little ot i , 
reafon, as it would have a man feekout . 
vertuc, without wiihing for it, poflelsit 
without rclilhing it , and that being as 
happy as God himlclfi he fliould be voyd 
of dcfire, hope or joy. In brief, it had 
vowed the death of our Pafsions, and yet 
this proud Seft did not confider, that in i • 
deftroyingthera, they cauftd the death of i 
aliycrtues ^ for they arc the feeds thereof, i 
and by taking a little pain in trimming and 1 
pmning of them , they may be made ad- i

Thohgh man be not born vertuous, and 
that an which tcachnhhim to become fo 
juamerudias, difficult as. it is glofious ^ hcleemetn 
So?;;,- notwithflanding toknow before he leameth 
tuseft,senec. that his underftanding hath the princi 


pals of truth , and his will the feeds of 
Vertue. That asfciencc (according to the 
Platonicksj is but a remembrance, m ean- 
ing to minde •, her good habits, are but na- 
tural inclinations.

what difference is there between fbrrow 
and repentance s Save onely, that the one 
is the meer workmanfhip of nature , and 
the other the production of Grace ^ but 
1 both of them are afflicted with evil , and 
; they oft times mingle their tears to bewail 
the fame fin. 

j In fine. There are no Paflions which may 

) not become Vertues 5 and as they have in- 
j clinations to what is good , and averfions 
: from what is evil, they need but a little 
c Government to make them change Condi- 
£ tions. 

K The good Application of a mans love, is 

J. uimcicnt to make all his Paffions Innocent ^ 
i and without taking fb much pain to love a- 
£ right, is onely requifite to make us happy in 
; this world. 

c Since Vertue (faith Sz. jiugajline) is the 
5 habit of a well governed minde : We are 
' but to moderate our affeChons , that they 
r may be changed into Veitues ; For when 
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our hatred, and our love, which are the 
fpring-heads of all other Pafsions -fliallbc 
•wifely, modeftlv, ftrongly, and juftly 
guided, they will become rare Vertues, 
and will be converted into wifdom, temper- 
ance, fortitude, and juftice. Is it not then a 
barbarous thing, to go about toftrangle 
Pafsions, which .have (uch affinity with 
Vertue , and which without much labor 
may be railed to fo noble a Condition f Is 
it not ingratitude to miftake the advant- 
a^^es, whidi wc have received from Na- 
ture • and is it not injuftice to give infamous 
names to thefc innocent Subjeds, which 
being well managed by Reafon, might 
merit fuch glorious T itlcs < 

’Tis then an indubitable maxime amonglt 
the Philolophers, That Pafions are the 
feed of Vertues , and that they have no 
more noble imployment,then to arm them- 
fclvcs in their behalf, to fight their quarrels, 
and to revenge them of their enemies. As, 
mothers are never more couragious, then in 
the defence of their children •, the affc^ions 
of our foul are never more vigorous, ^hen 
when they defend their produfts 3gainft 
Vices. This praife puzzels the brains ofall 
the Stoicks. And Seneca could not endure 
that Vertues Army fhould becompofed of 
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The Ufe of Pafsiom, 

IbuldierS'thac could mutiny ; tit wiling 
have ITS i^loyPafiidns in herfovice, be- 
feaufc^fonic fevt havt been ftiuhtj which 
have'injured her authority. Certainly if 
all PHnets were fq obdurate Jfi'is this P)b//<ir 
fifher^they would finde few fouldicrs, an^ 
they ihilft cafliier'allthcir ■ trobpi,' bccaufe 
formerly they ha'^e found :^me of theni

ftity, and kept both maids and married wo- 
men within their duty, when avarice and 
wantonneft hath endeavoured to corrupt 
them i how oft hath indignation encoura- 
ged judges againft the ^ilty, who were 
made iniwent in their mifdcmcanor, by the 
protcdiionof great ones i 

Let the Stoicks then confefs, that vertucs 

'^d'^uvendaeft Welfare to Palfions j and let them 

fe comenia! ’ not tell US any more that they arc too gene- 
seneca iib. i. to’implote aide from their flaves. But 

de ira,cap:9. thcmjthey are too full of acknow- 

ledgment , to delpifc fuch faithful friends 5 
andthat they will never make a difficulty in 
accepting them for their allies, whenever 
they will affail the common enemy, vice. 

I had rather follow Jrijietles opinion then 
Seruea's, and rather govern Paflions then 
deftroy them. This man out of an ex- 
ceifive pride will not have vertuetoftand 
in need of any thing 5 and that the wiftman | 
who is thereof pofleft, may be happy, | 
even contrary to the will, of God bimfclf 5 ; 
he will have his happinefs to be fo firmly 

grounded 
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grounded , that the heavens cannot over- 
turn it ^ and to judg by his words, it fccms 
that inlblency and impiety arc the firft rc- 
quifitc difpoutions for the acquiring of Wif- 
domc ♦, the other on the Contrary acknow- 
ledgeth his wcaknefs , ufcth fuch help aS . 

; nature hath afforded him ^ and knowing 
very well that he is compoftd of a foul and 
body,he endeavoureth to imploy them both 
i! in the cxcrcife of vertue. He confcfTcth Tra neceffatia 
! we cannot undertake any thing of generous, liu 

unlefs chafed by cholcr , and that we faint e x^nari po: 
t and droop when we are not irritated. 

£ But as he very well knows likewife that this mum

were to flatter Pafsions, and deceive 
^ 1 men, ,, if. after having fliewed the good 
they are capable of doing, we fliould not 
{hew the evil fhey can do ^ and our draught 
would be partial , if having drawn their 
perfccliohs we fliould not likewift let forth 
their defaults. But tha:t we may not be 
miftaken in fo important a fub)e«ft , and 
whereupon our happinefs feemeth to de- 
pend, we mufl: know that Patsions arenci- 
: ther.good nor bid ; and that, (to Ipeak pro- 
perly )thefe two qualities are onely found 
in the fuperior power which governs them. 
As that is only flee, it is only good or evil, 
and as it is the original of merit , it is alfo 
the fpring-hcad either of wickednefs or 
goodnefs. But as the Sun fpreads forth his 
light in the world, and enlightens folid bo- 
dies, though it peiietrate them not. ; So 

doth 
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doth the will d'ilpence abroad wiclcednefs 
andgoodnels, ahtongfl: the Paffions vand 
though flie do not c6mniuoicatc them Lily 
unto them , yet givcth fhethem a fligjit 
tin(aure thercdf ; ;which is fiifficient to 
make them eith^i innocent or criminal. 

For If we examine the qualities that they 
have rei^fived from nature, andif^ we con- 
lidcr them in that eftate which pleads the 
ufeof the will, W^iuuftackhowledg that 
they are as well the Leds of vice as of ver^ 
tiie ^ and that thdfe two eoritraries are fq 
cqnfuilcdinthem, as they are hardly to be Animaaf- 
difc.cmed. They ha\'e an inclination td fcausomni- 
good and thus they hold with vertue : 

They are eafily feduced, foon moved, ‘ and,' 
thus they rcfemblc vice. For we are np\v P”’’ 
no longer in th^ happy eftate ofinnocency^ 
where the Paffions expeded their ordci'^'a-Aiignft. hi 
only from Reafon, ’ and where they never 
railed themfclves, till they had obtained; 
leave 5 they are become dilloyal, and ripf 
longer acknowledging the vpyce, of theid 
foyeraign 5 they obey that firlt that coin^*, 
mandsthem, a;hd take part as'lodh with a' 
tyrant as with theii: Icgitjmatc Prince. . This^ 
errpr whereinto they often fall, dbliegeth' 
us ro.cPnfel? , that they Sre hot'inuch lefs 
incKiiablc to vice, then to vertuc •, and, that 
K3 if 
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if we may hope for great advantages by 
them, we ought alfo to fear notable mil- 
chiefs from them. For the fame de^rcs 
which raife us up to Heaven, faftenusto 
the earth •, that which nature hath given us 
to fet us at liberty , calls us in pi ilbn , and 
claps boults* upon us. The fame hope 
which flatters us, abufeth us •, and that 
yvhich ought to l\veetcn our pall misfor- 
tunes, procureth us new ones 5 the lame | 
choler which bringeth the couragious to 
the combate , animates the faint-hearte 4 
to revenge , and what is generous in war, 
becomes cruel in peace. 

In fine, Palfions arc not farther dillant ■ 
from vices, then they are from vertues, as in | 
the confufion of theChaos fire was mingled : 
wdthwater^ lois evil mingled with good, ij 
in the alfedions of the Ibul ^ and fron^ I 
^hofe fatal mines , iron is as well drawn | 
put, as gold ^ man ought therefore to keep | 
himlclfalwaiesuponhisguard, and know- 
ing that he carryeth about in his bo^dme, | 
both life and death ; it ' behoveth him to be 
as circumlpcdl in hii comportrnents, as J 
thole who handle poyfon , or who w^ 
upon the edge of a precipice, 1 

But that which makes the danger the 1 
greater, is 5 that when tliefe unruly Palfions, 

have i 
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have brought forth a vice, they put them* 
fclves in arms to defend it, and lerve it with 
more courage, then do the innocent Palfi- 
ons obey vertue. They are fervants which 
are more crael then are their mailers 5 
officers which are more furious then the 
tyrants that fet them on work j and they ' 
commit more of outrage upon vertue, then 
doth vice it felf. All wars are occafioned 
by thele inlolent alledlions , and he who 
(hall banilh love and hatred from off the 
earth j will finde neither mu rther, nor 
adultery there. They fiimilh the fubjedl 
of all Tragedies 5 and though menacculc 
Poets of fictions , they have committed 
more errors then the others have invented. 

But they are never more prejudicial then 
when they meet in the perfonof a Prince, 
and when they abufe foveraign power , to 
cxcrcife their fury *, for then whole States 
groan under their tyranny, the people are 
oppreft by their violence, and all parts con- 
fer that neither the plague northefword 
are fo pernicious, as are Paffions when they 
have got the lupream power. 

An unlawful love put all Greece in Arms^ 
and the flames thereof reduced thegoodli- 
eft citie of all Afia to Alhes. Jealouly be- 
tween Opr and Pompej , was the lols of

Now as morality is an imitation of na- ■ 
tare , her chirfc care ought to be iihploycd i 
in obf^ing the proprieties of our palTions, ■ 
ahd in converting them into vertues which , 
arc not contrary unto them ; for he that 
would go about to change Choler into \ c 
mildnels, or fear into gcneroufhcls, would I: 
endeavour an impoffibillity , and would t 
have ill fiiccefs in all his labors: but that b 
his defignes may fiicceed well, he muft v 
(ftdy the nature of every palfion , and hfc 
all his means to turn each paflion into luch j I 
aVertucas it hath leaft averfionunto : and | f

^niort,' that in the op'pofition which nature jc 
hath placed between vice'andvertue , they jc<

courageous. 

Therefore doe Philofbphers agree, that 
of the two extreams which do environ 
vertue, one of themisalwaies more favor- 
able unto her ; and a little care being had 
will eafily take her part, and defend her 
intereft. 

Following the lame maxlme , we muft 
confels that there are Ibmepaflions which 
have more of affinity with Ibme venues, 
then with Ibme others, and which by the 
help of morali^ , may eafily become 

That fear which forefees dangers, which 
laboreth how tofhunthem, which looks tnamus,hoc ' 
far into what is to come , that it may finde 
a remedy, may eafily be changed into wif- inanhermem- 
dom , provided the diftrailion which ac- 
companicth it, and which doth mol^M“,ybii». 
commonly abufe us in our deliberations, 
be taken away. That hope which makes us 
taftc a good which we do not yet enjoy, 
which comforteth us in our misfortunes, 
and which through our prefent Evils Ihc ws 
us a future happinefs, may eafily be con- 
verted into that vertue which we call afliir- 
ance. That Choler which punifiieth 
faults, and arms usco revenge our friends 

injuries. 
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injuries ,- differs not ^£^r • from fuftkc ; fof 
provided it be not too violent , atV^ that the 
felhntei'efts thereof iedve it light'^endugh to 
guide it (elf, itvViU wage war alkhe 
Wicked ; and take all: that are inriOtehtinto 
its protection. ' 

That boldnels , which encOuiiigeth us 
to the combate, which gives affurance in 
d anget, 'and which' niakcs us p^fet aglori- 
ous death before a flhameful retreat , will' 
become exact valoi*^, 'if we-luppfefi its in-’ 
clination to fury and if we mingle a 
little light with the too riiuCh hcit thereof. 
Love and hatred , deffre and efehewing-, 
are rather Vemres then Paflions, When 
governed by ReafOn. Provided they love* 
nothing but what is^ Idyely i and hate no-' 
thing but what 'is hatelul-, they- deferve • 
praife rather then te^Oach. ! 

Sadnefs and '’defpaire , Jealoufy and- 
envy-, ate indeed more cried down ; they - 
leemtdbe enemies to our quiet, that the- 
heavens have made them minifters of- 
their JufKee , and that they fiVpply the 
places' c^' thofe- itVehgcful Firrieswhich- 
^ts feign to puniih the faulty . ' Yet may 
they be ufeful to Reafbn if well managed j ' 
and under thofe hideous faces wherein they ; 
appear , they hid e good meaning^ which - 
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arc of ufe to vertue. A good emulation 
may be framed out of a well-regulated En- 
vy. Difcreet zeal may be fhapened out of 
moderated Jealoufie j without which nei- 
ther prophane nor yet facred love under- 
takes any thing of generous. Sorrow hath 
fo many praifes given her in the holy Scrip- 
ture, as it is eafie to judg, that if fliebe 
not amongft the number of the vertues, 

Ihe may be advantageouflymade ufeof to 
their fcrvice.She loolcn s us from the e^th ; Meiior eft

them. Icaloufic is only hateful , becaulc it 
hath in it too much of love - yet this fault 
is pardonable when not accompanied with 
fufpition , and if the beloved cannot cure 
it , they are bound to indure it. But to put 
an end tothis difeourfe virith Saint Augufim-^ 
Chriftians make good ufc of their Pafsions, 
if they imploy them for the glory of ^efus 
Chriji, and for the lalvation of their own 
fouls. Their fears correfpond with Reafon 
when they confider Gods judgments, and 
thepuniflimentof the damnea •, Their dc- 
firc is )u(t when they aym at the happinefs 
of the blclfed. Their ibrrow is harmlefc 
when they afflift themiclves for all the evils 
which our firft father hath left us to inhe- 
rit; and when oppreft with grief, they figh 
after the liberty of the children of God. 
Their joy is a holy joy when theyexpeft 
the fruition of the good which is prepared 
tor them, and when by a firm hope they 
already tafte the effeds of their maftcK 
promifes. Briefly, if they fear unbelief , if 
they defire perfcverance , if they forrow 
for their evil adfions , and rejoyce when 
they do well , they turn all their Palfions, 
into holy and glorious venues.

Th/tt the government of Pafsions is vertuts 
chief implojment. 

M An is brought into fb happy a con- 
dition by fin, as his very advanta- 
ges reproach his mifery unto him, 
and he is made to know his faultinefs by 
what is moft excellent in him. ”1 hofe no- 
ble qualities which beautifichis foul , and 
which reftore unto him the glory which he 
had loft, have but unpleafing imployments, 
and are engaged in combats, which though 
they be difficult, ccafcnotto be ftiameful. 
for mans moft illuftrious vertues, have no 
other imployment then to make war upon 
vice , and the neceffity he hath to make 
ulc thereof is one of the chiefeft proofs 
of the irregularity of his nature. Prudence 
which ferves him for a guide, advertifeih 
himthathe walkethin darknefs, and that 
he is in an enemies country. Poniiudc 
teacheth him that he ought to fight, and that 
L 3 
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in all the courfcof hislifchctaftcs noplca- 
fure which is not mingled with pain j tem- 
perance gives him to underftand, that his 
conftitution is out of order , and that he 
hath delights which flatter him only , that 

they may deftroy him. 

Laftly, juftice obliegeth him to believe, 
that not anything which he pofleffeth U 
his, and that having a Ibveraign who hath 
given him all thatheenjoycth, he is only 
the fteward to diftribute tliem. Thcfe ver- 
mes do what they fay, their implcymcnts 
anfwer their counfels 5 they aft not, w th- 
out going about to ftifle feme diforder, an 4 
to overcome Ibme vitious inclinations. Pru- 
dence choofeth the arms and the enemy ; 
temperance rejcftspleafure ^ Forutude lets 
upon Ibrrow ; juftice fits prefident in all 
thefe combats •,lhe takes care that the con- 
queror be not inlblent in his viftory 5 that 
the foul take not fuch advantage over the 
body,that in thinking to tame it , it deftroy 
it, and that vvhileft it would revenge it 
fclf of- a difobedicnt vaflal, it lofc not a 
faithful friend. So as we muft conclude, 
that the exercife of vertue, is a continual 
warfare againft vice. And that theft glo- 
rious qualities , have no more noble im- 
ploymcnt theh to charge upon monfters. 
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and fight with infamous enemies.

Now 
amongft a thoufand different imployments 
which the vertues have here below , one of 
the moft advantageous is the government 
of Paflions.For it feemsnature hath deftined 

them to tame thefe favage fubjeefs, andfo 1 
reduce them under the Empire ofreafon. 
Some havq dextc rity to win them , others 
ftrength to beathem down-, fome ufe threats I 
to aftonifh them , others promifes to allure i' 
them, andtall of them together ufe' fcveral. j 
means to arrive at thefame end. 

Prudence never comes to handy-blows, 
but as (he is the Queen of moral Vertues , | 

flie contents her felf with giving ordere ,• | 

with providing for our fouls peace, with ! 
ftifling feditions in their birth, and with | 
fupprefsing unruly motions which threaten ; 

her with an inteftine war. It the match be 
already made, (he endeavors to break it by 
her dexterity, and not medling in the fight, t 
fhe oppofeth to every Paffion that Vertue ^ 
which is contrary to it , flie fends fuccours 
to the weakeft places, orto fiich as are moft 
- briefly 
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i briefly aflaikd. She forefccs the evils that 
are to come , or iflhe think Ibmctimcs 
that the rebels are capabk of Reafon, flie 
I exhorts them to obedience 5 and to reduce 
k them to their duty , flie layes befom them 
V their own interefts *, flie makes them know, 

3 that all the pleafures which they feck after , 
are fatal to them , and that all the evils 
r which they fo fear, are honorable. Tem- 
a perance is a little more expoftd to danger*, 

»it for flic is oblieged to come to handy blows, 
lit and t6 defend her fclf againft her enemies , 
te which are fo much the more dangerous as 
X they are more the more pleafing» 

K , fhe refifteth all thofc Palllons which flatter 
ai our fences , and which propound nothing 
unto our mindes, but voluptiioufnefs and 
delights', file regulates dcfircs and hopes, 

^ fhe moderates love and joy , and as oft as 
s, any motions rife up with us , which pro- 
iii mife imtp us unlawful pleafures,fhc furnifh- 
i cth ITS with weapons to overcome them • 
jai when flie thinks herfelfnot ftrong enough 
^st to vanquifh them , file cals in Penance and 
jji auftcriytoheraidc; and with thefc fevere 
^ vettues fhe defcates thefc difTolute enemies: 

[jj' Portitude takes care to govern the moft vi- 
^ olent Paffions, tafet upon fear, forro w,dc f- 
pair, and hatred*, as foon as any danger 
I ■ troubles 
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troubles the peace of our foul, or that any j 
angerfome oojeft which doth aftoniih us , 1 , 
prcTencs it fclf, this Heroick Vertuc im- 
ployes al her courage to enhea tten^d by a 
noble piece of art , foe mak6 ufe of choler 
and boldnels to overcome forr owand de* 
fpair.Ifthefo courageousPafoonsare not pu* 
Ul^ enough to purchafo an alTurcd peace, 
foe puts us iJi minde of honor , foe chargeth 
conftancyand fidelity to make our duties 
known unto us ana to encourage us by 
recompences which are ordained for the 
honor of glorious and difficult a&ions. 
Juftice enters not the lifts , but foe weigh- 
etbthe right of all parties, foeprepareth 
crowns for the conquerors, foe keeps the 
conquered from being opprefted , and foe 
dofo fo well moderate the vi^ory, as that 
foe is neither cruel nor infolent ; foe keeps 
Keafon in authority, IhcobliegethPafsion j 
to acknowledgitfor their foveraign ^ foe | 
makes the body fubjed to the foul , with- 
out inflaving it; and foe fobmits the foul 
to God, without takii^ from it its liber- 
ty. This Vertue being juft, is an enemy 
to all diforders , and whileft foe rules in 
chief in man , one may fay, he hath no 
Pafsions butfochas areconfonant to Rea- 
fon;but when foe is banifot, peace and tran- 
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' quility Wtirc with het ^ during her abfence 
1 man is like a State without policy , where 
' Rebels aic permitted to do what tb w lift , 

I where vice is honored and vertue defthed, 

^ and where every pne, without advifing 
* with his duty > eonfiders oncly his own

? and who poffeffeth her, may boaft to pol- 

iefs them all j it may be ’tis out of this rea- 
fon that a Philofophcr bathafTtitned, that 
every Venue was a particular Jufticc, ^d 
« that Jufticc was a general Venue, which 
of it fejf was fufficicnc to fight againft all 
^ Vice , and to regulate all Pafsions, 

^ But as the mmtitude of (buld'crs can- 

II not be hartneful when there is no confiifion 
si therein ^ the like of venues cannot be pre- 

judicial, when difordcr is banilht. And 
^ though thole that our Saviour chriji hath 
taught us, arcofamuchmorcfublimecon- 
^ dition then arc the moral venues 5 they 
#1 confpiit altogether for our felicity. Wc 
Sc ought therefore imploy them in wr af- 
? fkircs ) 2nd one slonc is not lufficicnt 
to rule a PaiTion , we rauft borrow ayde 
ist from the reft 5 and augment our forces 
i|f todvercomc our enemies. When tempe- 
s rance cannot regulate our unjuft defircs 5 we 
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may call modefty , and humility , into our 
affiftancc, who will perfwade us that the 
glory of the world is not due to us, if wc 
be criminal 5 and that it is not worthy of 
us if we be innocent 5 when fortitude can- 
not overcome fear, or defpaire, we arc 
permitted to have rccourfc unto hppe , to 
liften unto her proraifes, and to incourage 
our fclves to victory by calling to minde 
the rewards which Ihc propoundeth unto 
us ^ when hatred and envy gnaw our heans 
and when to revenge our ftl ves of an injury 
they advife us to make ufe of fword and 
poyfon , ’Tis fit that jufticc implore the 
afliftance of charity ; and that to ftop the 
impetuofity of thefe two hcad-ftrong Pafli- 
ons,fhc joyn divine maximes with humane ; 
Thus nature (baking hands with grace to 
deftroy fin , man will become vi(ii:orious 5 
the motions of his foul being regulated by 
vertue, he will enjoy perfedf peace, and he 
will tafte plcafures , which (hall not come 
muchihort of thofc which our firft father 
K^dam tafted in the ftatc of innoccncy.

SOt without reafon did that 
great king, who knew fb well

Pietiy, Poetry, and Prowefe, 
compare the neart of man to 
the Depths; for they are fo profound , as 
nothing can-fill them, and the heart of man byffJJS. 
is fo vaft in its defires , as it is not to bt; Sa- 
tisfied with whole kingdomes^ The 
depths are the depofitarics of the Tiea- 

fiires 
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fores of nature *, and God, to cxcrcifcour 
induftry , or to punifh our avarice , hath 
hid riches in the bowels of the earth. So 
hkewifo are ail the goods of miuifout up 
within his heart ^ that pait which hath 
the advantage of forming thoughts , hath 
the care to preferve them ; and 'tis from 
thenecthatwe do borrow them, cither to 
perlwade, or move our Auditors. But as . 
the depths arc obfourc places which arc not ; 

lightned by the light of the Sun, and where 
horror and night foem to fojourn, or to 
have made their aboad, fo is the heart of 
man invironed withdarknels, which is not 
to be difllpatcd, and whatfoever it concei- 
veth is fb hidden, as we can guefs thereat 
but by weak conjeAures. For words are 
notalwaies faithful reprefentations of the 
hearts conceptions 5 ’tis God alone who 
bath the priviledg of knowfog them^ 
Humane wifHomef which vaunts iltfclf to 
fisefar into what is to come) is ma4n troub- ’ 

kd to difooverthe intentions thescof *, and 
the greateft work a ftatesman can undertake, 
is, when by his dexterity he endeavors to 
cxp6und a difTembling heart , and there to 
obfervcfuch thonghts as arc endeavoured 
to be. k^t concealed.

Fame is fickle , enemies are lyars , friends 
, flatterers , and thofe o^he houfchold arc 
^ interrelTcd, Yet of ^araany people as a- 
a coft great ones, the teftimony of their 
domefticks is leaftlufpitious^ and as they 
^ are by their conditions bound to ftudy their 
maflers humor , they arc better acquainted 
vvith their inclinations ; their enemies 
^ know only their weaknels ^ the hatred 
® wherewith they are blinded, will not fiiffer 
' “ thein to fee their vermes ; and their judg- 
ments, as being pafllonate, aiefofthemofi: 
part unjuft ^ their friends fee only what is 
good in them , and their love makes them 
take faults for perfedlions. Their dome- 
^ flicks are better informed then the reft , be- 
j caufe they know their inclinations j and 
•“J reade in thofe faithful glafles , the feefeteft 
I motions of theif hearts ; for when Princes 
appeat in publique , they fliidy their court- 
tenance ; they fcbnf eal their thoughts^

reputation they put hereupon •, that fa- 
thers wifli it to their children, that children 
defire it from theh fathers •, that thofe who 
profefs piety ,offcr thereof to God, andap- . 
peafe his anger by prefents , That poverty 

is infamous 5 that it is the contempt of ricti 

men, 
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men, and the puniftiment of the poor. In 
fine, this colloguing enemy , undoes all 
men by flattering them, he gains upon their 
underftanding by their affedions , he beats 
them with their own weapons,and by a dan- 
gerous piece of cunning, he imploys their 
Paftions to corrupt their wils. All men 
ought therefore to fupprefs fiich inclinati- 
ons as are lb prejudicial to us 5 andfubmit 
unruly motions to grace , which give (p 
much advantage over our libcity, to our 
moft powerful enemies. 



The fecond DiTcourfc. 


That Arts f educe men^ hy the means of Pafst- 
ons. 

% 

T Hc government of Paftions is of 
fuch importance, and lb difficult, 
as the better part of fciences leem 
only to have been invented to regulate 
them. Though the minde of man makes 
ulc of them to ferve their vanities, they in 
their firftinftitution intended only the go- 
M 3 vernment 
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vcrniTicnt of our affections ; and Philefofherf 

made uic thereof only to cure our fouls with 

delight. Mufick which doth only tickle t 
our eares ^ and wherewithal our heart is 
not affected , favconly fo far as thereby to 
let in impurity thereinto, labor’d formerly 
only to fupprefs the diforders thereof*, as it 
is an harmony compofed of different 
yoyccs , it produced harmonious cffc<fts*, 
and agreeing the difference between the 
body and the foul, it renewed their friend- 
fliip, and made them keep perfeCt intelli- 
gence together ; It calmed the fiiry of 
Pafsions , and by the pleafantnefs of its 
accords , it tamed fuch wild bcafts as dc- 4 
vourmen when they arc irritated. Inthefc f 
happy dayes mufitians were Pbilofophers’, 
this art which is become aflave to fenfual- 
ity, wasvertues fervant *, It imployed all 
fts induflry in the fervicc of Rcafon, where- 
as now it fcduceth the foul by the fences *, 
it did then rharm afleClions through the 
cars , and by pleafing tones , which vycre 
no Icfs powerful then words , it perfwaded 
to good things, and kept men within their 
duties. Thus 'tis faid that Agifttts could 
never corrupt Clitittwcfira^ till he had made ? 
him be made away, who defended her eba- 

ftitv bv the fweetnefs of his harpe, and 
i ^ who 
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who overthrew all the defigns of this un- 
chafte lover , by the Iwect accents of his , . 
voyce. Hiftory (which is more to be be- 
lieve d then fables j teacheth uSjthat a player 
upon the flute, wrought fo powerfully up- 
on the minde of Alexander , that when he Alexandrum 
founded with aloftict tone then ordinary , 

he made this conqueror bclides nimicir ^ mgmum 
and did fo encourage him to the combate, "li- 

as he would call for his arms to fet upon,;^^- 
his enemies ^ but when he play’d in a fbfter Cap.i. 
tone yK_yilexixndersi\xvf^ grew more calm, 
as if it had been but a lalfe Allarm •, he re- 
fumed his former countenance , and was 
wholly intent upon him who did inchant 
his ears *, the Holy Scripture ( the words 
whereof arc oraclesj alTiires us that 
with his harp appealed the evil fpirit in Saul-^ 
which loft his power, when the humors 
which he hadftirred up, were allayed by 
harmony. But mufick hath, now , no 
more fuch vertue s formerly did 

difpolTefle people poflelTed with evil fpirits, 
doth now give them over to the divel >, or if 
flic produce not lb bad effedls, Ihe awakens 
our Paflions , and by a ftrange, but true 
misfortune, (he increalech the malady which 
(he intended to cure. I very well know, 
that the mufick uled in churches holds in- 
M 4 tclligcnce 
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Ulligcnce with Piety, andthatbyafwcet 
violence it frees our Ibuls from our bodies^ / 
and raifeth them up to Heaven *, but truly . ^ 
1 fufpea all other forts oi mufick^ though 
fome will have them pafs for harmlefs , I 
efteem then\ dangerous or ulelefs •, and 1 
tioces quo- fhould willingly fay with Seneca^ to ■ 

mtv'.o inter fe ^ inliead of teaching us how to 
tune alutc, or to govern our voyce,thj 
ft^nent^qao- Ought to tcach US how to regulate oui 1 alii' 
r"u‘S.£rem ons that inftcad of flattering our fences , ; 

rcJJsDtium they \vould work upon our hearts , and 
lunpm fiat inftirc our fouls with the deteftation ot 

Viet, and lovcofvcituc , , , - 

inodo animus Poctry(which wc may ftilc the daugn- ^ 
c'XnS'ncc ter of imifick) did in formertimes imitate ^ 
condiu mta hcr mothcr •, and imployed all her comeli- 
^fc.ef^nt. in incouraging men to glorious enter- 

S'c prifes ; flie fung the vidories of Conque- 
rors, and bypraifing their valour, made 
their louldiers valiant ; hcr very forgeries 
were ufcfull ; the revengful furies which 
file introduced in her works , infufed fear 
into the wicked , and kept people in their ^ 
duty : the pleafing number arid cadence ol 

her verlc vyas able toftveeten thcmoftla- 
vage humours, andflieabiifedusnotwhen 
{he would pefivvade us that her Orpheus ta* 
riled lyons , made trees to walk 5 forced 
s rocks 
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rocks to liftcn unto him, and to follow him, 
fincc he produced all thcfc elFcdts in the 
heart of man , and that he baniflied from 
thence , cholcr and ftupidity. But this 
brave art never appeared more glorious 
then when it got upon the theater, and 
when infuled wfth a new fury , it reprclcn- 
ted the punifhment of the faulty , the dire- 
ful death of tyrants , and the ill luccefr of 
injufticc or impiety. For it iftfufed fear 
into Princes, itaftonifliedfubjc'ds, and by 
(ad examples taught the one refpc(5t , the 
other clemency, and to both of them, >u- 
ftice and religion. Then all comoedies 
were as fb many inftrudions ^ one looked 
upon the places where they were aited, as 
upon the academies of Philo fophers ^ and 
auditors never departed with the diflike of 
vertue. But men who corrupt the beft 
things, did at laft abufr Poetry • and did un- 
jufrly fubmit her unto their PalTions, who 
had reformed them by her advice. This 
innocent art which had always courted ver- 
tuc, is become a Have to vice - and wan- 
ton people have prophaned all her chafte 
decencies-, making them frrve uncleannefs. 
Since thefe unhappy dayes Poetry was cried 
down throughout the world , Philofophers 
who had alwayes been the Poets friends, 

' became 
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became their enemies, and imployed aU 
their credit to get them baniiht. IneneA 
they corrupted aU men , and fearing left a 
their verfes were not of power enough to 
authorize obfeoenefs , they ereded altars 
j];\cfCunto 5 and by the Inceft of their 
Gods, they cxcufed the adulteries of men. 

I am not ignorant that true religion hath re- 
formed Poetry ; that it hath done its ut- 
mofttoreftoreher to her former ufe, and 
auncient beauty: I know very well that 
our Poets are chafte in their writings 5 and 
thatcomoedics, though they be licentious, 
mount not the ftage but only to condemn 
vice 5 the very rules impoied upon them, 4 
will not fuftcr them to be obfcoene •, and by ' 
a happy ncceffity it behoves that thofe who 
infufea foul into the fccne , take part al- 
waics with vertue ; yet it unfortunately 
fals out (the which I rather attribute to the 
diforder of nature, then to the like of 
Poetiy) that chaftity appears not fo beauti- 
ful in veric, as does uncleannefs^ and that 
the obedience of the Paflfions feemsnot fo 
pleafing as their rebellion. Men betake 
themfclves more ufiially to violent affeifti- 
ons, thentofuchasareaniwerable toRea- 

fon j And as the Poets do expreis them 
with greater eloquence, their auditors liften 

unto 
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unto them with more delight. In fine, let 
what care foever will be had , comoedics 
* are only Schools of vertue for liich gallant 
men, as can dilcern between appearances 
and truth , and wito abhor vice even then 
when it comes prelcnted in vertues orna- 
ments. But if you will examine the Com- 
mon people, they will confeft that ftage- 
Poetry doth ftrangely move them , and 
that it imprints in their fouls the feelings of 
thofe perfonages which they reprefent. 

Rheterick is fomewhat more happy in 
her defigns then is Poetry ♦, and let men ob- 
jediwhatfaultthcy will to Orators, I findc 
i them more blamelefs then Poets. For as 
their chiefe end is to preferve the truth, they 
are inforced to ioiploy all their cunning to 
beat down fiich Paffions as are contrary 
thereunto ^ and in difoharging themlelves 
of their duty , they play the part of the 
Phyfitian, curing their auditors of allthcir 
maladies ^ If their choler be too much ir- 
ritated,they appeafe it ^ If their courage be 
too much fuppreft, they raife it up j they 
make love exceed hatred , Piety revenge 5 
andrepreflingone motion by another, they 
4 draw a calm from out a ftorm. This im- 
ploymcntisfofixttothe condition of Ora- 
toti,as they do therein only differ from ^hi- 

Icfofhers 
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fophci'S ^ for thefe have no other defig n 
fave onely to convince the underftanding 
they propound naked truths unto it ^ and 
knowing that it cannot behold them with- 
out reverence, they takd more care howto 
diliiover , then to adorn them. But Ora- 
tors who will work upon the foul by the 
fences , death their good rcafons in 
hanfome language , tickling the car, 
that they may touch the heart, andufing 
Tropes and figurative ipceches, to move 
affedion. They fee upon the two parts 
whereof maniscompolcd, they make ufe 
of the wcakeft to fubduc the ftrongcr 5 
and as the divel undid man by the means 
of the woman they gain Realbn by the 
means of Paflion. 

By this harmlcls cunning , they formed 
' Townes, governed common-wealths, and 
for a- long time commanded Monarchies : 
for they ftudied their inclinations, and did 
fo handfomely handle them, as it feemed 
the hearts of Princes were in the hands of 
Orators, and that Monarchy was become a 
Have to Eloqence ; they committed not- 
WMthftanding grofs faults in their govern- 
ment, and by havingtoo oft excited the mo- 
tions of the fouls inferior part , they 
overthrew the Empire of the fuperior 5 ^nd 
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could not cure the wounds which they had 
made , nor quench the flames which they 
had kindled.For thinking to flatter a Prince 
in his vanity , they made him infolent, and 
whieft they though to move him to re- 
vengethey made him cruel and fierce. They 
could not keep the mediocrity whereof 
Vertue is compofed, and defiring to raife 
uponePalfion that they might abafe ano- 
ther, they gave it fo great ftrength, as it was 
no longer in their power to afiubjeifl it 
to Reafon. This, in my opinion, is the mis- 
fortune which they run into, who, that they 
may be pleafing unto Princes, flatter fuen 
an inclination as doth Tynanizeoverthemj 
and not confide ring the evil that may enfuc 
thereon, oppofe that inclination , to all o- 
thers, and by vidorics make it infolent.fThc 
contrary way had been the better •, for fince 
the Pamon which they endeavored to raife, 
was moft violent, they Ihould have imploy- 
ed all the reft to weaken it , and have made 
them all conipire together , to bring it 
low. But becaufe eloquence is oft times in- 
terclTcd, (he negleiSs the good of her audi- 
tors , and is not troubled though her praifes 
wound their fouls , lb long as flie may ob- 
tain what (he defires. Thus did Cicere ixtzt 
with C£fer j and being defirous to fave a 
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guilty perfon whofc caufc he pleaded, he 
oppofed die pride of this conqueror to his 
revenge ^ to deftroy one Paflion which was 
prejudicial onely to one particular nian , he 
awakened that which had rruined the Re* 
publique, and oppreft the libeity of Rome, 
Wherein certainly he was to blame, and 
find againft the laws of eloq^uence, which 
was not fo much invented to perfwade 
men, as to make them Vertuous, and which 
ought not indeavor fo much to move 
affe<5hons, as to rc-cftablifli Rcalbn in her 
* Empire. Policie feems to have better inten- 
tions then Rhetorick ; for when fhe 
excites fear or hope, in man,; by pro- 
mifes or by threats , ftie endeavors the 
wellfarc of particulars,as thepublique quiet; 
ifflicfometimes puniih the faulty by dread- 
ful punilhments , tisbut in defperate evils, 
and when fliehath, to no purpofe, tryed all 
mild means ^ yet I believe fhc might handle 
Paflions better then fhe doth , and that 
without violating the refpeas which is due 
tofbvereignty, too cafic to gain the hearts 
of the fubjefts by hopes, and to reduce 
them to their duties rather by love then 
fear. This is that which we fhall confider 
in the following difeourfe , after having 
concluded in this, that all fdencesarede- 

fedivc 
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fedive in the government of Paflionsjthatto 
regulate them well, they muft implore help 
from morality , and that they muft confider 
the precepts ftie giveth us to overcome Enc* 
mics, which arc as opinionated as infolcnt. 
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Th4t Pfinces winufSH their Su^je^is either hy 
love or fear. 

A L Politicians agree, that recompence 
and puniihment arc the two Pillars 
which uphold all States*, and that, to 
the end the people may be peacefully go- 
verned, their hopes or their fears muft be 
excited by promiics or threats t, to fay truth, 
we never yet heard of anjr Republique or 
Monarchy, which from its beginning did 
not ordain honors* and chaftifements , for 
Vice and Vertue. He who feared to in- 
ftrudl Vice by forbidding it, and to teach 
t fubjefts Paricide, by punifhing it , was forc- 
cd to have rccourfe to this common remedy 
and to propofe rccompcnces , and fuffer- 

ings 
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Ings to men, thereby to awaken their hejpes 
or their fears. Experience fliewed that to 
gain their good will, their Paflions muft be 
won upon , and that the lower part of their 
fouls muft be maftcred . fo to aftubjeeft the 
higher part thereof. 

God himftlf governs the world by tliis 
harmlds peecc of cunning •, for though, be- 
ing infinitely more abfolutc then all kings , 
he may treatc with the foul without the in- 
terpofition of the fences , he rules himfelf 
according to mans condition-, and knowing 
that they are compolcd of a foul and body, 
he undertakes nothing upon the former 
but by the means of the latterj he rcnounc- 
ethhis own rights that he may adopt hira- 
felfto the weaknefs of his creatures, and not 
ufing tlic power his foveraignty affords him 
heterrifieththenl by threats, orcomforteth 
them by promiles. His bare will fiiould 
ftrve us for a law ; and the knowledg of his 
intentions obliegc us to form whatfoever 
defign : notwithftandinghe allureihus , by 
propofing a paradife unto us ; he terrifieth 
us in reprelenting us with a hell ; and as if he 
were much intereffed in our fouls health, or 
in out damnation, he imploys all his graces 
to purchafe our love , and to Hum our 


i 


hatred. 
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when he treated with the Jews as with his 
fubjeds ; when through his cxceflivc good- 
neffe he difdained not to own the qualitie 
oftheir foveraign ^ when he gave them laws 
by the mouth of CMofes, and whdn he go- 
verned them by the wifdome oi their 
Judges, who were but his iniages, he ter- 
rified them many times by his chaftife- 
ments, and ftnt plagues and famine into 
their habitations, to reduce them to obedi- 
ence by fear. He many times alfb p'romi^ 
fed them to enlarge their borders, to afiift 
them in their battelsj and to give them ad- 
vantage over their enemies, to the end chat 
folic iting their hopes by His promifeS, hd 
might by their paflions win their good 
wills. In fine, all the world confefleth, that 
Politicians, like Orators, cannot more vio- 
lently, nor yet with more fweetneiTe win 
mansconfent, then by awakening the mo- 
tions of his foul, and by dextetoufly infi- 
nuating themfclveS mto him by the hopes 
of honour, or fear of punifhment : but they 
do not agree which of thefe two paflions 
ought to be imployed to reduce him the 
more afluredly to his duty. - , inwrPnncr- 

Thofo who take part With fear, fay, that ^ 
chispafhort, being by nature tervilc,fecmsainiacia., 
to be the portio'hof fubic<ite, that this their • *• 


relation 
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relation cannot be taken from them with- 
out taking away their condition, and with- 
out reducing them into the quaiitie of chil- 
dren or friends 5 they addc, that it is in the 
power of the Soveraign to make himfelf 
be feared, not to make himfelf beloved; 
that punilhments make greater impreflion 
upon the fouls of fuch as obey,then rewards; 
that love is alwayes voluntarie, and that 
icar may be inforced ^ that contempt,which 
is the capitall enemie to Monarchie, may 
proceed as well from love as fromfamilia- 
ritie : that fear can only produce hatred, 
which injurcth more the reputation, then 
the power of Kings 5 that hnce wiidome 
will have us to chufc the leffer of two cvillsi 
we rauft refolve to lofc the love of the 
people, to preferve their refpeft, and fay 
with that ancient Author-, Let him hate me, 
provided that he fear me. They confirm 
allthefo reafons by examples, and make it 
appear, that the moft fevere Empires have 
fiourilhed the moft, that puniftiments have 
alwayes exceeded rewards, and that in the 
Emah Common- wealth, where they gave 
but an oaken garland to foeh fouldiers as 
had mounted a breach, they made them 
paffe the pikes for having gon out of their 
rank, orforfaken their Colours 5 that God 

liimfclf 
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itt himfclf Cwhofe government ought to ferve 
i^li for an example to all Princes ) gover- 
di ned his people with more leveritie, then le- 
st: nitie, that he had been conftrained to ex- 
liiffi prefle himlclf by the voyce of thunder to 
loa worke obedience to hsm, that he had not 
4 preferved his authoritie by the dfcathi.ofrc- 
w bells,' and that notwithftanding whatever 
dtl inclination he had to mercy, he was infbr- 
wk ced to have recourfe to Juftice. Briefly, 
they lay, Soveraigntie islbmewhat hatefull, 
ml thatloveand Majeftie agree not well toge- 
p ther, that one cannot rule over men and be 
{k beloved, that men arc fo jealous of their li- 
OB) bertic, as they hate all things that obviate 
i it,and tliac Princes according to the maxime 

i i in the Golpcl, have no greater enemies then nis domeftiw 
their fubjeas. 

u? Thole who take part with love have no 
$ Idfe Ipecious reafons, and much more true 
it, ones^ for they fay that the Soveralgn be- 
is ing the Father of his people, he is bound to 
;; treat them as his children, tliat fear makes 
i them only mailers of the body, and that 
• love makes them rule over the heart. That 
K fuch as fear their mailers , feek an end of 
» their fervitude, and that fuch as love them 
dream not of recovering their libcitie. 
ij That fuch Princes as govern with rigour, 
j|- M a cannot 
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N ccir« ert cannot live fecurely , that of nccefsitie thofc 
au;hostiimat I £ niuftthemfclvesbc fubjcft 

iur.:nt.s^ncc. thereto, and that they mult tear their peo- 
ples revolt, who only obey them through 
s -mpev in conftraint. That if nothing that is violent

They addc, 
that Sovcraigntic is not odious, fince it was 
conftcrated in the perfon of Jefus Chrift, ^

Kings on earth, never uftdhis power, but in nrs opprcffjs 
order of ftrvice to his mercic; and never did 
any miracle, unlcfft to help the afflided : In rjit cum ilL). 
fine, that fubjeds did not rep nc at the Ioffe Aaorum a?, 
of their libertie, fince that being volimtarie 
they like it *, thatJPrinces are not the ob;eds 
of fear, fince they are the images of God^ 
and that fbme Princes have been found c

fj Though theft anftvcrs be fo pertinent, as i u. 
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they are not to be gainfaid ; yet mcthinks 
both the parties may be reconciled, and 
their difrcrehcc fb taken away , as that 
each of them lhall therein finde their advan- 
tage ; for though Icnitie be to be preferred 
before rigour, and that a State be better 
grounded upon loVe then upon fear , there 
areoccafions wherein a Prince ought to 
let his clemencie give place to his feveritie, 
and wherein he is oblieged to quit the qua- 
litie of a father, that he may exercife the 
like of a Judge. He ought to govern his 
humor according to the humor of his fub- 
je<fls if they be giddy-hedded or proud,he 
muft ufe rigour, to teach them obedience 
and fidelitie - if troublefome, dnd prone to 
rebellion, he muft make examples, and by 
thepuniflimentofafew, frighten more-, if 
unquiet and defirous of noyeltie, he muft 
punilh them by keeping them in continuall 
imploimcnt * but amidft ^11 thefe punifh- 
mentSjhe muft not forget that he is the head 
of his State, that his fiibjecfs are a part of 
himfclf, and that he dug Ik to be as (paring 
inpuniflvirigthem as a 'Fhyfitian in cutting 
off the arme or legge of k difeafed perfon.

Dominions. I therefore am of opiniori with 
the wifeft Politicians , that Soveiaigntie

The fourth Difeourfe. 

Pafiiom ought to raign in the 
power of a Prince. 

O Ne of the geateft misfortunes 
which can beftll Religion, is the 
libertic which men take to frame 
unto themfelves fuch a Divinitie aslikcthi 
them beft •, In the firft age every one ador- 
ned the workmanihip of his own bands, 
and made an idoll unto himlelf, which had 
its worth from the induRrie of the work^ 
man, or from the excellencie of the materi- 
alls ; in purfuit oftime, as mens Ipirits grew 
more rcfined,Poets made the gods Icnfiblej 
and gave them all fuch affedions as make us 
fiultic or miferablc : one might lee them 
make love in their Writings, fight in FableS} 
and one might oblerve in them all the 
chiefe affc^ions of thole that had invented , 
thern^ Philolbphers notable to endure fo 
Rnjuft gods, formed more rationall Dieties, 

' and 
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X‘ and propofed unto the people the Idols of 
their own mindes •, every one figured out 
unto himfelf a god according to his own in- 
, cUnations, and gave him what advantages 
» may be imagined : Some placed him in 
idlenefle , and that they might not trou- 
ble his reft, bereft him of the knowledg, or 
government of our afiairesj fbme made 
him fb good as that he fuffered all faults to 
gounpunilht, and dealt as favourably with 
the guilty as with the innocent-, others made 
K him fo rigorous, as it feemed he had created 
Ji man only to deftrby him, and that he found 
« no contentment but in the death of his 
fi fubjeds j this difbrder hath pafled from Rc- 
f ligion into State -government, and accor- 

4 ding to the ages wherein men have lived, 

5 they have framed unto themfelvcs divers 

ft of Kings perfonages, and have placed 

I in their Princes fuch perfedions only as 

. they were acquainted withall ; for in the 
i(, beginning of the world, when people pre- 
i ferred the body before the foul, they chofe 
i fuch Kings as were of an extraordinarie fta- 
•i turc, and who were as ftrong as gyants : 
i: Nay, it feemed that God would apply him- 

t((, felf to this humor, when he gave Saul unto 

the Israelites for the Scripture fayes, //e batfuperom- 
j higher by the head then all his fnb)em, and 

il . when ■ 
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when the Poets defcribc unto us their He- 
roes, they never fail in giving them this ad- 
vantage ; but when time had taught us that 
our good refidcd not in the body, men be- 
gun to confider the mindc of fuchmen as 
they would make their Kings, and caft their 
eyes upon (iichashad moftof government 
in them, or moft of courage 5 they obferved 
their inclinations, and knowing what power 
their inclinations have over their wills, 
they efteemed them noleile then vertucs. 

But opinions do lb difler upon this 
. fubjed, as a man may fiy that every Poli- 
tician fencies unto himfclf a Prince accor- 
ding to his humor , and indues him with 
that Paflion which is moft agreeable unto 
himlelf. Some have wiftied that their 
Prince had no Paifion at all, and that being 
the Image of God, he (hould be raifed above 
the creatures, he Ihould lee all the mo- 
tions of the earth without any alteration of 
Ipirit 5 but we know very well, that his be- ! 
ingin a higher condition then his fubjeds, : 
makes him not be of another nature; and j 
thatfincche is not exempt from the difea- 
fes of the bo(^, he cannot defend himfclf a- 
gainft thepamonsofthe Ibul. Others have f 
been of opinion that he ought to have all | 
Palfions ; that like unto the Sun and eon- * 

llellations. 
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^ ftcllations he fliotitd be in a perpetuall 
^ motion, and imploy all his earc , and all 
^ his thoughts upon the welfare of his 
State. Some have thought that the de- 
fire of glory was the moft hwfull Pafli- contemptu 
™ on in a Kiite, and that fincc Fortune &niK,con- 
“ had indued him with all the goods flie 
could cohftrr upon him, he /hould only 

labour how to atchieve honor. That vertue 

^ Was only prefoved by this defire, and th^ 
he who valued not fepiltiitlofi, could riot 
^ lovejuftite. That a Priftcc ought not to in- 
deavour the eternizing of his memorie by 
the pompe of glorlo^ buildings, but by 
^ the gallantric of his aftiohs •, that fetting all 
® other things at nought,he ftiould only ftudy 
^ how to leave a happy rnemory of his reign 
“ after his death. That nothing could more Ca?tera prin- 
further him in this generous defign then 
» an infatiable defire of glorie 5 that riches ^SuteT 
were the.goods of particular men, but that parandum, 
glory was the humor of Kings^ and that he 
might well hazard all other things to com- iacit.4.annal. ' 
» pafTc it. Others lefle glorious, but more ra- 
iifc tionall, have thought that fear ought to 
reign in the foiil 6f Princes , and that as 
In' their wifdome exceeded their valour, the 
t s apprehenfiOn of danger IhoUld in them alfo 

!«• furpafic the defire of glorie j for to boot 

that 
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that their fortune isexpofcdtoathoufand 
mifchiefs 5 that the greater it is, it runs the 
greater danger 5 that it is the more brittle by 
how much the more glorious*, they are 
bound to prevent accidents by their watch- 
folnefle, to withftand ftorms by their con- 
ftancie, and to forgo their own happinelTc, 
to (hare in the miferie of their fubje^s. 

All thelc opinions are upheld by exam- 
, pies ; for there have been (ome Kings who 
have known lb well how to moderate 
their paflions, as they feemed not to have 
any 5 they have not been troubled at ill liic- 
ceilcs, and they would receive the news of 
a defeat , with the lame countenance as 
the tidings of vidlorie. The quiet of their 
minde was not altered by the diverfefunT 
Elions they were oblieged unto *, they pu- 
nilhed faults with the fame eafinelTe as they 
rewarded vertue ^ and whatever alteration 
befell their States, you Ihould finde none in 
them *, they Icemed co be raifed to fo high a 
pitch ofperfedion, as one might lay, in the 
weaknelfc of man they had the alTurance 
of a god. There havx been others, whofe 
government hath been no lelle happy, and 
who have yet been of a quite different 
difpolition : for as their Empire was no le(fe 
dear unto them then were their own bodies, 

no ; 
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. no alteration could happen therein which 
might not be read in their faces ^ good fuc- 
cede put them in good humor,they were af- 
Aided at unhappy accidents , tney were 
® touched to the quick even with evillsthat 
® threatned them from afarreoff, and every 
^ thing that befell their State made fb Arong 
an impreffion in them, as they feemed to 
live in two bodies, and that having two 
lives to lofcj they had two deaths to fear. I 
dare not blame this their reftlefne(Te,fince it 
was occafioned by an extream love *, and a 
® body muft be unjuft to condemn a Prince 
that makes himfelf mifcrablc, for no other 
caufc, but that he may make his fubjeds 
' happy, i^uguftus Cafar was of this humor, 

® & though he had endeavoured to compalfc 

^ fo much conftancie, as not to be troubled 

* at anything, yet could he not hear of any 
9 good or bad fuccefte which befell his Com- 

mon- wealth, without witneAing his refent- 
® ment thereof by his word and adions : 

Ji! rus his defeat coft him tears, and this ac- 
^ cident which he was not prepared for, made 
w him fay fuch things as I do rather impute to 

« his jdfedion then to his wcakenelTe, fince 
»i upon other occafions he had given fb good 

# proof of his courage. 

i Their number is great who have la- 

s boured 

) 
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boured after glory, and who have had no 
other Paflion but how to acquire honor. 
Nothing feemed difficult unto them which 
bare with it, the face of glory, infbmuchas 
by an inevitable misfortune^ they neglcded 
venue, when in obfcuriticj and put a valua- 
tion upon a glorious vice. According to 
their tenets it was as lawfull to overthrow a 
State as to found one, to oppreffe a Repub- 
lique, as to defend It 5 and . to. undertake a 
warre ^ainft allycs, as. well as againft ene- 
mies. They run after glory by unlawfull 
Profpernm ac w^es, and as ifoine make fortunate faults 
Foeiixiceius paffe for vertucs, thefe tookc glorious 
nw'&Mr" pieces of injuftice for heroick adlions. The 
Trag*i. .firft C4/4r held this maxime-, his ambition ] 

perfwaded him that nothing was infamous j 
that could purchafe hipnuhonor, and that he | 

ought notto confidcr whcther.an enterprife 1 
were juft or unjuft, provided that it might 
adde unto his reputation, and make his 
Pompeius oc- name looke bigge in ftory. His fon in law 
^lior Twit opinion,and thoi^h he had 

OrtproH*Lfaircrpretcncesforhis defigns, his motives 
nimo invsre- thcreunto wcrcno better 5 for under colour 
ejindo. Saluft. ppeferving the Common-<wealth, he in- 
creafed his p.micular authoritie, and by a 
dctcftable piece of arc, he made ufeof the 
Senat- to cftablifti his tyrannie.Thcre needs 
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« no great policy go to the oblervation, that 
<11 fo unruly a paflion is difadvantageous to 
>i^ States, and that this is not that which ought 
h toprecedc in the ibul of Princes. 

Sis I (hall therefore willingly hdc with thofc 
k who attribute this honor to the zeal of Ju- 
: tJ ftice, and who will have the hearts of Mo- 
ri narchs animated by this harraleflc affedli- 
h- on-, for fince the welfare of their people is 
a the end of all their labours ; the juftice that 
It- muft produce andpreferveit, muft be the 
i fcope of their defires, and they muft main- 
is tain a well-grounded quiet in the varictic 
js of conditions whereof their States are com- 

c pounded. Who is not indued with this ver- 

tt tue, knows not how to raignj and though 
« he have all the reft, he deferves not to bear 

a Scepter, fince he wants that which makes 
j Kings good, and Kingdomes happy. Ican- 
i not end this Difcourlc without taking no- 
is tice of the exceflive obligation which we 
g; have to divine providence, who hatlv'givcn 
us a Prince of fb pure inclinations, as he 
i 5 feems to have no part in this fin, which 

f hath put our nature out of order and who 

I loveth Juftice fo paflionately as he would 
be therewithal! adorn’d, and chofe the title 
of juft,as the only recompcnce of all his he- 
j roick vertues. He might have alfumed un- 
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to himfelf the title of happy as well as 
fmce the Sea hath born refpcft unto his 
endeavours, that the Alpes have humbled 
themfelves, and their fnow diffolved to 
make way for his vidorious forces 5 and 
that upon a thoufand occalions the ele- 
ments have fought in his behalf-, he might 
have taken the title of great, as well as Jl- 
exunder^ fmce his anions have exceeded 
our hopes , and that he hath undertaken , 
and effeded defigns which all hispredecef- 
fors have thought unpolfible : Laftly, he 
might have challenged the name of 
vi(florious, as well as Trd]an^ fince men 
may number his vidories by his bat- 
tells, fince his fouldiers were never wor- 
fted in his prefence, and fince good fucceffc 
hath alwayes accompanied his entcrprifes. 
But knowing that jufticc is the vertue of 
Kings, he hath contented himfelf with the 
tide of and hath preferred it before 
thofc ofHappy, Great, or Vidlorious ; to 
teach all Monarchs, that zeal ofthepub- 
lique good, is the paifion which chiefly 
ought to rule in them.

Qii ubique he, hc is every where, and he is no where •, 
en, nuUibi eft. makcs himfclf to be felt, yet will not fuf- 

fer himlelfto be touched 5 he invironcth us, 
yet will not permit us to approach him j all 
people know hc is, and no Philofophcrs 
know wliat he is. The bclicfe that we nave, 
that he is,is fo ingraven in the very ground 
works of oureflence j as to efface it, were 
to annihilate our felves; yet cannot ourun- 
derffanding comprehend him and this Sun 
cafts about fo much light as dazells the eyes 
that would behold him. Though love be 
but a Pafsion of our foul, yet hath it this 
advantage common with the Divine Ef 
fence, that it isas fccret, asitispublique; 
and that there is nothing in nature more e- 
vident i yet nothing more hidden. Every 
onclpeaksofLoveasof the foul that pre- 
lervd: the univerfe, and as the fecret knot 
which entertaines the focietic of the world ; 
our dcfircs declare it, andamanthatwifh- 
eth, witnefTes his love 5 our hopes divulge 
it, and all our Pafsions do difeover it, yet 

is 
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is it retreated too within the bottom of our 
hearts-, and all the marks that itgiveth of 
its prelencc, arc as many clouds which hide 
it from our underftandings : men feel the 
power thereof, yet cannot explain its Ef- 
fcnee-, even they who live under its Empire, 
and who reverence the lawes thereof,are ig- 
norant of its nature. . Deumeffea-

Love, fury, and judgingofits nature by its 
effe^s, they cannot beleeve that that moti 
1 on of our foul be well ruled, which is as 
; direfull to us as Hatred, and which hath lo 
: little government, as it mod commonly ot- 
t fendeth even thofc whom it incendetn to 
: obliege. The Peripatetfch dare not giveityj^j^^^j-i 
; any name at all, for (ear of being miftaken^ tusoau & 
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thereof, leaving us in a difpair howi 
know a Palfion which he knew not : Som 
times he terras it fympathizing, Ibmetimi •! 
an inclination, {bmetimesa complaccncii , 
and teacheth us by thefc different tetra | 
that the nature of Love is no leffe obfciin | 
then is the nature of the foul. 

Amongftfo many doubts, feme Philo ^ 
fophers affirm, that it is the firft imprellio j 
which the Bomm fenfiblc makes in the hcai 
pf man, that ’tis a pleafing wound whici 
man hath received from a fair obje(5l, ih: 
it is the beam of a Sun which warm 
him, that it is a charm whole vertue is ! 
tradive, and that it is the firft motion-whic 
carries him, either to what appeares tol)i 
good, or to what truly is fo. But if I ma) 
be permitted to differ from common opiro 
ons, that I may follow the more true-, I will 
fay that Love is all the Paffions ^ that accor 
ding to its different conditions it hath diffe- 
rent names, but that cuftome hath foprC'i 
vailed, as in its birth it bearcth the raoft' 
glorious name ; for when an inclination is 
formed in the heart, and that a pleafing ob- 
jed doth with delight ftirr up the Will, 
we call it Love ; when it fallies forth from 
its ftlfe to joyne with what it loves, we calf 
it Defire ♦, when it grows more vigorous, 

and 
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and that its ftrcngth promifeth good fuc- 
ccffc, we call it Hope when it cncourageth 
‘ it felf againft the difficulties it meets with- 
; all, we call it Cholcr-, when it prepares to 
fight, and fceks out weapons to defeat its 
enemies, and to alsift its allies, we call it 
Boldndfe. But in all thefe conditions ’tis 
ftill Love } the name which Philofbphers 
have given it in his birth, agrees not lefic 
' with it in his progrefle^ and if when but a 
: child it merit fo honorable a title, it de- 
‘ ferves it better when it is grown greater by 
Dcfircs, and ftrengthened by Hopes. ’Tis 
' true that Loves firtt condition is the rule of 
'■ all the reft, and that as all rivers derive their . 
' greatneftc from their Spring- head, all the 
^ Paffions borrow their ftrength from this 
firft inclination which is termed Love •, for 
as foon as it is taken with the beauty of an 
; obje<ftdtkindlesitsdefires,excitcs its hopes, 

' and carries the fire into all the pafsions 
which hold of its Empire : ’tis in the Will as 
in a Throne,where it gives orders to its fub- 
jefts ^ ’tis in the bottome of the Ibul as in a 
ftrong hold, from whence it infpireth 
courage into its fouldiers 5 ’tis like the heait 
which giveth life to all the members, and 
' the power thereof is lb great as it cannot be 
well exprefted by any example. Kings oft 

O 3 times 
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times meet with difbbcdicncc in their lub- 
jedlsj the raoft valiant Commanders arc 
{bmetimes forlakcn by their Ibuldiers, and ' 
the heart cannot always dilperfe its fpirits 
throughout all the members of the body-, 
but Love is lb abfblute in his dominion, as 
he never finds any refinance to his will v ail 
the Palfions get on foot to execute his 
commandements, and as the motion of the 
Moon caufeth the ebbing and flowing ol 
the Sea, fo doth the motions of Love caufc 
peace, or trouble in our foul. 

_ Now this Love, the nature whereof is fo' 
diSciHn hath divers branches*, and maybe 

cpr<libus,p:r divided into naturall, and fiipicrnaturall ^the 
is that Which God difpcrlcth into oor 
tusTu n^bis* WiUs, to make us capable of loving hiin as 
our Father, and of pretending unto glory as 
to our inheritance : the former is that which 
Nature hath imprinted incur fouls, to fa- 
llen us to thofe objcdls which arcdclighc- 
fullto us 5 and this is divided intolpirkuall 
and fonfible love : fpirituall love refides in 
the Will, and rather deforveth to be ftiled a 
Vertue then a Palfionj fcnfiblclovc is in the 
lower part of the foul, and hath fo much 
commerce with the fences, from whence 
he borrows his name, as he always makes 
imprefllort upon the body j and this it is 
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which is properly termed Pafsion. In fine, 
thefetwo loves are divided again into two 
others-, the one of which is called the love 
of fricndfliip, the other the love of intereit.

enemies to fociety, wifli to love, and to be 9- 
’ beloved -, judging aright that Soveraigns 
’ are better guarded by their friends then y 
' their fouldiers, and that all their forces 
i were but weak, were they not fupg)^ 

' by the love of their fubjefts. The lecond 

■ LofLovc, which were™ the love of ^ 

' Intereft, is as common as un)ult . tor uk 
'■ ereateft part of affedlions is grounded upon „„ contra 
mility, 1 upon pleafure ; thofe who fuffer 
' thcmfelves to be earned away tnceoy > phMpretmm 
' have not fo much ftiendlhip as felf-love, 
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and if they will (peak their minds, they will 
confeffe that they love themfelves in their 
friends, and that they love them not fo 
much for any vertue, which they oblcrve 
in them, as for the good they hope to rcape 
by them •, thus we may fee tHat fiich like at- 
fedions laft no longer then they are, either 
ufefulljor pleafing-,and that the fame intereft 
which gave them life, makes them die*, they 
betake themfelves to the fortune, not to the 
pcrfon,and thefe are commerces which laft 
no longer then they are entertained by 
hopes of profit, or of plealure. 

Offo many forts of love which Philofo- 
phy hath marked out unto us, we will here 
confider none but that which rcfides in the 
inferior part of the foul*, let it have either 
yertue or intereft for its foundation. And 
fince we know the nature thereof, we will 
examin the qualities *, the firft whereof is, 
that it always feeks what is good, and ne- 
ver betakes itfelfto an object, which either 
is not good, or appears not fo to be : for as 
nature is the w’orkmanfiiip of God,flie can- 
not have ftrayed fo much out of the way, 
but that file muftpreftrve fome remainder 
of his firft inclinations, infomuch as ha- 
ving been deftined to enjoy t!ie Sttmmnm. 
jjomm, ftie longs after it ; by an error which 
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' may very well be excufed, flic faflens her 

k fclfto all that hath but the liknefle thereof, 
i«; and by an inftinft which remains in her, 
fe though indifordcr, flic fuffcrshcrfelftobe 
rw charmed by all things which hav c in them 
lei anything of beauty or of goodnefs. As if 
liilit flic had found what flic feeks after, flie in- 
tflti difcrcctly betakes her fclf thereunto, and by 

ti)() a deplorable misfortune (he oft times takes 
)\k a falfliood for a trutli i flic coramitteth Ido- 
lili latry whilfl: flie thinketh to perform adtions 
ill! of Piety ; and attributing that unto the 
' work, which i§ only due unto the work- 
offr man, flie runs into the fame erroi which 
m lover fliould do, who by a ftrange mallady 
\\i( fliould forget the Miftrifs which he vows 
* fervice to, and pafsionatly adore her Pi- 
k dlure. This fault ought rather to be impu- 
te ted to man, then to his love-, for love being 

fflfi blindc follows his inclination, not being 
jiK- able to difeern between appearances and 
ciB truth , he loves the good which offers it fclf 
fdi unto him that he may not mifs of what he 
looks for, he betakes himfelf to what he 
P31 finde-, and is only to blame in being too 
:Jc faithfuUr.but man cannot cxcule his fm, 
lij! fincc K eafon is his guide, and that he may 
learn by her, that all thofe goods which are 
touched by the fences, orarc the objedls of 
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the fences, are but the fhaddows of that 
which he ought to love. He muftcorred 
his love, and keep it from betaking it felfto 
objc<as, which though they be indeed bcau- 
tifull, are not the fbveraign good, kx Sum- 
mum honum which he feeks after. When he 
thinks the qualities they are indued withall 
may work a change in him, he might fhun 
them as lhares, and ufe violence upon him- 
felf, to get free from the creatures, left they 
make him forget his Creator. 

From this propriety of Love arifeth afe- 
cond, which is, that ne never is at quiet, but 
goes always in purfuit of what he loves j for 
feeing fo many fhaddowsof that fupream 
beauty which he adores, he is always in 
aftion, leaving one to take another, he feeks 
in all, what he cannot findc in onealone^ 
and his change i^ not fo much a proof of his 
ficklnefs, as of their vanity ^ he becoms wife 
at his own coft j when he meets not with 
what he expeiSs in the beauty which he 
idolatrizeth, he repents him of his fault, 
and betaks himfelfto another flibjed, which 
he is forced to forgo again, becaufe he en- 
joys but one part of that univerfall good 
wherewithal! he is taken-, his inconftancy 
would laft as long as his life, did not Reafon 
teach him, that what he covets is invifible, 
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andthat the abiding place wherein we are, 
is not deftined for the pafsion, but for the 
iTOpc thereof-, hethenfets at nothing what 
Irefomucheftecmcd, and confidering that 
naturall beauties are but fteps whereby to 
raife us to fopernaturall beauty, he loves 
them with refervednefs, andufeh them as 
means whereby to purchafe what he fecks 
(ter 

The powerfull imprefeion which tlus 
beauty makes upon Love, caufeh Loves 
third propriety, which is, that he cannot 
live in quiet, and that being fqlicited by 
his defircs,hc is always bufie-, he is of the na- 
ture of the eonftellations, which are in a 
perpetual motion^ the end of one trouble 
is the beginning of another i and he hath not 
fo foon ended his firft defigrt,but he fmmesa 
fccond-, he is like thofc conquerors, whoeg- 
ged on’by ambition,pfcparC always for ^w 
?ombats,never tafting the pteaOirc of vido- 
rv. I cannot therefore approve of the Po- 
ets invention, who have feigned Love to be 
thcfonofldlencfs for if his geneafogy be omnis 
true we nluft confefsheis not of his mo- amor vim fu- 
thers humour. That unfortunat Poet, who 
was Loves Martyr, and who law himicir jnanimaa- 
jurnypctfecuted for hf >"1 /“f 
pDnsagainft womens chaftity, 
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t^his paflion is worlcing; and that it is fo far 
from being at reft, as it obliegcth its par- 
takers to be fouldicrs-, and that to love, a 
manmuft rcfolveto wage war. Hence it is 
that St. ^ugufiin mixing lacred love with 
prophane, makes them both equally ope- 
rative, and acknowledgeth that a trucaffe- 
aion cannot be idle. Ambition, which is 
the love of honor, is a good proof of this, 
linCe it makes flich impreflion upon the 
^ hearts of thole that are ambitious, as they 
have not much more reft then have the 
damned, and that they are always caufe of 
more trouble to theralelves then to thole 
whom they opprefs. Avarice, which is the 
loveofmony, doth authorize this truth no 
Iclsthcn doth Ambiti6,lince thole wretched 
men which arc therewithal! poftelfcd, rend 
up the bowells of the earth that they may 
not be unufefull, and feck out hell before 
their death, that they may not be exempt 
from pain whileft alive.This propriety is fo 
peculiar to Love, as it is not found in any o- 
ther of the Palfions. For though our de- 
fires be the firft rivulets that derive from 
this Sping-hcad, yet do they give us fome 
relpit-, and when they arc weary of fecking 
after a far diftant good, they fuffer us to take 
a little reft ; we oft-times drie our teares,and 
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sfjt if we make not peace, we conclude a uuce

ovf! tate upon revenge, and cholcr as fo much 
Icfslaftingas it hath more of impetuofity 
and violence. Our hatred is fomctimcs laid 
, afleep, and requires a new injury to iwaken 
-J it 5 our joys are (b fhort, as the longeft of 
them indurc but for a moment, and they 
f,L love idlcnefs fo much, as they ceafe to be 
t plcafingwhen they begin to be operative. 

1 But Love is always in aftion, it tarrys not 
‘J tillage give it ftrength to work, it for- , 
meth defigns as foon as it is born : though 
? abandoned by defirs and hopes, itceafeth 
f not to think of what it loyeth, and to enter- 
tain it (elf to no purpofc w ith the thought of 
f good fuccefie, which it never (hall enjoy. 

* In fine, aftivity is fo naturall unto it, as the 
® life thereof confifts in motion 5 and as the 

^ heart it ccafcth to live when it cealeth to 

® move. 

From hence proceeds its fourth propriety, 
which is the ftrength which dothaccom- 
pany it in all its defigns-, for though but 
new born, it is vigorous, if true ; and giving 
proofs of its courage^ it tameth monfters, 

^ which it is not yet acquainted withall : it 

raeafures its ftrength by,its defircs,& thinks 
it felf able to do whatfoever it will j it is not 
y aftoni- 
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aftonifhed with difficulties ; If oue pro* p) 

pound them to Love, that they may ftay the o 

prrcir thereof, he thinkcth ’tis done to try i 
' its Will, and folicitcd by glory it endea- t 
voureth to overcome them ; Love neither J 
accepts of, nor makes excufo. It will try all e 

its forces before ’twill acknowledg an im- i 
potency, and it doth oft-times overcome t 
enemies, which the moft generous vertues 1< 
duril never let upon. Hence it is that the t 
holy Scripture compares it to death, not 
only for that it feperateth us from ouriclvcs, i

many guards, cannot keep King* fern the 
reach thereof* So Love finds no diinculucs moifti erant 
which it overcomes not, no pride which it mortui quito 
lays not low, no power which it tameth Xt, ^ 
not, nor no rigour ^hich it doth not allay. cfti$ &c. Um 
Briefly, by' annothcr propriety which is »‘»“^i 
not lefs confiderable then the former. Love 
charmeth troubles, rainglcth pcafiires with 
pain j and to encourage us to difficult adi- 
ons, finds out inventions to make them ci- 
ther pleafing or glorious. Hunting is rather 
abufinefst&n a diverfion, ’tis an image of 
war^ and men who purfue wild beafts,feem 
as if they ftudied how to ©vercom their e- 
ncmics s the vidory is therein doubtfull, as 
well as in combats*, and honor is therein 
purchafed fometimes by the lofs oflife^ yet 
all thefe troubles are the hunters pleafures, 
and their paffion to this cxcrcife makes 
them term that a paftime which Reafbn 
would terra a punifhment. There is no- 
thing of delight in war,the very name there- 
of is odious ; were it not accompanied with 
injuftice, diforder, and fear, it would not- 

with“ 
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withftanding have horrors enough to afto* 
nifli all men; death makes her felf be there 
feen in athoufand different fliapes •, there is 
no exercife in war Wherein the danger doth 
not exceed the glory-, and it never furni- 
flieth fbuldiers with any actions which are 
notasbloudy as glorious yet thofe that 
love it make it their delight, they eftcem all 
the deformities thereof beauties, and tw an 
inclination which proceeds rather from 
‘ their love then from their humour , they 
finde delight in dangers, and tafte theplea- 
fantnefs of peace in the tumults of war.This 
is it which made St. Aaguflin fay. That lo- 
vers troubles are never troublefom, and that 
they never finde pain in ferving vihat they 
love, or ifehey do, they cherifti it. 

But we (hall never make an end if we 
would obferve all the proprieties of Love ^ I 
therefore pals on to the effedfs thereof, 
which being fo many pidfures of Love will 
reprefent unto us its nature, and willdifco- 
ver unto us what it is able to do. The firft 
ofits miracles, is that which we call exta- 
fie, for it frees the foul from the body 
which file inanimates, that fhe may joyn 
to the objedt which fhe loveth ^ it parts us 
from our felves by a pleafing violence ; and 
what the holy Scripture attributes to the

10'®' This effeeft produceth another which is 
f not much Icfs admirable; for as lovers have 

p no 
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no other life then what they borrow from 
their love, it infallibly falls out that they 
transform thcmfelves thereinto, and that 
ceafing to be what they were, they begin to 
be that which they love ; they change con- 
dition as well as nature, and by a wonder, 
which would furpafs all belief, were knot 
ufiiall, they become like unto that which 
they cherilh. ’Tis true that this power 
fhines much more glorioufly in divine 
then in prophane love 5 for thoi^h Kings a- 
bale themlclves in loving their f^ubjedfs, and 
that they forgo their greatnefs, as foon as 
they engage thcmfelves in friendfliip, yet 
do they not raife thofe up into their Throne 
whom they love. Jealoufie ( which is infe- 
parable from Royalty) will not fuflPerthem ; 
to give their Crown away to him who pof- 
leflcth their heart. But if they fliould arrive : 
at this excels, the maxim would only be 
true in them, and their fubjedis could not . 
change conditions by the force of their 
love, for the love of greatnefs makes not a 
Soveraign,noris a man the more accommo- 
dated though he love riches 5 the defire of 
health did never yet cure a lick man; and wc 
have not found, that the bare Paflton to ■ 
know,hath made men wife. But divine Love 
hathlb much power, as it raifeth usup above 
our felves,& by a ftrangcMetamorphofis it 

makes . 
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makes us be that which it makes us love-, It 
rendcfsthe guilty innocent ^ it makes Oaves 
children, changeth Demons into Angels ; 
and that we may not diminilh the vertue 
thereof, whileft we think to heighten it, let 
it fuflice to (ay,that of men, it makes gods. 

It doth not therefore become us to com' 
plain of our mifeiy, and to accufc our Cre- [Jpg 
ator, for not having equalled our cond tion teft tffici ve- 
to that of Angels for though thofepure 
fpirits have great advantages over usj and i>aui; 
that we hope for no other good then that homii 6. 
which they pofTefs, yet are we happy e- 
nough, fince we are permitted to love God, 
and that we are made to lK)pe, that out na- 
ture being by love transformed into hiS na- 
ture, we lhall lofe what we have of mortally 
and perilhable, to acquire what is incorrup- 
tible and etcrnall. This is the confblation 
of divine lovers, and this is the only means 
how to afpire, without blame, to that hap- 
pinefs, which Lucif er cow\^ not do, but with 
impiety. I cannot end this Difeourfe with- 
out juftly reproaching thofe that whileft 
they may love God, ingage their affections 
on the earth, or on eaithfy things, and de- 
prive thcmfelvcs of that immenfc felicitic 
which divine love promiftth them for in 
loving ofthc creatures, they cannot fliare in 

p 3 their 
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their perfections, without doing the like in 
their defaults-, after having laboured much, 
they oft-times change an obfeure and 
peaceable condition, into a more glorious, 
but a more dangerous one. So there is al- 
ways hazard in the love of the creatures, 
and the advantage that may be drawn from 
thence,is never lo pure, but that it is mingled 
with fomewhat of misfortune. For what- 
foever palfion we have for the creature, wc 
are not fure the creature hath the like for 
us ; yet this miraculous change, which paf- 
frth for the Principal eifeCl of love, is made 
in this mutuall affedion, and in this cor- 
relpondencyoffriendlhip. But we run not 
thefe hazards in confrerating our love to 
God; hisperfedionsare not accompanied 
with faults and we know it cannot be dif- 
advantageous to us, to make a change with 
him. Our love is never without this ac- 
knowledgment, fince it is rather the effed 
then the caufe of his, and that we love not 
him, till he hath firft loved us. He is lb juft 
as he never denies our affedion the recom- 
pence which it deferves he is not like 
thofe misbeleeving MiftrclTcs, who a- 
mongft the numbers of their lovers, prefer 
him who is bell behaved, before him that 
loveth beft 5 in the commerce which we 

hold 
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hold with him, we are fure that he that hath 
mod charity, fliall have moft glory, and 
that in his Kingdom the moft faithful! lo- 
ver fhall be always the moft honored. 

The fecond Dilcourfe. 

of the hadm^e of Love. 

S ince there is nothing fo facred but 

meets with fomc (acrilcgious perlon faemm 
which doth prophane it, we muft not quod facnie- 
vvonder if Love, which is tlie holieft Paffion vinTac^neca. 
of our foul , meet with impious perfons 
which corrupt it, and who contrary to its 
own inclination make it ferve their defigns ^ 
for love leeks only the Simmum homm , flic 
is not without Ibme Ibrt of violence made 
to love her own particular good which is 
but the fliaddow of what flic defires : to a- 
bulc it therefore, fin muft dilbrder nature, 
and turn natural! love into Iclflove, ma- 
king the Spring-head ol good, theoriginall 
of all our evill. For during the ftate of inno- 
cencie, men had no love lave only for good, 
and nature was lb well temper’d with grace, 
as that all her inclinations were holy : In 

this happy condition, charity and Iclf- love 

p 2 were 
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were the fame thing ; and a man feared nof 
to injure his neighbour by loving himfelf ; 
but fince his difobedicnce,his love changed 
/•. Nature ^ he who looked upon another 
mans advantage and his own with the lame 
Eie, began to feparate them • and forgetting 
what he ought to God, he made a god of 
himlelf. He confounded all the laws of in- 
nocency, and as if he alone had been in the 
world, he forfook the fweets of fociety, he 
took a refolution to rule his affedions by 
his own intcrefts, and to love no longer any 
thino but what was ufefull and pleahng un- 
^ to him. This mifohief, like poyfon,dilperft 
it fclf throughout the whole fabrick of Na- 
ture^ aiid Realbn cannot defend her fclf a- 
gainft it, without the afliftance of grace. 
The gallantcft aciions loft their luftre by 
this irregularity ; Philofophy by all her 
precepts could not reform a diforder, which 
wa^ rather in the bottom of Nature,then in 
^e Will. She put fome of her might to 
fight againft this monfter, and ipying a 
glimeringoflight amidft the darknefs with 
which file was blinded, flie confefled that 
man did not belong lb much to himlelf as to 
his country, and that he ought endeavor ■ 
inore the glory of the State, then the good of 
his own family. She thought that the love 

0 ^ 
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of our neighbour (hould be formed upon 
the love of our fclves, and bekeved that in. 
willing us to treat them as our lelves, Ihe 
had corredledall the abufe of humane Na- 
cure. But this malady lying not onjy 
Underllanding,her advice was not himc ent 
to cure it, fo as Hie was enforced to conkfs 
that there was none could reform 
he that made him. Thusfoall we findc no 
remedy for our misfortunes but by the al- 

finance of grace ■, and our 

no freedom, fave fince Jefus Chrift came 

intothe world to banifh fclf-lovc from out 

our fouls •, for his coming had no 

tive, nor his dodrine any other end, tlicn 

the mine ofthis drcadfullmonftcr. He fet- 
teth upon it throughout all his maxi ms, and 
hardly doth any word proceed from his di- 
vine mouth which gives it not a mortall 
wound. Heprotefts he wouldadmit ot no 
difciples, who have 

love into an holy averfion •, and mat ne 
will nor fufterany fabjea in 

who are not ready to lofc their lives toit c ^ 

olory of their Soveraign. He condemns forores^ahuc 
&effe of riches, and rhe love of 
nor.onlyforthatthey nounfti this inoidi „„ 
nate yafton. and he 

our enemies, only to teach us to hate our 

p A icivcs. 
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felves. Mortification and Humility, which 
are the ground- works of his dodrine, tend 
only to deftroy this inordinate affedion 
which wc^ bear unto cur fouls, or our bo- 
imetficien* dies. In fine, he hath appointed us charity 

Telf-love, and he died 
tphe.wp.z. upon the Croffe, only to make this enemy 
die, which is the caufe of allourquarrclls , 
and divifions. 

We ought alfo to confefs that this evill 
includes all others , and that there is no 
difbrder in the world which doth not ac- 
knOwledg this for its originall ^ and I am of 
opinion, that a man cannot only not make 
a good Chriftian of one that doth too ex- t 
ceiTively love himfelf, but I hold that ac- V 
cording to the laws of Policy and Morality, , 
one cannot make a good man, nor a good ii 
Statefman, of iuch a man 5 for Juftice is ab- | 
folutely neceflary in all manner of conditi- E 
ohs, and this vertue cannot fubfift with 
fclf-lo\^. Juftice will have a man indued 
with Realbn, to prefer the inclinations of 
the Ibul before thole of the body, and that , 
he prclcrve all the rights of authority to the * 
Soveraign. Self-love ( which leans al- 
ways towards the fiellij will have the flave 
to govern his Mafter, arrd that the body 
command over the foul 5 Juftice will have 

. i . ' . 
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a trood man not to wifli for any thing which 
exceeds his merit, or his birth •, and flic m- 
ftrutteth him, that to be happy and inno- 
cent he muft prefcribe bounds to hisde- 
figns. Self-love commands us to follow 
our own inclinations, and to govern our de- 
fires only according to 5 ur vanity*, it flat- 
ters our ambition, and to infinuate it fclf in- 
to us, it gives iis leave to do what we pleale. 

Tufticc wil 1 have a good Statefman prefer - 

the publike intereft before that of his own 

houlcj that he be ready to lofe his wealth, 

and toiacrifice his own perfon for the pfe- 

fervation of his Country ; flie perfivadcs 

him that there is no death more glorious 

then that which is fuffered for the defence 

of a mans Country ^ and that the Horatii 

and Scavola’s are famous in the Remarf Hi- 

ftory, only for having fiicrificcd themfclves 

to the glory of their Common-wealth ; 

though there be nothing more naturall to a 

man then to love his children, fome men 

have been found , whom Juftice hath made 

to lofc this affedion to preferve the like of 

pood Statcfnicn^who Ibllicitcd by this v^ci- n^va bd^ 

tue,have butchered thofc whofe fathers they ^ 

were, teaching by fo rigorous an example, 

that the love to a mans Country, ought to libertatevcv- 

cxcecd the love to his own flclli and bWd. cab«.EntwL 
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A State cannot be happy wherein there is 
any doubt made of* theft maxims, as oft as 
che publique intereft fhall give way unto the 
particular, it fhall always be necr ruin, and 
(hall have no left trouble to defend it fclf 
againft its fubjedfs then againft its enemies. 
Self-love, this mean while makes a man la- 
bour only for his own pleafure, or glory 5 it 
makes this the end of all hisadfions, and 
doth fo binde man up within himfelf, as it 
fufftreth him not toconfidcr the publique; 
ifhedo his Country any ftrvice, it is in or- 
der to his own particular good 5 and when 
be feems moft bufte for the good of the ' 
State, he wiflieth the flavery thereof, or i 
co|}^ph'cs its mine : Marius and ScHIa do wit- 
nefs theft truths ^ Pem^e-j and Ca^at have 
made us fee how dangerous fuch Statefmen 
are, who love themftlves better then the 
Common- wealth; and who, fo they may 
preftrve their own power, fear not to op- 
prefs their Countries liberty. 

In Religion this unjuft Pa/lion is yet 
more fatall, and Piety can never agree with 
Self-love. For there is nomanthatunder- 
ftands any thing, who will not affirm, that 
to be godly, a man muft fubmit himfelf to '< 
the will of God. That with like fubmiffion 
we ought to receive punifliments and re- 
wards 
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wards at his hands •, that we rauft adore the 
thunder wherewith he fmiteth us, and have 
as great reipeft unto his Juftice as to his 
Mercy that we muft be cruell to our fclves, 
to be obedient to him. That it is Piety to 

immolate the innocent to him when he de- 
mands them-, & that as there is no creature 
which ows not his being to his power, 
there is none who is not bound to lole it tor 
his^^lory. Then what man is he whowdl 
fubmit to thefe truths, if he be a Aaveto 
felf-lovc^ and how (hall he be faithfull to 
God, ifhe beinlovc withhimfelf'' I con- 
clude then, that this inordinate affe^ion, is 
the undoing of families, the mine of States, 
and the loft of Religion that to live in the 
world a man muft denounce war to this 
common enemy offociety, and that irnita- 
tin^’ the elements, which force their inclina- 
tions to exclude a vacuum, we muft ufe vio- 
lence upon our defires, to overcome a Pafli- 
on fo pernicious to nature and grace. 

From this Spring-head of mifchiefflow 
three rivers which drown the whole world, 
and which caufea deluge, from the winch 
it is very hard to fave ones fcllj for from 
this inordinate love arife three other loves 
which poyfon all fouls, and which banilh 
all venue from the eanh. The firft is the 
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love of Beauty, which we term Incontincn- 
cie. The fecond is the love of Riches 
which we call Avarice. The third is the love 
of Glory, which we call Ambition. Thefe 
three tapitall enemies of mans welfare and 
quiet, corrupt all that belongs to him, and 
render him guilty in his foul, in his body, 
and in his goods.lt is hard to fay which of 
thefc three monfters, is hardeft to over- 
come ; for to boot with their nacurall for- 
ces, tliey have auxiliaries which they 
draw from our inclinations, or from out 
habits, and which make them fo redoubt- 
ed, that they are not to be overcome with- 
out a miracle. To confider them notwith- 
ftanding in themfelves; Ambition is the 
moft haughty, and the ftrongeft , Voluptu- 
oufnefs, the moft milde and foft ; and A va-

Thefc arc fought againft by divers means, 
and all morality is bufied in furnilhing us 
with rwfons to defend our ftlvcs againft 
tliem. The vanity of honor hath cured 
QuoWameutn that have been thereof ambitious- For

it promifeh them, obliegeth them many 
times to ftied their own bloud, or that otcap.19. 
their neighbour. The infamy of the volup- 
tuous, the mifehiefs which accompany 
them, the difpleafures which follow them, 
and the lhamc which never forfakes them, 
have oft-times cured men to whom fin had 
left a little reafon. Age may likewifebe a 
cure for this^ it is a diforder in nature to 
finde alafeivious old man-, and it is no lels 
ftrangeto fee love under gray hairs, then 
to fee thofc mountains, whofe heads are co- 
vered with Inow^ and whofe bowels arc mil 
of flames. The mifery of riches, the pain that 
is taken in accumulating them, the care in 
prefervingthem, the evils which they cauic 
to their owners, the eafe which they afford 
to content unjuft dcfucs, and the fotrow^M»>- 
caufed by their loft, are conlideiations 
ftrang enough to make thofe contemn ^ 
them who arc not as yet become Hav es 
thereunto. But when they fliall exercife cum eas amit- 
their tyranny upon the fpirits,! efteem their «» 
malady incurable : Age which cures otlier quamii'ereft, 
Palfions, incteafeth this. Covetous men » ^ . 

never love riches more then when they arc eas. Aug.con- 

ncer fef.l.4cap.6. 
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neer lofing them j and as love is then tnoft 
Icnfible when it apprehends the abfenccof 
the party beloved; Avarice is moft violent, 
when it apprehendeth the lofs of its wealth; 
But without medling with another mans 
work, I mail content my lelf with laying, 
that topreferve a mans felf from all thefe 
cvulSjhc muft endeavour to forgo felf-love 
For, as naturall love caufeth all thepaffions, 
inordinate love caufeth all the vices ; and 
whofoever lhall be vigilant in the wcakning 
ofthisPa/rion, by repentance and charity, 
lhall nndchimlelf happily freed from Ava- 
rice, ambition and incontinency. But to ar- 
rive at this high degree of happinefs, we 
inult remember, that in whatfbever condi- 
^on Providence hath placed us, we are not 
for our Iclves but for the publique; and that 
we muft not love ou r felvcs to the prejudice 
or our Soveraign. W e are in nature a porti- 
on of the univdle, in civilllifeapartofthe 
T 've are the members of 

jefus Chrift. In all thele conditions, felf- 
love muft be facrificed to univerfall love. In 
nature we muft die to give place to thofe 
that follow us. In the State, we muft con- 
tribute our goods and our bloud for the de- 
fcnceof our Prnce , and in Religion, we 
muft kill the old^dm, that Jefus Chrift 
may live in us.

M orality confiders not fo much the 
goodnefs of things as the good ufe 
of them (he neglefts naturallper-

hath changed. But (lie blames the abufe,and toUat ma’us 
commend! ihcgood husbandi,^ 

(he is troubled when wicked men ubule judices 
them to opprefs the mnocent, to 
Tudses, to violate the laws, and to (educe paupercs 
women. She is well pleafed when good p»fcunwr, op- 
men make ufe thereof to nourifli the poor, 
cloath the naked, to fet captives at liberty, dimuntur. 
andtofuccourthe mifetable. There is no- 
thing more glorious then the vivacity ^ - 
wherewithal! Nature hath indued men 
nobly indued.’Tis the key which opens un- 
to them the treafury of Sciences, be it either 
toaquirethero, ortodiftributethem to o- 
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thers ; ’tis that which is acceptable to all 
companies, and 'tis a quality which is as 
foon beloved as feen. Yet doth not morality

Tis the trueft & pureft of all pleafures; nsa 
fliaddow of chat happincls which the bief- 
fod enjoy. Earth would be a hell, if Love 
were vaniflit thence; and it would be a 
great piece of rigor in God,if he fliould per- 
mit us to foe handlbmthings,andforbid us 
to love them. But that we may the better 
govern this l^alTion, wemuftlearn of Mo- 
rality what laws to preferibe unto it, and 
what liberty we mull allow it.

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There are three objects of our Love, 

God, Man, and Creatures deprived of Rea- 
fon. Some PhUofophers have doubted 
whether we could love the firft,or no^ they 
were perfwaded his greatnefs did rather re- 
quire our adoration then our love 5 but 
though this be a religious opinion, and that 
it merits the greater ifteem fince it pro- 
ceeds from the prophane^ we cannot deny, 
but that we were indued with love, to unite 
us to God 5 for to boot, with our thorough 
fonce of this inclination ^ to boot, that it is 
imprinted by Nature in the very ground- 
work of our wills, and that uninftru<aed by 
our Parents or our Teachers, we labour 
tctxhcSummftmhoM(T>ti Realbn teachethus 
that he is the AbylTeof all perfe^ions, and 
the Center of all love ^ fo as a inan need mat idotnne 
not fear committing any exceffe, Gloving 
him with all his might. He is fo good as he ^ • «' 
cannot be loved fo much as he ought to be •, 
and let a mam do his utmoft, he is oblicged 
to confeft, that the goodnels of God doth 
far exceed the greatneft of mans love* 

Such fouls as are elevated, and approach Omaia offj, 
nccrcr unto him, complain of their cool- 
ncis •, and wiih that all the parts of their goaiUs tibi? 
bodies were turned into tongues, to Pfal.j4. 
praiie him & or into hearts to love him.

order to our own intercft.For our love is ncr 
ver content but when it refts in God Jc tcais 
infidelity in the creaturcs,is never foaflured 
of them, but that there remains fbme ratio- 
nal! doubts •, and though it fliould have fucli 
proofs of their good will, as that it were 
conftrained to banifli all fufpition, yet 
would it fear left death might take from it 
what good fortune had given ; and in one or 
other of thefo >iut apprehenfions it could 
not ftiun being raiicrable. But it knows ve- 
ry well that God is immutable, and that he 
never forfokctli us till wc have forfaken 
him ; it knows that God is cternall,and that 
death being no Icfi diftant from him tlien 

change, 
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changCjhis affection cannot end but through 

our infidelity. ,, r t u 

’Tis true there are carnall fouls, who 
complain that he is invifible, andwhocan- 
jiot refolye to give up their hearts to a Divi- 
nity which doth not content their eyes. But 
all things are full of him, his greatnels is 
poured out in all the parts of the Univerfe; 
every creature is an Image of his perfecti- 
ons, he feems to have made thefe pictures 
I only to make himfelf be thereby known 
and loved; and if he fhould not have ufed 
this piece of skill , we need only cpnfulc 
, with our own Reafon to know what fie is. 
1 Error cannot corrupt her, and in thefpuls 
1 of Pagans fhe hath verified Oracles. Thofe 
! very men Who offered Incenfe unto Idols, 
; knew very well that there was but one 
God-, when Nature fpake in their mouthes, 
: fhe made them fpeak like Chriftians, and 
1 they confefs’d thofe truths, for which they 
prcfecuted the Martyrs. For as TemUim 
\ obferves, their foul was naturally Chriftian-, 

I when they were fiirprized with a danger, 

( they implotcdche fuccour of the true God, 

C and not that of their ^ufiter : when they 
j took any oath, they raifed up their eyes 
j towards heaven, & not towards the C^itol 
k fo as we muft not complain that God is in- 
^ z vifiblc, 
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vifible, but we muft wi(h that he maybe i 
as much loved, as he is known. And more- : 
over this complaint is no more to be ad- 
mitted of, fince the myftery of the Incarna- 
tion, where God became man, that he 
might treat with men ^ where he hath given 
fcnfible proofs of his prefence, and where 
clothing himfelf with our nature, he hath 
fuffered our eyes to behold his beauty, our 
hands to touch his body, and our earcs to 
hear his voycc. Since that happy moment 
he is become our Allye,and he who was our 
Soveraign, is become our Brother, to the 
end that this double quality might obliege 
us to love him with more ardor, and might 
permit us to acroft him with more free- 
dom •, we cannot then fail in the ufe of that 
love which we owe unto him, but by be- 
ing either too much referved or too un- 
faithfull. But the love we render to men 
may be defedive in two manner of ways, 
and wemay abufe it cither in loving them 
too much, or not enough, as fhall be (hewn | 
in the purfuit of this dilcourfe. 

Friendfliip is certainly one of the chief 
effcdsoflovc, and thcharmlelTcft delight 
which men can take in fbciety. Very Bar- 
bariAm did reverence the name thereof-, 
thofe who defpife the laws of civility, put 

an 
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aneftimationupon the laws of fricndfliip, 
and cannot live within their forrefts with- 
out having fbme whom they truft, who 
know their thoughts, who rejoyce at their 
good fortune, and who are afflicted when a- 
ny ill befalls them. Theeves who intrench 
upon the publique liberty, who make war 
in time of peace, and who leem defirous to 
ftifle that love which Nature hath placed in 
mankind, ceale not to bear refpcdl to fiicnd- 
lliip^theyhavea certain (hadowof fociety 
amongft them.they keep their word, though 
with prejudice to their condition ; tortures 
cannot fometimes make them violate their 
faith j and they will rather lofe their lives 
then betray their companions. In 
people fubfift only by vertue hereof; and 
wh6 ftiould banifhfriendfoip from off the 
earth, muft raze towns , and lend men into 
defarts. She is more powerfull then the temteris, 
laws, and who fhall have well eftabliflicd 
her in kingdoms, need neither tortures nor dujitur, nun- 
punilhmentsto contain the wicked vvithin qu«n^^^^^ 
their duties. But to be juft (he muft have her mnkfta

earth, and raife us up to heaven •, this coun- iptnou 
cell comprehends all that Religion teacheth ad de- 

us touching the ufe of the creatures , and um. 
whofocver^fliall upon occafions make ufe 
thereof, will by experience finde that they amamus, fu-’ 
are never leffe dangerous, then when molt g'entemfe- 
cruell, and that th^y never obliege us more, queTcm^-*’ 
then when they punifh us moft fevercly . ligimus, &

of the nature^ Proprieties^ and effeUs 
of Hatred. 

T Hofc who judge of things by their 
appearances, imagin there is no- 
thing more contrary to man then 
Hatred, and that fince he takes his name 
from humanity , he fliould not tolerate a 
pafllon which breathes forth nothing but 
bloudj and findcs no delight but in murder. 
Yet it is a part of his being, and if he need 
love, to faften him unto objedis which may 
preferve himj he hath need ot hatred, to 
drive him from thofe that may deftroy him. 
Thefe two motions are fo naturall to all 
creatures, as they liibfift not but by the 
love of their like, and by the hatred of their 
contraries. 

The world had been ruined ere this, had 
not the elements, whereof it is compolcd, 
kept it in being, by their oppofitions and 
accords ; did not tvater by rcafon of the 

coldnels 
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coldncfs thereof refift fire, fire would ere 
this have reduced all into aftics, and having 
no further fuell to nourifh it, it would have 
confiimed it fclf 5 our humors which are 
nothing but tempered elements preferve us 
by their naturall antipathies*, and cholcr 
would have dried up our whole body, were 
it not peipetually watered with flegm ; fb 
as the great and little world confift only by 
the contrariety of their parts 5 and if the au- 
thor which hath produced them, fhould ap- 
peafe their difference, he would overthrow 
all his work, which would ceafe to love 
one another, if they ceafed to hate their 
contraries. Whatisfeen in Nature, is ob- 
ferved in Morality, where the foul hath her 
inclinations and averfions, to preferve and 
to defend her felf, to faften her felf to things 
Ihc likes, and to make her keep aloof off 
from what fhe likes not. And had not God 
indued her with thefc two Palfions, fhe 
would be reduced to a necefficy of fiiffcring 
all the cvills which affayl her, not having 
power to oppofc them, or hope to defeat 
them. Hatred is then as requifite as Lovej 
we fhould have reafon to complain of Na- 
ture, if having given os inclinations to what 
is good, fhe ftould not likewife have given 
us an averfion from the contrary • and if fhe

had not indued our fouls with as much vi- 
gour to fliun obje<5ts which are prejudidall 
to her, as to draw ncer to thefe that are 
ufeflill. Thefe two inclinations differ then 
only in their objeds , and tofpeak exadly, 
we muft fay, that Love and Hatred make 
but one and the fame Palfion, which chan- 
ges name according to their different ufes ; 
which is called Love when it hath a likcing 
to what is good^and Hatred, when it abhors 
what is evill. Leaving here the firft effed of 
Hatred, which we have already confidered, 
we will now examine the fecond, and will 
fee what the nature, properties and effects 
thereof are. 

Hatted in her birdn is nothing els but a 
meer averfion in us from whatfoever is con- 
trarie unto us. ’Tis.an antipathy of our ap- 
petite to a fubjedl which difpleafeth it 'Tis 
the firft imprcffion which a true, or an ap- 
pearing evill makes in the loweft part of our 
Ibulj’tisawound which we have received 
from a difpleafingobjedt, and it is the be- 
ginning of that motion which our foul 
makes to keep aloof off, or to defend it felf 
from an enemy which purfiies it. She hath 
this in common with Love, thatflie oft- 
times prevents Reafon, and fliapes her felf 
in our will, not confulting with our judge- 
ment.

ment. She takes offence at divers things, 
which are not unpleafing in themfelvcs;and 
many times one and the fame objedfcau- 
feth Hatred and Love in two different per- 
fonages. Sometimes it fb falls out, that ac- 
cording to the divers difpofitidns of our 
minds we like what formerly we have 
difliked ; thi^t which did hurt us, cures us, 
and becomes the remedy of the evill which 
it caufed ; fhe hath this of different with 
Love, that fhe is much more fenfible. Lor 
Love is oft-times formed in our fouls be- 
fore we are aware •, our friends muft give us 
notice thereof, and thofe whole company 
we keep, muft teach us that we do love 5 
we mutt refled upon our felves to know this 
Paffion in its birth, and as it is extreamly 
delightfull, it wounds us fo pleafingly as 
we do not feel the hurt, till byproceis of 
time it become an incurable ulcer. But Ha- 
tred difeovers it ftlf as fbon as it is concei- 
ved, becaufe it proceeds from an objed 
wherein we arc only concerned, as it hurteth 
us •, it makes us fuffer in its birth, and from 
the time that it pofTefTeth us, it becomes our 
punifhmcnt. 

It is as readily formed as Love, a mo- 
ment ferves to produce it in our wills, not- 
withftanding the little care we have toen- 

R 3 tertain 
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tertain it ♦, It difpofcth its flames abroad in- 
to all the faculties of our foul j and as the 
moft aftive of all the Elements its feeds 
upon what ever it encounterethj but it hath 
this of misfonune that it is not, fo fbon efa- 
ced as is Love*, when it hath once taken root 
in the heart, there is no tearing of it out; 
time which hath produced it, prefervesit*, 
and Philofophy is defective of fufficient 
reafons, to cure a man who is affeded with 
this troublefome malady. Religion it fclf is 
nevermoretroubled,thcn when flic oppugns 
fo opinionated a Paflion; and the Son of 
Goeffeems to have defeended upon earth, 
only to teach us to fubdue Hatred, and to 
pardon our enemies. Neither did he obliege 
us to this duty, till he had fuffered death for 
his enemies j he bcleeved that to eftablifh 
fb flrange a dodlrine, it muft be confirmed 
by his example, authorised by his death, 
and figned by his own bloud. Thus did he 
declare war to a Pafllon which hath this ad- 
vantage over other Paffions, as that it en- 
deth not with our fclf* it is fo dearlyc- 
ftecmcdofby men,asitis their foie enter- 
tainment. It ferves to divert them when 
they are difpleafed 5 and though it corrode 
their bowels, it gives content to their 
heart. I have heard of a Princefs, who after 

having 
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having loft her Kingdom and her liberty, 
found comfort in the hatred flic bore her 
enemies-, and confefled (he was not fo much 
poflefs’d with forrow for her paft hapm- 
nefs, as by her dcfirc of revenge. Wc lee fa- 
thers, who having their fouls hanging upon 
their lipps,and who being no longer able to 
live, do yet think how to continue their ha- 
tred j they leave it as an inheritance to their 
children, they obliegc them to cternall en- 
mity, and make imprecations againft them, 
if they be ever reconciled to their enemies. 
In fine, this Paffionis immortall, and as it 
rcfidcs in the bottom of the foul, it accortl- 
panieth her whitherfoeverfhe gocth^&dotli 
not forgo her, no not when (he is lookned 
from the body. This it is, which the Poets 
(who arc the moft excellent Painters of our 
affedtions) would reprefent unto us in the 
perfons oiEteecles, and Po/«»/c«,who conti- 
nued their hatred after death, and who 
went to end the combat in hell, which they 
begun on earth ^thisPaffion lived in they 
bodies deprived of fence, it paffed by a le- 
cret contagion into their funcrall pi e, an 
waged war in the flames which were to con- 

fumethem. , . r- rr 

But I wonder not that this Paflion is io 

opinionated, fincc it is fo 
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think it not ftrange that it continues after 
death, fince it hath made men refblutc to 
lofc their lives for love of revenge, and that 
it makes them finde Ibme contentment in 
death, provided they fee their enemies ac- 
company them therein. For Hatred ceafes 
to be true when it becomes difcrect,and we 
may lay a man is not wholly polfclTed there- 
withal!, when to fpare his own blond he 
dares not Ihed the bloud of his adverfary. 
When he hath given himlelf over to the 
tyranny thereof, he thinks he can never pur- 
chale the pleafurcs of revenge at too dear a 
rate. And propofe whatever punillimcnt 
you lift unto him, he is well-plealed there- 
withal!, provided his Palfton may be fatif- 
fied. wiflieth to be overwhelmed 

under the ruineofhis Palace, provided it 
fall upon his brothers head, and fo cruell a 
death feems plcafing to him, fo as he be 
therein accompanied by Theijles. Infliort, 
Hatred is very puiftant.lince all torments are 
indured to give it latisfadfion and it ufeth 
ftrange tyranny upon liich as it poflelTeth, 

. fince there is no fault which they are not 
ready to commit in obedience ro it . 

If the propr eties of Hatred be thus 
ftrange, the effedls thereof are no Icfs fatal!. 
For as Lore is the caufc of all generous .and 

gallant 
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gallant anions ; Hatred is the rife of all bafc 
h and tragicall actions. And thofe who are 
iwi advifed by fo bad a Councdlor,are capable 
ra of all the evill that can be imagined. Mur- 
lic der, and Parricide, are the ordinary effcdts 
k of this unnaturall Paffion. Twas this, that 
ami made us fee in the day-break of the world, 
ilk thataman might die in theflower of his age, 
niJ and that one brother wasnotfecure in the 
flli company of anothcr.’Twas this, that found 
[Oi out weapons to di^cople the world, and to 
ff[i ruinate Gods goodlicft workmanfhipf T was 
fe this, that m^ng man forget t he fweetnefs 
m of his nature, taught him to mingle po5dbn 
m in drinks, to died humarae bloudajt Ban- 
y quets, and to kill under pretence of bofpita- 
:lffl litie •, ’Twas this, that firft inftttutcdthatfa- 
dd tall Art which tcachethus howtomurdier 
itt with method, how to kill men handli)iniy4 
5l( and which forceth us to approve of Parri-t 
nb cidc, if it be done according to the laws of 
I® the world. ’Twas this imfine, and not ava- 
itc rice, which tore up the bofom of the earth, 
g and which fought within the bowclls 
thereof for that cruell metall wherewith it 
exercifeth its fury. And to deferibe in a few 
^ B words all the cvills it is caufe of, it will fuf- 
■ ficc to fay, that Anger is her firft mafter- 
piece. Envy her Councellor, Difpair her 
“i‘ Officer,

Officer ♦, and that after havmg pronounced 
bloody-ftntences as Judge,its (elf puts them 
in execution as Hangman. Tis true, that 
Hatred never comes to thefe cxtremitieSjtill 
it grow unruly^ but this unrulinefe is alraoft 
naturall thereunto-, and unleft Rcafbn and 
grace labour joyntly howto moderate this 
Paffion, it eafily becomes exceffive. The 
fiercenefs thereof is oft-times augmented by 
refiftance 5 like an impetuous torrent it o- 
verthrows all the banks which oppoft its 
fury, and when its forbidden any thing, it 
belecvcs it may lawfully do all things; 
therefore the remedy which is ordained for 
Love, is no left necelfary for Hatred;and to 
heal an evill which becomes incurable by 
time, early withftandings muft be made, 
left gaining ftrength it grow furious, and be 
the death of itsPhyfitian, for having been 
negligent in its cure.

^ of the bad ufe of Hatred. 

T Hough the grcateft part of eflfcA^ 
produced by Hatred may pafs for 
difbrders 5 and that aher having 
lof' deferibed the nature thereof, it may feem 
® unprofitable to oblcr\’^e the ill uft that may 
Wj be made of it, yet that I may not fail in the 
laws that I have preferibed unto my fclf, I 
will employ all this difcourfe in difeovering 
the injuftice thereof, and I will make it ap- 
pear to all the world, that of as manya- 
^ verfions as molcft our quiet , there is hard- 
ly any one that is rationall. For as all crea- 
tures arc the workmanlhip of God, and 
bear in their forheads the Charafter of 
him that produced them, they have quali- 
ties which render them lovely ^ andgood- 
ncls, which is the principall ob;ed of Love, 
1 isfo naturall unto them, as it is not to be 
feperated from the effence •, to ceafe to be 
good, they muft ccale to be •, and as long as 
they have a fubfiftance in nature, we arc ob- 
liesed to confefs, that there remains fome 
® linaurc 
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tin< 5 hirc of goodncft in them, which cannot ^ 
be taken from them without an abfolutc ^ 
annihilation. Thus God gave them his i 
approbation when they were firft made ; he 1 
made their Panegyrick after they were ere- t 
ated and to obliege us to make much of < 
them, he hath taught us by his own mouth i 
that they were exceeding good*, fb as the i 
belief of their goodneft, is an Article of 
faith in our Religion 5 whatfbever oppofi- 
tion they may have to our humors, or our 
inclinations, we ought to beleeve that they 
have nothing of evill in them, and that their 
very qualities which hurt us, have their im- 
ployments, and their ulc ; Poyfbns are fer- 
viceable for Phyfick *, and there are certain 
maladies which are not to be cured but by 
prepared poyfon ♦ Monfters which feem to 
be errors of nature, or ordained by Provi- 
dence which cannot do amifs 5 they do not 
only contribute, by their uglinefs, to heigh- 
ten the beauty of other creatures ; but are 
prelages, which advertile us of our misfor- 
tunes, and which invite us to bewail our 
fins ^ the very devils themfelves, have loft 
nothing of their naturall advantages *, and 
the malice of their will, hath not been a- 
ble to deftroy the goodnefs of their elTcnce 5 
and though they arc compleated in evill, 

they 
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«hey ccafc not to polfcffe aU -the goo‘^Nuiiap.im 
: which purely appertains unto their nature 5 tflUne maio, 
[they have yet that beauty which they did cumenimpui- 
!tIdolatrize s they enjoy all their lights which 
^they received at the firft moment of their maium,aut ma- 
deration j they have yet that vigor, which 
KHiakes a part of their being*, and were they na pu|;nant in- 
^not reftrainedby the power of God, they ter (e,ipfa pu*. 
j( would form thunder, raifeftorms, fpread “ 

((abroad contagions , and confound all the Ub j.comra 
[{dements ; ’tis true,thatthefc their ad vanta- 
liiges contribute to their punifliments, and** 

[fjthat divine juftice makes ule of their en- 
[jjl'ghtnings and beauties , to make them the 
(jimore mifcrable ^ but this confideration, 
t,; hinders not that their nature be not 
^igood , and that God fee not in the 
ground- work of their being , qualities 
which he loveth and conferveth, as he fees 
!(in the ground- work of their wils , qualities 
which he detefts and punilheth. Therefore 
'^(’tis that hatred feemed ufelefs, and that to 
loj excrcife it, a man muft go out of this world 
Qijtofeek for creatures which may betheob- 
.ujed of his indignation • for there isno- 
thing,neither in Heaven nor i n Earth, which 
; , is not lovely *, if we meet with any thing 
which crofles our inclinations , we muft at- 
" ■ tribute it to our ill humor 5 or els we muft 
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blame fin for it, which having difordercd t 
our willjhath given it irrational antipathies, i 
andforcethit to hate the workmanlhip of i 
God. I know there arc naturall averlions \ 
between infcnfible creatures, and that it is ; 
no little wonder , that the worlds peace is I 
caufed by the difeord of the elements 5 If i 
their bodies of which all other bodies are j 
compounded, had not fome difference 
amongfi them, nature could not fubliftj 
and ’tis Gods will that their warfere, be the 
worlds quiet 5 but to boot, that their quat' 
rcls are innocent, and that they fet not up- 
on one another, to deftroy, but to preferve 
themfelves 5 their combats are caufei 
through their defaults, and their bad intel- 
ligence proceeds from their being imperfed: 
for thofc other bodies which are more no- 
ble, and which natural Philofofhcrs call 
ferfe^fe mixta^ do not wage war, they ceafe 
not to love 5 though they have different 
inclinations, and they oft-times ufe violence 
upon themfelves, that they may not trouble 
the worlds tranquility 5 whence I infer, that 
if a man bear adiflike untohis neighbour, 
he ought to blame his own mifery 5 and 
confefi that his hatred is an evident proof 
of his defaults; for if he could reconcile 
the paiticular differences of others , he 
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''would love in them > what he fliouW findc 
% himfelf •, and he could not hate that in 
t:heirperfons, which he Ihould obferve to 
6e in his own ? but he cannot tolerate their 
i2id vantages , becaulc he himfelf is not ma- 
itHer thereof 5 the bonds which nature hath 
epreferibed unto him, clofe him in within 
iiaimfelf, and leperate him from all others, 
trlf'he were an univerfal good, he would 
lidove every particular good j and if he were 
[(indued with all the perfeftions that are 
flfoundin all men, he would findc none 
5!that would contrary himj but he is unjuft 
(ibecaufeheispoor, and his averfion takes 
jSts original from his poverty 5 God fuffers 
[Knot theft unfortunate divilions, his infinite 
tiilove cannot be bounded ^ as he isthe/ww- DUigisenim 
he loves all things that hear 
r^any badg of goodnefs 5 as he gathers up odifti corum 
. within himfelf all theft perfcaions, which 
ftlare difperft abroad in his workmanfhip 
ilfhe cheriflieth them all together; and he 
ju^ath no averfion, becauft he hath no d$- 
. tfaults. Hatred is then a weaknefr in our 
pature ; a proof of our indigence •, and a 
. jPaflion which a man cannot with rea- 
son imploy againft the handy-works of 
Lcod. 

Self-love is the ftcond cauft of its dif-

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order-, for if wc were more regulate in out 
affe^tionS) welhould be more moderate in 
our averfions and not confulting with 
our owh interefts , wefliould hate nothing 
but what is truly odious : but we arc fo 
unjuft, as wc judg of things only by the 
credit vve bear them ^ we condemn them 
when they difpleafe us ; wc approve of 
them when they like us ^ and by a ftrange 
blindftelsv we efteem them good or evil, 
only by the fatisfatftion or difpleafure 
which they caufe in us ^ we would have 
them change qualities according to out 
hhmours- that like camelionSj theylhould 
affnme our colours , and accommod^j 
themfelves to our defircs ; wc would be 
the center of the v;orld, and that all crea- 
tures had no other inclinations , then what 
we have. The faireft ftem ugly to us, 
becauft they are not pleafingto us ; we arc 
offended with the brightnefs of the Sun, 
becaulc the weaknefs of our eyes cannot to- 
lerate it ; the beams of vertue dazle us , be- 1 
cauft that vertue condemns ou r defaults & 
truth (which is the fecond objetft of love) 
becomes the objed of our indignation, be- 
caufe (he cenfures our offences : there is no- 
thing of truly glittering, but her light Arc 
difeovers all the beauties of nature , which 
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!: would to no ufc.laye produced (o imny 
£ rare maft<{r->pieccs, had not truth WUgbt us 
Eihow to know them.

feiftion: that which thwarts our jhumor,

not effedt them they arc marks of our im- 
potency, as well as of our love ; it teacheth 
Kings upon earth, that their will exceeds^ 
their power, and that they would do many, 
things which they cannot.

granted them, and if, after having purfued 
after fo many different objects, they grow 
weary of purfuing, and feek for then reft I 
in the Summumbomm. who is the end of all 
lawfiiUdcfircs.

There are three caufes for the irregula- 
lum crcvimus. j-jty of our dcfires 5 the firft is lelf-love, 
se«c.Epift, ^ble to efface out of oyr l 

fouls, the inclination which we have to the ' 
Summum homm^ doth turn it afide after fuch j 
good things as are perifhable, and maketh 
them to be wifti’d for, with as much ferven- 
cie as if they were eternall 5 for our heart 
longs always after God •, though the good 
delires thereof be weakned, they are not , 
quite Hilled, they betake thefelves to what is 
good; and fin hath not been able to bereave 
then! of an inclination which is naturall un- 
to them; but Reafon which ought to rule 
them, being clouded with darknels , they 
miftake, and fallen themfelves to all objefts 
that arc pleafing to them.

in them, and advifeth us to wifhfor nothing, 
if we would be happy ;fl;c builds her felicity

;by the mouth of Seneca, fi e fays, that he um fuum dau- 
Vho hath bounded hisdefires, is as happy 
!as fupiter and that without increafe of 
r riches, or addition to delight Ifwc would s«ncc. 
ffindcafolid contentment, we need onely 
[ielien our defires. But certainly in flattering 
Jus, flae abufethus*, and promifing us an 
“ imagnaryhappinefs , Ihebreaves us of the

Therefore Kings, who fufficiently know 
the extent of their power, offer not to in- 
trench upon her liberty? they punifli adi- 
ons, forbid words, but they leave thoughts 
and defires to his guidance, who feeing 
th^m in the bottom of the heart can eter- 
nally isecompence or punifli them : they

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make no laws to retain them; they confefs 
- God is only able to fupprefs them, and that 
« he is the only Soveraign, whofe prerogative 
it is to fay unto his Subjeds, you fliafi not 
covet: They therefore are to beeftcemed»o. 
infolcnt, who undertake to reform dehres 
unaflifted byhiS grace; and all the advices 
we can give to regulate them, do hccella- 
(c rily prefuppole his afliftance ; but after ha- 
«: ving rendred this acknowledgment to him 
\c from whom we receive whatfoever vyc have 
El of good, methinks we may prelcrib^cer- 
t tain conditions to the ufe of th.s Panion,

He is all, and we arc 
nothing ; He is a depth of mtrey, and wc 
are a depth of mifery ; He hath infinite per- 
fections, and wc faults without number; 
He pofl'effeth no grcatncls which is not to be 
wiflit for, and we fuffer no want which ob- 
liegeth us not to make wiflres 5 He is all de- 
lirable, and we are all defire •, and to exprefs 
our nature aright, it will fuffice to fay, dwt 
we are only a mcer capacity of good there 
is no part of our body, nor faculty of our 
foul, which doth not obliege us to feek 
him •, w^c make inrodes in the world by our 
defires, wc wander in our affedions, but 
after having confidered the beauty of hea- 
ven, and the riches of the earth, W'C are con- 
ftrained to return again unto our fclvcs, to 
fix our felves on him who is the ground- 
work of our being, and to confefs that none 
but (jod alone is able to fill the capacity of 
our heart. I ct us draw' thde advantages 
from our mifery, and let us rejoyce that 
Nature hath endowed usvyithfo many de- 
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: fires, fince they have wings which raifc us 
up to God, and chains which faften us to 
i him. Upon all other occafions defires are 
R ufclefs, and after having made us Long, a 
i long time, they furnifh us not with 
■ what they made us hope for; they torment 
r, us whilft they polfefs us •, and when dcfpair 
3 caufes them to die, they leave us only 

F( fliameand forrow, for having hftned to lo 

I evill Counccllors. I know very well that 
( they awaken the foul, and that they 
ci endue it with vigor to compafs the good 
i which it wilhes for : but the good fuccefe 
(c of our undeitakings depends not upon their 
t efficacy ^ and ffiould the things that we love 
\ coft us nothing but defires, all ambitious 
i men would be Kings-, all covetous men 
;o rich and we (hould hear no Lovers com- 

t plain ofthe rigors of their Miftrelfes, or of 

their infidelity, women would take their

[(’- would cure their fick children, and captives 
« would regain their liberty : we ffiould do as 
rit many miracles as make wiffies, and all 
tfli mifehief would be baniflit from off the 
•ity earth, fince men can wi(h •. but experience 
nti ffiews us, they are for the moft part impo- 
J tent, and that their accomplimment der 
pends upon the fupream providence, which 
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acitsplcafurc can turn them into cfFe<ffe5 
thole that concern our fouls health, are ne- 
ver ufelefle 5 fervency in williing is lufiici* 
enttomake a man goodj our converfion 
depends only upon our will^our delire ani- 
mated by grace, blots out all our lins 5 and 
though God be fo great, he hath only coft 
them wilhes that polTelle him j this PalTion

of the Nature J FroprietieSy andEjfe^s ef the 
good and evill ufe of Sfchemng. 

^ Ature would have failed us at our 
need, if having endued us with 
— - Love to good things, fliehad not 

furniaied us with defue to leek after them. 
Thefe good things which now are caule ot 
our happincfs, would caufe all our punilh- 
mcnts, if being permitted to love them, wc 
Ihould be forbidden to wifh for them : the 
Suntmtm hommyf on\d only ferye to inake 
us milerable, and the vertue which it hath 
to attraft hearts would contribute to our 
mifeiy, if we wanted a capacity of atchic- 
ving it. Wc (liould have equall reafon to 
complain of her charity, if having imprin- 
ted in our hearts the hatred of evill, 
notlikewife engraven therein that Paflion 
which wc call Shunning, or Ehhew- 
ing, to mak us keep aloof from it j for wc 
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fhould fee our enemy , and not have the 
power to defend our felves from him 5 wc « 
fhould have an averfion from vice, yet fhould n 
be enforced to tollerate itj and by an unfor- c 
tunateneceffity, wemuftgive lodging to a 1 
gueft we fhould not be able to love : but ^ 
Nature hath well provided for this, and her \ 

providence, which always watches over her 
children, hath given us a Paffion which j 
efehews evill with as much impetuofity, f 
as defire feeks after good. This keeps at 
diftance from all that can hurt us *, and fol- 
lowing the inclinations of hatred, whereof 1 
fhe is either the daughter or flave, fhe flies 1 
from all objedfs that difpleafe herj and r 
fights to defend it felf againft her enemiefi 
’tis the firft fiiccour we have received a- 
gainft evills ^ ’tis the firft violence, the firft 
falley which the concupifcible appetite 
makes to free us from them. 

Though this Paffion be almoft always I 
blamelefs, and that fhe cannot be made cri- 
minal! but by fiirprizall-, yet ceafeth fhe not 
to have her ill ufe, and to be every day em- 
ploy’d againft the defign. of Nature. Thofc 
therefore that would make ufe of her, are 
bound to confider, whether that which thw 
endeavor to efchew,bc truly fb,or be but fo 
in appearance^ and whether opinion, which 
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cafily fcizeth upon the undcrftanding,hath 
not perfwaded them unto falihoods infteed 
of truths. For it is apparent, that of two 
things that bear the name of eviU m the 
worlds there is but one of them which may 
properly be faid to deferve it. Sin and 
Puniflimcnt are the two moft ordinary ob- 
jefts of cfchewing:,and moft men do fo con- 
found them, as we know not which of them 
is moft odious. Puniftiment being more 
fcnfible then Sin, it is more carefully tun- 
ned- and there arc not many people who do 
notbvc rather to be faulty then unfortu- 
nate. We ftiun the plague and feek out linj 
we keep far from all infeded places, the bad 
air whereof may work an alteration in our 
health , and wedrawneer to eyill compa- 
ny which may rob us of our innocency : 
Relieion obliegeth us notwithftanding to 
believe that Puniftimcnts are theeffeds ot 
Divine Juftice*, that they have beauties 
which though aufterc ought 
Icfspleafing, that God honors himfclf by 
punching of his enemies, and that he Andes 
as much fatisfadion in chaftening the guil- 
ty, as in recompencing the juft. The grea- 
teft Saints have known that our pumlh- 
ments were favours, which did no Ids con- 
tribute to the welfare of man, then 
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glory of his Creator • they have confefled 
that wc muft adore the arm which huns us, 
love the wounds becaufe of the arm that 
«e&Xfui*' made them 5 and teach all the world that 
mina^qux per- heavens thunders are iuft, fince thofe who 
lunt Sen^ therewith ftruck, adore them : but fin is 
confoiat. ad ^ true cvill, which hath nothing in it which 
Polyb, is not odious ; its objedl is a Ibveraign good 

which it offendeth ; and if in the behalf of 
the committer the malice thereofbc bound- 
ed, on his behalf againfl: whom it is com- 
mitted, it is infinite. Sin violates all the 
laws of Nature, difiionorcth men and 
Angels} and all the evills which we fuffer 
are the juft punifhments of its difordciA 
’Twas then for this dreadfull evill that we 
were endued with averfion j and this averfi- 
on cannot be more juftly employed, then in 
keeping us far from a Monfter, the abode 
whereof will be hell, and death the cternall 
puniftiment. 

Next to fin, nothing ought to be more 
carefully efehewed, then thofe that do de- 
fend it-, and who to enlarge the empire 
thereof, endeavor to make it appear lovely 
glorious. As Nature is the pure work- 
auc puiore manuiip of God, file cannot tollcrate fin ; 

fadit T-nul banifh it from the earth, 

in Aporoget.” Aie hath laden it with confufion, and fear 5 
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it dares not appear in full day •, it hides it fclf 
in darknefs, and feeks out folitary places, 
where it hath none but fiich as are compli- 
ces with it, for witnelfes. But its partakers 
raife it up upon a throne, and play all their 
cunning to win it glory : they cover it with 
the cloak of Vertuc ; and if it hath any thing 
of affinity with its enemy, they ftrive to 
makeitpafs for Vcrtue. They change their 
names, and by one and the fame action 
committing two faults, they bereave Ver- 
tue of her honor, that they may give it • 

to Sin: theyterme Revenge, greatne^ bus vi«a cos- 
courage; Ambition, a generous Paffion^finia, &perdi- 
Unclcannefs, an innocent plcafure: and con- ” S 
lequcntly they term Humility, lownelsoifinjiiitudoeft.; 
fpitit, the fc^iving of in,ntks. famt- & 
hciutcdnefs ^ and continency, a lavage nu-j.3jg|„. 
mor. They fpread abroad thefe falfe max- 
ims; they turn evills into contagious difea-^^j^jj^^^f^jj^ 
fes, and their errors into herefies •, they le- an fervare 
duce fimple fouls, and prefeniing poyfon 
inchryftall veffells, they make it befwal- 
low’d down by innocent people. Thole 
who are moft couragious liave much ado to 
defend themfelves from them the beft wits 
fuffer themfelves to be perfwaded by their 
lewd rcalbns : we are therefore bound to 
have rccourfe to the fuccour that Nature 

hath 
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hath given us, to excite this Paflion, which 
keeps us aloof from what is cvill, and fur- 
niflieth us with forces to fight againft it. 

But her chief employment ought to be a- 
gainft Incontinence •, and the Heavens feem 
to have given a being to Averfion, only to 
rid our hands of an enemy which cannot be

V and tolead on this defign with fuccefs, the 
charge is giving to Efehewin^ ^ which by 
harmleft cunning, Icperatcs the foul from 
the body, and keeps men aloof from what 
may hurt them. 

Since then we are fo much oblicged to 
this Pafsion of Efehewing j and that wc 
owe our welfare to her 5 it will become us 
to employ the reft of this Difeourfe in the 
confideration of her Proprieties j that wc 

may 
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; may the better know a Palsion which doth 
us (b many good Offices. She is the fame 
i to Hatred, w hich Defirc is to Love : though 
It Ihe fecm to confider Evill only, to the in- 
u tent fhe may keep aloof from it ^ yet fceketh 
i fhe after good in all parts •, and like to W a* 
termen,flie turns her back towards the place 
(i where fhe would be : her effects arc as 
powerfull as are thofc of Defirc •, and thofc 
r unfortunate people who keep far from a 
ji great danger, have no lefs trouble in fo do- 
'j, ing, then thofc who feqk after a great good 
^ fortune. As Defirc calls in Hope to her 
y fiiccour, to compafs the goo§ which flic 
efteems too difficult Efchewing imployes 
the aid of Eear, to acquit her fclf of an cyill 
g which furpaffeth her power. As Defirc is a 
I mark of our indigence, Efchewing is a 
f. proof of our weakncfs : and as in Dcfinng, 
.j| we obtain that which we want* by Efchcw- 
•j ing we overcome that which lets upon us. 

I 4a In finCj as Dcfire doth dilate our heart, and 
.4 makes it capable of the good which it en- 
deavoureth; Efchewing by a clean con- 
^ trary effedl, doth dole up our foul, 

J.,. fhuts the door upon the enemy which 
^ would force her. So as thefe two Pafsions 
r. are the falthfull handmaids of Hatred and 
f Love ; and as Love undertaketh nothing ot 
tim ^ gene- 
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generous, without the afliftance ofDefirc; 
Hatred doth nothing of memorable, un- 
aflifted by Efchewing ; and as we owe the 
poffelfiionofgood toDcfirc, which fought 
after it •, we owe our efcaping of evil, to 
efchewing , which hath given it the Rc- 
pulfe.

ture : they feem to heighten his luflrre, to 
augment his force, and he appears never to , 
be more powerfull, then when he commu- 
nicates with them. Morality, which knows 
no other Sun then Love, confefleth that 
he takes new force as be takes new counte- 
nances; fotthqpgh he be always hinfelf, 
and that the different names that we give * 
him do not change his Effence, yet he ac- 
commodates himfelf to the apprehenfions 
of our foul which heemployeth, and doth 
with them produce more extraordinary, or 
more common effeds. He is is cloudy in 
forrowfulnefs, violent in choler, ready in . 
defire, undertaking in boldnels,calm in joy, 
and droopes in delpair ; but certainly, he is 
isnevermore pleafing, then in Hope. ’Tis 
the throne wherein he appears with raoft 
pompe 5 '-tisthe affedion wherein he works 
mofl flrongly; 'tis the Paflion wherein he 
moft finoothly fiattercth us ; fb is it alfo the 
moft generous motion of our foul. Nature 
feems-tohave ordain’d it to aflift great men 
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in their highcft cntcrpri.fe^ •, and ^that no- 
thing of memorable can be efteacd without 
the aihftance of this Pafsion. ’Twas at hei 
folicitation that Alexander , ,

This 
jnaxime isib true, as that a certain Philofo- 
pher was of opinion, that our . apprehenfi- 
ons fprung from our hopes 5 ana that tp 
ceafe tofear, we inuft ^eafe to hope: for, 
though thefe two Pafsions feem to have j 
contrariety, and that the foul which hopeth 
is full of affurance,,yat doth the one of thein 
arift from the other ; and, notwithftanding 
their ill intelligence, they go hand in hanc^ 
and feldom part :,thcy march together asefo 
thejprifoners with their guards, who are 
faftned with the fame chain , and almpft 
brought to.thc lame ,fervitude. But I won- 
der not that they haye lb much afhnity, 
ifince they relate fo^muchone to another; 
and, that the one and the other of them is 
the Pa^pn which hol^saman in furpence; 
whom the expcdation of what is to come, 
continually difquiets. 

When me hath not this unhappinefs, and 
that the knowlcdg of her Arength azures

I confefs’chat Wildom and Religion havi t 
an eye to what is to come, but they conftdtr t 
k not as doth Hope : for Religion doth not 
ground het felf upon that uncertain futurity 
which arnufethmoft men, but upon an ai- ; 
fured fututity whidi we are promifedinthc 
holy Scriptures flic labours to compafs it, 
fhe employs all her reafons tO perfwade us, 
that it ought to be the chief objeCl of out 
defires ^ flic delpifes that deccitfull futurity 
Nohtc which humane hope feeks after, and makes 
cvaftfnumt fo fhiall Cftecm thcrcof, as fhe will not have 
Crartmui e- to cftcem it a part of om‘ life : fhe forbids 

cimserirfibi ns to think of to Mortow, and even con- 
ipfi ; fu&ic demn's the falfc wifdom of men, who heap 
fiches, and build Palaces, a,s if they were

f as a well-fpring of evill then of good ; and 
m ^hen (he will ftek into the obfeurity there- fiuim* 
icof, fhe takes advice rather of Fear then of 
D,! Hope : (he defies all that depends upon For- 
tune; and knowing that the beft conjun-dem dom> 
wi dlurcsare always doubtfull, impatiently

paft, and only feed upon what is to 
come. 

By all thefc good and bad effeds of Hope 
*tis eafy to know her nature, and to make an 
exadf definition thereof. Tis then a motion 
ofthe hrafcible appetite, which with ferven- 
cy feeks after an abfent, difficult, polfible 
good. She hath this of common with all 
Pafsions, that ffie is a motion of the foul 5 
but fhe differs from fear, in that ffie conf^ 
ders only what is good, not what is badj 
from joy, in that flic looks upon an abfent, 
not a prefent good 5 from Dcfire,_ in that (he 
feeks not abfolutly after good, but after 
fitch as is difficult. All thefe qualities teach 
us, that fhe may have her good and her bad 
ufes ; that if young people abufo her in their 
plealures, old men make good ufe thereof in 
their affairs; and if fhe be pernicious to 
Wifdom, when fhe leaneth indiforeetly up- 
on the uncertainty of what is to come, ff.e 
is ufefull to Religion, when fhe grounds her 
felf upon Eternity. We fftall fee the proofs 
of theft truths in the enfuing Diftourfts.

n’i'Tp^Affions cannot be more inlblcntlya- 
® bufed, then when they are employed 
{o’ contrary to the defign of Nature ^ or 
po^when, thwarting their principall proprie- 
ties, they are made to ferve unworthy Ma-^ 
■%ers, who either by cunning or violence, 
^ottaakc them forgo Vertues part. I cannot 
S'^otherefore more evidently fbew the ill ufc 
iWhich moft men make of Hope, then in 
i'letting them fee that they give againft her 
ra inclinations •, and that diverting her from 
iff her legitimate obje<ft, they propofc othei-s 
lliitunto her which arc not fo fit for her. For 
rir:according to the reafbn of all Philofbphcrs, 
tethis Paflion ought to refped a good which 
ifloc is Abfcnt, Difficult, and Polfible t whence 
Ktl: 1 conclude, that the riches, honors, or plca- 
iffit, lures of life,cannot be her true objedls fince 
lijii: they have only an appearance of good ; 
cp and that it is Opinion, which knows not 
well how to name things, that hath ho- 
f; y nor’d 
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nor’d them with a title which they dcfervc f 
not : for Reafon teacheth us, that all thcfc n 
things have no other valuation then nha 3 
A urumromen cither Ighorance or Faffiood gives them, ' 
Ktix in igni Bcfcrc fuch timc as Avarice had rent gold' 
exlnde de entraHs of thc earth, and that |

Shame arid forrow accompany them; Sor-i 
row which they fo carefully elchew, findcs 
them always out, and makes them bear 
the punifliment of all the excels which they : 
liave committed. ’Tis peradventUrc this 
which made the Wile-man term theft 
iinbrripi'^u- imaginary goods, dcccitfull Pictures, which 
fruiftu^*Safi- elFcdl nothing Icls then what they 

tin. I ;. appear unto our fenfes : for thole Who judge 
ot the workmanfliip of Pidturcs only by the 
eye, think they fee birds flying in the ayi'i 

Plaines, 
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Plaines at fuch a length, as the eye rcacheth 
not their extent, and Perfonages which ftand 
at diftance from the cloth •, yet when they 
draw neerer,they finde them but asftroaks 
of a Pencill which deceive their fences, and 
which makes them lee things that are not. 
It fares thus with all thofe pcrifliable goods 
which Opinion hath cry ’d up, and which 
owe all their valuation either to»the wcak- 
nefsor to the ignorancf of rnen. They arc 
but the lhadow of good, which having no- 
thing of Iblidity cannot be the obje(fts ^ 
Hope: the wifeft men have therefore dil- 
miftthems and there have been Philolo- 
phers, who have never better known the 
vanity thereof then in their pomp and great* 

nels. . - 

The example which Seneca gives us or 
this, is too ufcfuU not tobeobfervedj he 
tells us,that AttdM had a fecrct affeaion to 
Riches ; and that though he profeft Philo- 
fophy, he thought that tl^ir goodnefs was 
anliverable to their beauty, and that there 
was as much of fweetnefs in them, as ot 
luftre: It fell out fortunately one day, that he 
faw a Triumph, wherein all the magnifi(^n- 
cesof Jlowe were expofedto light; he laW 
velfells of gold and chryftall, the work- 
manlhip thereof augmented their ptvee?

fo many Kings in procefs of fa many ages 
had gather’d together : he favv, in fine, all 
of rare that the Roman power had purchas’d 
fince her Ambition gave place to her Ava- 
rice. Notwithftanding allthis,this Philo- 
fopher found a cure for his malady, where 
it was thought he fliould have increas’d it; 
he grew to know the vanity of riches in the 
midft of their triumph ; for refleding upon 
all that he had feen,..and finding that thofe 
things were no lefs ufelcfs then drccitfuU, 
he gcncroufly defpifed them ; this pomp 
(faith he) could endure,but fome few hours; 
one afternoon hath feen the beginning and 
the end thereof ; and though the chariots 
that carried all this treafure,marcht but foft- 
ly, they were quickly gone ; what likely- 
hood is then that that which could not en- 
tertain us one whole day, fliould poffefs us 
ail our life-time < and that we fliould fuffer 
long punifliment for a thing which is not 
able to give a long contentments Thus did

• If riches, not being a reall good, cannot 
P^bcthcobjcdlof our hope, whatfoeyer elfe 
the world promifeth, us cannot fatisfie it ,. 

'^fince they arc not far enough off. For this 
'^'^Palfion looks far into what is to come: (he 
i"f neglcdls prelcnt things, and longs after what 
is abfent, and builds her felicity upon a 
happineft which is not as yet come. It feems 
i P flie would teach us, that the world is not her 
refting place, and that all thofe content- 
liff' ments which fmooth our fences, and which 
clj* charm our eyes or ears,are not thofe which 
flic feeks after. She raifeth her felf up to 
heaven, and pretending to eternity, ihc. 
liW; thinks not that abfent which isclofcdupin 
the un-intermitted courfe ot Tirne •, (he, by 
Idi a generolity which cannot fufficiently be 
liis< praifcd, doth undervalue all thofe greatnef- 
tiiit fesj of which imaginat on may form an

Demiis q" good, and to languifh for objedb, which 
i*^fap!a? have not any one of thofe conditions that 
hers ought to have. For to boot, that her 
obje<ttoughttobe ablcnt, it mutt be diffi- 
cult, and fuch as may caufe trouble to thofe 
that will feek after it. This epithetc will 
caufe an error to arife inmoftmindes, and 
men finding difficulties in the purfuit of 
fuch things as they wifli for, will imagine 
that they deferve to be hoped for : the Co- 
vetous man, whocrofl’eth the Seas, who 
goes to difeover unknown lands, and to 
Icckout new maladies under newclimats, 
will perfwade himfelfthat riches arc very 
well worth the wifhing, fince they are fo 
hard to come by: die Ambitious man, who 
enjoyes not one hour of content, and who 
findes a thoufand reall hells in the imaginary 
iParadife which he frames unto himfelfj will 
think that Honor is the only objett of 
Hope. But Philofbphy pretends to fix dif- 
ficulty to greatnefs; me confounds the name 
of difficult, with that of noble and gene- 
rous , ftie blames all thofe that labour after 
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^ an infamous good-, and who forgetting the 
i noblensfs of their birth, 

after fuch things asare dcfpicable. Hope 
) too couiagious to value fmoak or dirt •, and 

i flic pitties all thofe mean fouls, wluch take 
, fuch mighty pains to coinpafs riches or ho- 
» nors. ’Tis true, they caufe trouble enough 
i tofhofewho leek after them they are 
not the more to be wilhedfor, for their dif-

But of all theft mad mad men, there are 
none more to be pitied then old men *, who 
feeing death already portray’d in their faces, 
do yet promife unto themfelves a long life: 
they loft every day the ufe of fbme part of 
their body • they fee not but by art, they 
hear not without difficulty, they walk not 
without pain, and in every thing that they 
do, they hav'e new proofs of their weaknefs, 
yet they hope to live 5 and bccauft our For- 
fatheri lived many ages, they believe that in 
having a care of themfelves, they may fence 
themftlv'es agair.ft death and after fo many 
fins that they have committed, tafte a fa- 
vour which hath not been granted five to 
fuch as had not as y^ct loft all Innocence. 
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■ A man muft renounce his judgement to 
: conceive fo irrationall a thought, and not

K leaves us after a certain number of fits, their

thinks if not ftrai^e if ihe be pcrlccutcd ij 
an enemies countrey : (he knows very well 
that (he is called from this miferable world 
to another more happy and that havii^ 
nothing to polfeirc on earth, ihe ought to 
hope for all in heaven. AU^htiftians who 
are inftru(fl:ed in her School, do with a holy 
impatience expeia the happy day wherdn 
the Son of God will punilh his enemies, and 
crown his Subjecas.

all theie ddferences, they have this of com- 
mon, that they cannot fubfift without 
Hope : 'tis the foul which gives them life, \ 
and thcle two beautifull vertues would not 
attract the eyes of men and Angels, were 
they not encouraged by this Paffion which 
regards futurity For vaine-glory. is not a- ■ j' 
bletoinlpire us with the contempt of lor- ^ 
row*, and the Sc^ohhc Stoicks, as proud 
as it is, hath been able to make but fevj 
Philolbphersgeneroufly fuffer the violence 
of tortures, and the Hang-mans cruelty: but 
Chriftian Religion hath produced multi- 
tude of martyrs, who have overcome 
flames, and favage beafts, and triumphed ^ 
over Pagan Emperours. Their fortitude ^ 
was grounded upon the vertue ofHope*, 
and whil’ft men went about to corruptthem 
with promifes,to affright them with threats, 
and to vanquifh them with torments, they 
railed up their fpirits to heaven, andcon- 
fidcred the recompences vvhich God pre- 
pares for thofe that ferve him faith- 
fully. 
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’Tis doubtleft out of this reafon that the 
I great Apoftle hath gijycn fuch glorious titles 
to Hopcy and that he employs all his divine 
^ eloquence to,?xprels the wondcrfull effects ^“Treho™ 
ihereofrforlbmetiineshecallsitanAnchor, ram hsbemus 
^which Hops ourveflell in the lea, which

. F all the Paflfions of man, Delpairisht 
jthat which hath been moft ho-;oit 
nour’d, and moft blam’d by AntUlm 
quity : for (l.e hath paft for the laft proof o|cfj 
courage in thole famous men, who hav4a 
made ule of (word or poyfon, to free them-jnd 
felvcs from the inlblencc of a victorious e-o[ 
nemy. Poets and Orators never appeared j 
more eloquent, then when they dclcribe the tic 
death of Cato ; and they do lb artificially iS 
dilguile that furious action, that did not ii 
faith perfwade us that it is an execrable at- 1 
tempt, we lliould take it for an Heroickati- 
on. Seneca never praifed Vertue lb much, as 

this 
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this crime^he feemsby the high encomium’s 
he gives it, to perfwade all men to Dclpair ^ fp^aX^gau- 
and to obliege all unfortunate people to dio psos,aum 
commit Parricide: heitiiagines that all the 
gods defcended into ^tica to confidcr this <jex, giadium 
fpedfaclc;& that they would honour a Stotck [“g ® 
Philofopher with their pierence, who notyi(£jj.jfpjugij^ 
[ able to endure government, though &animam 

^he had born with the like in 

his dagger into his breaft, tore hisentrailes^ vident.cap.i. 
and that he might tafte death, rent his foul 
from his body with his own hands. But 
truely I do not Wonder that Seneca would 
Viakcamurdcr pafs fora lacrificc, fince 
‘ hiith approved ofdrunkennefs, and that he eft : ac facilius 
jihath made it a vertue, that he might not be efficiet, auii- 
1; Gonftrained to blame C4t<j, who was accufed Xcritmn fact 
. thereof. Others have abfblutcly condemn’d neftum, quam 
: Defpair-, and becaufc fome men, givi*^S 
themfeives over unto fury, have dipt their tranquil. ani-: ' 
; hands in their own bloud, they have been nu.«p-ij- 
Bt of opinion that this Paflion Ought to be 
ip{ baniflit from out our foul *, and that nothing 
could befall us in this life, wherein it Was 
Ilf lawfull to follow the motions thereof. 

; Both thefe opinions are equally un juft, 
j and do violate the Sence. of Nature ^ 
ff. let the difaftcr be what it pleafe, which For- 
jf tune threatens us withall, and whatfoever 

Z % great 
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I'reat mifliap ftie prepareth for us, we never 
may attempt agai nft our own life : our birth 
and our death depend only upon our Lord 
God, and none but he who hath brought us 
into the world, can take us out of it he hath 
left unto us the difpofall of all the conditi- 
ons of our life, and hath only referved to 
himlelfthe beginning, and the end ; we arc 
born when he pleafeth, and we die when he 
ordaincth it : to haften the hour of our 
death, is to intrench upon his rights 5 and he 
is fb jealous of it, as he oft-times doth mi- 
racles, to teach us that it belongcth unto 
him. But if Deipair be forbidden us upon 
this occafton, there arc many others where- 
in it is permitted •, and I am of opinion, that 
Nature did never more evidently Ihcw her 
care over man, then in enduing him with a 
Paffion which may free him from all the e- 
vills for which Philofophy hath no re-' 
medy. 

For though Good be a pleafing object, 
and that by its charm it powerfully attrads 
the Will, yet is it fbmetimes environed with 
lb many difficulties, that the Will cannot 
come nigh it: its beauty makes her languift, 
ffic 'conlurncs away in defire, and hope, 
which eggeth her on, obliegeth her to do 
her utmojft in vain : the more ffic hath of 
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Love, the more fhe hath of Sorrow ; and 
the more excellent the good which /he fteks 
after, is, the more miferable is flic : that 
which ought to caufc her Happinefs, occa- 
fioneth her puniflimcnt : and to fpeak it in 
few words, flie is unfortunate, for that flie 
i cannot forbear loving an objed which flie 
cannot corapafs. This torment would laft 
j as long as her Love, did not Delpair come 
j in to her liiccour, and by a naturall wif 
I; dom obliege her to forgo theftarch ot an 

- impoflibility 5 and to ftifle ilieh ddires as 
ji feem only to afflid her. 

^ As this Paflion takes us off from the pur- 
5, fuit ofa difficult good which furpafficthour 
i[ power, fb are there a thoufand occafions 
met withall in mans life, wherein fhe may 
beadvantageoufly madeuleof^and there is 
no condition how great foever in the world, 
5. which needs not her affiftance. For mens 
powers are limited, and the greater part of 

- their defigns are impolsiblc; Hope and 
Boldnds which animate them, have more 

^ of heat then government ^ led on by theft 
blinde guides they would throw themftlves 
headlong into pr^eciptces, did not Delpair 
withhold themj & did not flie by her know- 
ledg of their weakncls, divert them from 
I their ralh enterprizes : Ibe is alfo a faith- 
* ^ Z 7 fuU 
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full Councellour which never doth deceive ill 
ps, and which delervcs not to be blamed, 

. if, not being font for till our affairs be in a )fa 
fad condition, file gives us more wholfome U 
then honorable advice ; we muft accufc j>loi 
Hope, vvhich engageth us too eafily in a in- 
danger; and praife Defpair, which finds a iif< 
means to free us from it. 0 

The greateft Princes are only unhappy, :;!i 
for not having liftned unto her ; for Ho 
would they meafure their forces before 
they undertake a war, they would not be iili; 
enforced to make a diflionorable peace, and ,2 
to take the law from their vidforious enemyijii 
but the mifehief is, they never implore De-\r 
fpairs affiftance, but when flie cannot give p 
it them *, and they never advife with this di 
Pafsion,till all things be reduced to an ex-|(i 
tremity: yet is flie not unufefull at fuch a it 
time, and hef councells ceafe not to be pro*' e 
fitable, though precipitate. For when t 
Princes know that their forces arc inferior 
to thofe of their enemies, and that all thep 
advantage lies on the enemies fide, Dclpair a 
wifely managed caufeth them to retreat-, 
and this Pafsion repairing the faults of " 
Hope and Audacity, tnakes them keep their 
fouldiers till another time, when they may 
affu redly promife themfelves the viftory :

fo great as it cannot be evaded; it makes 
vertue of ncceflity, and gives baitell to an 
enemy, wh chHope it felfdurft notaflail: 
it oftentimes plucks theLawrell from out 
the Conquci-ors hand ; and performing afti- 
ons which may pals for miracles, it cx'cccds 
Nature, it preferves mens lives in making 
them contemn them, and wins the vidlory 
by feeking after an honourable death. 

By all thde effcdls it is cafic to judge of the 
nature of Deipair, and to know that it is a 
violent motion by which the foul keeps a- 
loof from a difficult good, which it thinks 
it cannot compais, and by which likewift it 
lometimes draws neer unto it ; rather co 
Ihun the evil which threatens it, then to pof 
fefsthe difficult good: for in its birth De- 
fpair is fcarfull, and hath no other defign, 
then to divert the foul from the vain feek- 
ing after an impoffible good ^ but in its pro- 
greis it becomes bold;^and when it fees that 
by keeping aloof from a difficult good, it 
engageth it felf in an infamous evill, it re- 
fumes courage, and imploys all its power to 
gain a thing which it thought affuredly to 
have loft ; fo as this is not a finglc Paffion; & ■ 
to explain the nature thereof well, we mull 
fay , that fhe is mixt,of Fear and Hope ; and 
that, as in the beginning fhe is more faint- 
hearted 
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■ hearted then the former, (he is in the end 
more generous then the later. Butat both 
;; thefe times (he hath need of government- and 
i» that (he may be ferviceable to Vertue , 

^ miift fhuntwo dangerous extreams which 
E bear her name, and ftain her glory the one 
may be called Faint-hcartednefs, the other 
iii fooliiardinefs.-flrc falls into the former, when 
. not knowing her own ftrength, (f-e keeps at 
«: diftance from a good which (lie might com- 
i' pals ; H e falls into the fecond, when not re • 
^pgarding her own imbecillity, orthegreat- 
^8 nefs of the danger, (he undertakes an impof- 
f/f,fibility, and engageth her felf inadefign 
h! which cannot have any good fuccefs. It bc- 
of longs to Rcafon to govern her, and to fee 
:l[ when (lie may clchew without infamy, and 
kl when flie may charge without rafhnefs : if 
i;' it be a lawfull good, which may with 
Bfi Jufticc be cxpedied, itmuft feldomeor nc- 
c? ver bcde(paired.of-,upon(uch an occafion 
Mi’ Opiniatrccyis commendable; and a man is 
in not to be blamed who attempts even an im- 
tt? polfibility,topurchafc a happinefs which his 
k duty requires him to (cck after : but if that 
i(» which he wilheth for, be hard to come by, 
and perifliable, he muft cure himfelf of his 
vain delires,and foolifli hopes,by a rationall 
jfi Delpair. But he muft beware, that though 
St this 
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this Paffion be in Nature oft-times inno- 
cent, fhe is always guilty in relation to 
grace : for naturall hope being grounded 
upon our proper forces, it is la wfull to for- 
go her, to embrace Defpair 5 and there is 
nothing of inconvenience, that manwhofe 
mifery is fb well known,do quit his defigns 
when he cannot compafs them : but fuper- 
naturall hope being grounded upon divine 
power, we muft not forgo her jand it is a 
capital! fault to fufpetSf God of falfliood or 
ofweaknefs. Thofe therefore who defpair 
oftheir fouls health, juftle his higheft perfe- 
dions, and make themfelves unworthy to 
receive pardon of their fins, from the time 
they ceafeto hope: for fince the holy Scrip- 
ture teacheth us, that God is good, and all- 
powcrfull,thofe who perfwade themfelves. 


that he either will not, or cannot fave 


them, commit outrage againft his Power i 
and Goodnefs 5 and by one and the fame ' 
fault give againft his two moft excellent : 
qualities : and if we will believe St. Aupn, ■ 
they who defpair imitate proud people, and 
make themfelves cquall with God, by lo- 
ling the hope of their falvationj for when 
they fall into defpair, they imagine that 
Gods mercy is not fo great as their fin is, 
and by an injurious preferrence, they raife 

their 
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' their wickednefs above his goodnefs ; they Adhuccum

True it is, that if Defpair be tauky m re- Dei, 

. lation to Grace, there is an excefs of Hope dan* fine® iii. 
k which is not much left dangerous and 
f there are certain Chriftians in the Church, ferens Deo, 
k who are opinionated in their fins, only out 
: of a confidence they have of Gods mercy : ccgitari non 
f they make ufe of his goodnefs only to in- 
i' jure him; they think not of his favors to fjp''"|,enc. 

(c finners, ftveto abulc them ; and by irratio- cap. s. 
nail confequences, which Philofophy can- 
not have taught them, they conclude that 
they ought to be wicked, becaufe God is 
good, and that we ought to offend him, be- 
caufe he doth not punifli his enemies : had 
; not thefe fiiamelefs finners loft their judge- 
f ^ ment together with their Piety ,they would 
IS argue after another manner, and fay; That 
i^i.fincc God is good, man muft be obedient ; 
ii' that fince he is prone to forgive, man ought 
:i to have a care how to offend him ; and that 
[f ' fmee he loves the welfare of man , man 
ought to love his Honour. But certainly, if 
they had not thefe juft confiderations,Gods 
; mercy fhould not maintain in them their 
foolifh confidence-, for to boot, that his 

mercy 
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Mercy agrees with his Juftice, and that the 
one doth not intrench upon the othcB 
rights, he hath fb temper’d his Promifes 
with his Threats in the holy Scripture, as 
they banilh from out the foul of man both 
Delpair and Prefumption ; to alTure thofe 
that defpair, he hath propofed penitency 
unto them, the gate whereof is open to aU 
thofo that repent ♦, and to terrifie the pre- 
fumptuous, who through their delays de. 
foifehis mercy, he hath made the day of 
death uncertain, and hath reduced them to 
aneceflityof fearing a moment, which as 
being unknown may furprize the whole 
world.

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The firft Difcourfe. 

of the Nature, Properties and FffeBs of 
{^udaeity, and Femr, 

;F Vcrtues be the more to be 
valued by reafon of the difficul- 
ties which accompany them-, if 
fuch as are moft painfull be 
moil beautiful^ we muft corfeis 
that among Paffions, Audacity ought to be 
eftcemed the moil glorious, nnce it is the 
moil dif&cult i and that it undertakes to 

figt« 
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fight againft whatfbever is moft terrible in 
the world : for though Hope be generous, 
and that (lie be not pleafed with what is 
|ood,unlefs it be auftere^yct doth the beau- 
ty thereof invite her to feek after it, and the 
charms thereof endue her with ftrengthto 
overcome the difficulties which furround 
it : but Audacity wants this alfiftance, and 
confiders an objedt which l\ath nothing in it 
of lovely ; flie lets upon evill, and comming 
in to the aid of Hope, (he denounceth war 
to her enemies, andpropofethno other re- 
compence in the combat, but gloryrfhc is of 
the humour of conquerors, who leave 
all the booty to their fbuldicrs, reftrving 
only the honor to themfelves. 

For ^11 thofc that deferibe her nature, a- 
gree in this, that fhc is a Paffion of the foul 
which goes in queft of dangers, to grapple 
with them, and overcome them (he may 
therefore be termed a naturall Fortitude, 
and a difpofition to that generous Vertuc 
which triumphs in forrow, and in death ; as 
(he undertakes nothing but what is difficult,' 
(he is more fevere then pleafing * a certain 
{everitymaybe feen in their countenances 
whom fhc inanimates, which fufficicntly 
(hews, i;hac her delight lies in troubles, and 
tliat flic hath no other paftirae,then what fhc 

takes 
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takes in overcomming Sorrows : nothing 
comforts her but Glory : nor doth any 
thing nourifh her but Hope •, with this 
weak fuccour (he affails all her enemies, and 
: gains almoft as many victories as (he fights 
battells. 

But to afford this Difeourfe more light, 

; we muft know, that Good and Evill are the 
i: two objects of all our Pafsions : Love con- 
■: fiders Good, and employes Defire and 
i Hope, to obtain it : fometimes the Good 
7;, proves fohard to be come by, that Love 
through Defpair forgoes it, thinking it a 
jit piece of wifdom, to renounce a happinels 
vs which-cannot be obtained. Hatred dctefls 
* Evill, and to witbftand an enemy which dc- 
(,j dares pcrpetuall war with it, fhe emplws 
:: fuch Pafsions as hold of her empire 5 fhe 
makes ufe ofFcar,and of Efchewing,tokeep 
from it-, and fometimes fhe employs Bold- 
4 nefs andCholer, to fight with it and over- 

3 come it ; but as Defpair would never forgo 
■ a difficult Good, did not Fear perfwade that 

4 the difficulties which attend it cannot be 

< overcome^ Audacity would never under- ns fpel, font 
take tofo upon a dreadfull evill, did nota^»««;Arift- 
Hope promife her thevidory: fo as thefc JJ*’ ^ 
two Pafsions ceafe not to be of one mind c, 
though they have different objects ; though 
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the one fcek after what is good, and the o- 
thcr provoke what is evill,they both labour 
forthequict of the mi nde? and by leverall 
ways endeavour the fame end. The truth is, 
the condition of the one is much more 
fwcetthen is that of the other*, for Hope 
bath only a refped to the good which fce C 
defires; if fometimes fhc caft her eye upon • 
the difficulties which furround it, ’tis rathei! 
out of necefeity then inclination^ and 
tffhe hazard her felf uponrfbme danger, ’tis ' ^ 
ootfb much out of glory, as out of profit : 
but boldnefs confiders only what is evill, ju 
and by a certain confidencewhich accom- 
panics her in all her defignes, promifeth hc^||^ 
felf to overcome it by her own ftrengtlu ' 


Hope doth eajily engage her felf^ and being 
as light as vain, fhe undertakes all enterpri- 
ecs which fhe judgeth to be glorious and 
fcafible 5 but fhe would thereby reap no- 
thing but confufion, did not Audacity 
come in to her aid 5 and by the greatnefs of 
that courage which is natural! to her, hap- 
pily execute that which her companion had 
rafhly undertaken ; Hope refcmbles the 
Trumpets which found the charge, but ne- 
ver enter into the fouffle ; Audacity contra- 
riwife, is, of the nature of thofe fouldiers

bus, vicJtfoi- Ibc is not troubled for being beaten by men, 
provided flic ntay overcome Fortune 5 and 
Scnec.de conf. good lucccfs. is to her indifferent, fofhc 
fsp.ap.o. may vanquifh the apprehenfion of danger. 

If it be permitted to add Fidion to Hifto- 
ry, wefliall fee the divers motions of thofe^' 
two Pafsions, in the perfonof ^ajon. lhc 
. purchafe of the golden Fleece is the fubjed 
of his journey ; Hope makes him put to 
fea, and promifeth him fair winds which 
fliall fill his fails, and bring him in defpite of ; 
tempeft, to the coaft of Colchis : ff e (hews 
hint, how all Greccebave their cys fixed upon i 
him-,and that (he hath no commander who ‘ 
in this expedition will not fight under his 
enfign r that in fb noble an enterprize profit 
is joyn d to glory , and that the recompence 
which he may txpcd,is as rich as honorable: 
but Audacity which cannot flatter, lays be- 
fore him Souldicrs which he hath to over-.

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come. 
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come, Monftcrs to tame, and a Serpent 
which always waketh to furprize^ yet he 
accepts of all thefe conditions, and under- 
takes to aflailall thefe enemies upon confi-j 
dence of his own forces ; he is not fiire to o- 
vercomc theB jlls and Serpents which he 
lhall meet withall ^ but he is very well afTu-- 
red to overcome Fear ; he knows that fuc- 
cefs depends upon Fortune, but he knows 
alfothat Boldnefs depends only upon Cou- 
rage : it fufficeth him to fet at naught all 
thefe. Monfters, which prefent themfelvcs 
' before him under fuch dreadful vifages, and 
. without any further recompence , thinks 
Hhirafclf glorious enough, if he can triumph 
f over Fear. 

^ By thefe two examples, the advantages 
which Audacity hath over Hope, are eanly 
difeerned j but in their oppofitions fome- 
what of refemblance may be found-, and the 
fame caufes that make us hope for good, 
**; feem to make us defpife evill: for youth, 
f* .which abounds in heat, imagines nothing 
impofsible and becaufe her vigour gives her 
affurance, (he eafily engageth her felf in dif- 
ficult and glorious defigns : good fuccefs 
dothlikewife feed this Pafsion; and when 
Fortune fmiles upon Commanders, they do 
not greatly refufe to fight •, though their 
Aa 3 forces 
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forces be inferiourto thofeof the cneinjr, ■ 
they perAvade thcmfelves that their very ' 
name is able to affright them •, and being ac- ' 
cuftomed to overcome , they cannot fear 
a misfortune which hath not yet befallen 
them. Power contributes no Icfs then good 
fuccefs to make men bold 5 for when t i 
Prince commands over a great State 5 when I 
every town furnifheth him with an Army; 
when the revenews are fuch as will afford 
him to entertain them divers years % when 
his neighbours fear him, and that he hath 
no more to do to make them his lubjeds, 
but to march into the fields 5 he fhuns not || 
the undertakings of any war, nor ever de-P 
Quiber.efe fpaircs of Vidory. But ofall things in the ^ 
nothing makes a man more bold m 
rcsfunt.Arid. then innocence : for though the enemy that ii£ 
iib.t.Retoric. affails him be powerfull, and that the iSf 
earth fight in favour of him, he imagines Jar 
that God ought to take his part, and that he ^11 
who protC( 5 fs the innocent, being interefled ^£0 
in his Caufc, is bound to defend him 5 fb as J; 
hemarcheth undauntedly amidft dangers, ■‘X 
dreads no ill fiicccfs ; and expeCfing help « 
from heaven proraifeth unto himfclfaffu- 
red vidiory. The one and the other of theic 1 
Pafsions may be miftaken ^ and as they be- 
come glorious vermes, when they are g«i- J 

ded 
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I ded by Prudence; they may degenerate in* 
i to flumefuU vices, when they fufFerthem- 
5 fclvcs to be govern’d by Indifcretion ; this 
( is that we will examine in the c.nfuing

Hope, we muft not wonder if Ihc 
undertake enemies which (hecan- 
, not vanquifh •, and if her defigns have, for 
the moft part, ill fuccefs : ’tis not likely that 
ra(h enterprizes fhould be fortunate, and 
that adlions which are not govern’d by 
: Wifdom, (hould be accompanied by good 
. fuccefs : Fortune grows weary of favouring 
the Audacious*, and having oft-times kept 
them out of danger, wherein they had indif- 
creetly engaged themfelves , ihe fbrlakes 
them with fome feeming Juftice, and pu* 
ni(hes their fool-hardinefs, to remedy the 
like in others. All men are therefore bound 
to weigh well the councells which Hope 
Aa4 SWeth 
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giveth them, and to confider their ftrength» 
before they follow the motions of Audaci' 
ty : for though they be full of Gallantry, 
and that moft fouldiers confound them 
with the motions of valour, they ceafe not 
notwichftanding to be fatall,andto be dai- 
ly the caufc of the lofs of Armies, and ruine sac 
of States. But to finde tine Spring-head of If 
this evill, we muft know that the Pafsions sre 
refide in the inferior part of the foul, and sr 
cannot difeourfe they only confider their k 
objcdl. and by a blinde impctuofitic they re: 
either draw ncer unto it, or keep far from it-, p 
they do not mark fo much as the circum- hli 
fiances which accompany it •, and not com-'p' 
paring the difficulties with their ftrengths, ‘k 
they engage themfelves indifcreetly in a fo;

: and fearfull apparitions ; this mean while 
;; fi e borrows no aid, nor takes no counccll, 
fii' fave only of Hope-, and the fame that hurries 
I, herintb danger, is fi.e that councells her 5 
ilfiie whofetshcr on work, is (lie who puts 
cc weapons into her hands •, and who under 
Oil vain promifts engageth her in extream diffi- 
riu^ciiltxs: file alfo often fees the greateftpart 
rof her defigns prove abortive, and reapes 
nothing of all her ufelefs endeavours, but

ding that her undertakings do exceed her-^“‘!“”^,

confidence they Ihcwcd in their defigns, all 
that remains unto them, is Weaknefies, as 
fiilloflhameas of guilt 
'Tis truCsthatCholcr fometimes fidcs with 
5pldne{s,andfurnilheth it with new forces, 
when the danger hath made it lolc its own : 
but this aflfiftance is not always fure: the 
(buldicr that engages himfclfin battell upon 
her weak fuccours, is in as great danger 
of lofing the vidory, as he who puts his 
hope in Deipair ^ and is no more afl'ured of 
conqueft, then he that fights , only becaufc 
he cannot retire. Deiperate men have been 
(cen to die with their weapons in their 
hands, and if fometimes they have revenged 
their deaths,they have not always preferved 
their lives : Bold men have alfo often been 
feen, who for being cholerick, have not 
more luckily evaded the danger whercinto 
they had precipitated themfelves. Cholers 
forces arc as well limited as are thofc of 
Boldncfs ; and u nlefs the one an4 the other 
of them be guided by Prudence,thcy ought 
not to cjcped any thing but dreadful! conic- 
quences : that which hath happened upon 
one occafion, will not happen upon many 
Others ; and the Heavens arc not oblieged

: fora ruk to all Conquerors ^ he lived no* 
long enough to be certainly imitated: the

his good Fortune, but to conjure down the 
tempefts, and put confidence in his Pilot: In 
fine, he made u(e ofHope in all his enter- 
prizes, he fubmitted it to Prudence, and 
taught all Commanders, that to be valiant, 
a man muft be more wife then ralli.

There is a great deal of diftcr'crtcc be^ 
fweefr a valiant man, and one thatr i$ .defpe'- 
rate : the latter feeks out death to free him-- 
fclf* from mifery •, but the ether puffocs it' 
only to difeharge his duty, and Content his 
mclination: he will not then engage him- 
felfm danger to purchafe a Iktie honor ; he 
will not be guided by the example of the 
Rafh- vhe values not thqfe maximes which 
are authorized by Polly and Indifcrction ;

her enemy Vain-glory, is always accompa- 
nied with Faint-hcartednefs : The fecond is 
Hatred of our fcives, for he that hath not o- 
p e vera for- vercomc his own inclinations, muft not cx- 
cvftra f^pug^ overcome his delights ^ and he who 

nn Aug.ierm.hath not warrcd againftnis own body, is 
e.dcNativu. but ill prepar’d to denounce war againft 
Dommi. Sorrow. Let us then ufe our ftrength a- 
gainft our felves, that we may employ it to 
purpofe againft our enemies, and let us van- 
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quifli Self-love , if we will overcome the 
fear’" Df death.

it engageth us in dangers which caufe much

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Fear is contemptible j and error hath (b 
cried down this Pafllon, as 'tis taken for the 
mark of a Coward •, but her humor is wife, 
and if fhc warn us of our misfortunes, it is 
to free us from them- For Nature feeinsto 
have given us two PaflTions to our Counfel- 
lours in the divers adventures of our life; 
Hope and Fear; the firft is doubtlels the 
more pleafing, but the fecond is the 
more faithfull • the firft flatters us to de- 
ceive US; the fecond frightens us tofe- 
curc US; the firft imitates thoft interefled 
Counfellours, who in all their advices have

na pniicipis of thcif Princc, and who by a dangerous ’w 
wr qulm c^m ptcfcr his contentment before the fet 

ipfo-iacit. I. welfare of his State ; the fecond refcmbles fei 
hiftor. thofe faithfull Statc-Minifters which difto- jed 
ver a mifehief that they may cure if, and jod 
, who (Hck not to anger their King a little, to 4 
purchafe him a great deal of glory. In fine, .tM 
the firft is oft-times ufelefs-, and the number Mi 
of what is good being fmall enoueh, fhc 
hath not many employments ; and" if flic 
undertakes any thing which belongs not to ’-j 
her, (he makes us lofe our labour and our »;

within their duties, and which after a fault 
committed makes them lift up their hands 
to heaven, and witnefs their (brrow for it. 
Though mcntalkofgenerofity in Religion j 
and boaft that they ate woh rather by Pro- 
raifes then by Threats ; yet it muft be con- 
feft,that Pear hath fiVed more guilty people 
then Hope : fo is (lie termed in the holy 
B b 4 Scripture 
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Scripture, the beginning of Wifdom •, that «i 
isto fay , the prop ofVertue,&the foundati- ;tt 
on of Piety.

I know very well, that the StoUhhmwt 
cry’d her down •, but what Paifionhathe- tt 
. vet been able to defend it fclf againft their Jfj 
calumnies *f they will have us baniih Lovep. 
from off the earth, bccaufe it makes fome |oi 
unclean-,and confider not, that being the li'i: 
gament of Society, a man rauft ccafc to livc,'|: 
if he were forbidden to love : Religion is 
preferved only by Charity, which is a kinde 
of love % and God would never have made 
men, had he not meant to make them lovers 
of him. The fame Philofophers will ftifle

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Fear, then Sloth •, for though Natures in- 
tention was, to make her fcrviccablc unto 
prudence; and by her care to prevent the 
cvills which threaten us; yetitfb falls out 
by a mifehievous irregularity, as (he that 
ought to free us from evill , engageth us 
thetem •, and that the Palfion which ought 
to give us counlell, hinders us from taking 
it : for Reafon wills,that we confult as often 
as any important affair happens, the fuccefs 
whereof depends not abfolutely upon our 
power ; and the cvills which Fearconfiders 
being of this nature, it ieems fhe would 
move us maturely to deliberate, and to feek 
out the means how to defend our felvcs 
from the enemies that affail us ; and yet flic 
Pavor faplen-j fo much confufion into our minde, 
tiam omncips that ftic makes us incapable of confultation ; 
mihi fxpeao- ^ j deciphers forth dangers fo dreadfull 

to us, as banilhing witdom, ihe hurries us 
into Defpair : fo, by two contrary effe(fls, 
flie obliegethus toaske councell, and will 
not fuffer us to receive it ; ffc makes us know 
our indigence, and will not permit us to 
feek out a Remedy. We muft therefore be 
carcfull, how we make ufe of fb ftrange a 
Paffion, and which contrary to the defign of 
Nature, offers us her light to difeover the 
pyills that are to come, and yet refufeth it 
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® rstoihun them : Wifdofn will amend this 
'k' fault, and the following difeourfe will (f ew 
'w us what means we muft ufe to deal with

lt fieged; for all morality confcfleth,that there 
iia; is no veituc which is not environed by fins, 
Miic and w'** lees not an encnLy th.rcatning heron 
idrcitherfide.Clemency,which may be termed 
ai( the ornament of Princes, and the happinefs 
iistofStates, Hands in the midft between In- 
jiti clulgence and Severity ^ let her ftep never fo 
little awry,lhc lights upon one of thefe two 
|[j Monfters : and auuming (bme one of their 
qualities, Ihe unluckily lofethallherown. 
Foititude, or that valour which cncou- 
j; ragech conquerors to glorious enterpri-

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zes, is placed between Raflinels and Re- 
milnes •, if flie expofe her felf unadvifcdly, 
fhe becomes Ralli ^ andif flie too carefully 
preferve her felf, Ihe is fufpeded to be 
cowardly : Liberality which wins the heart, 
after Power hath conquer’d the body, is 
quarter’d between Avarice and Profiife- 
nefsj if flie husband her goods more care- 
fully then decency permits, fhe is accufed 
of Avaricioufnefs; iffheindifcreetly lavilh 
them, of Prodigality •, but the Paflions fecra 
to me to be more happily quarter’d •, for if 
they be aflailed by a Vice, they have a Vet- 
tue to defend them 5 and if they prove faul- 
ty, they may alfb prove Innocent : this is 
evidently feen in Fear ; which being fet- 
viceable to Sloth and Defpair, may be the 
like to Wifdom and Shamcfaftnels •, and by 
means of thefe two may preferve all other 
Vertues. 

Though Fear be fhie , and affrightned 
with the evills which fhe difcovcrs,yet doth 
fhe much refemble Wifdqm, that a little aid 
may make her take her nature upon her: 
this Vertues chief employment, according 
to the judgement of all Philofbphers, is to 
confidef things Paft, to govern things Pre- 
fent, and to fbrefee things Future: but flic 
i§ more taken up with what is to come, then 
' ■ " ■■ with 
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tvKh what is prefent, or what is paft : for to 
bootjthat the prefent is but a Moment, and 
that it comprehends but afinallnumberof 
Occidents, it is fcnfible, and our eyes arCj 
> only requifite to judge thereof^ the time that 
is paft is no longer in our powerj all the 
wifdqm pf the world hath no jurifdidion 
over it 5 it is not hard to be known, and our. 

: memory ( if it be not very faithlefs ) repre- 
. Tents unto us the events which it hathpro- 
i duced; but the time to come is as doubtful! 
t as concealed ; it is environ’d with darkneis 
i which cannot be difllpatedjit draws along 
i >vith it a prodigious train of Adventures, 

5 which caufe a thouiand alterations in Indi- 
i viduallmcn, and in Common- wealths •, ib 
:: as Futurity is the chief objc<ftof Wifdom,. 
vyhich confiders the other differences of 
time, only that flie may the better judge of 
this : flie ftudiesnot what is paft, fave only 
: to know what is tocomej and Ihe governs 
-C the prefent time, only to alfure her felf of 
the Future. Great Politicians have there- Corfiiiari 
foie believed, that Wiidom was a Divine 
Vertue; that one could notconfult thee- 
vent of things without afsiftance from hea- " 
ven ; and that to be a happy Councellour,a 
man mu ft be a true Prophet : now Fear is of 
the nature of Wifdom 5 for though fl:c call 
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to mindc Paft eviUs, though (he bufie her 
fclf about the Preftnt, her particular enter- ife 
tainment is in Futurecvills, and fhe ufeth all t 
her beft mcans,eithcrto keep them far off, or n 
to withftand them : ’tis true,fhc implores [ra 
help of Hope, and makes uft of the courage h 
thereof to rid her of her enemies •, but Ihc fi 
more refcmbles Wifdom, which after ha- Iw 
ving forefeen a danger, ufeth the valour of foi 
fouldiers to rcpdl it: for men are not fo jis: 
happy, as to pofTcfs thefe two Venues both irc 
tc^etberj they require different tempers i lth( 
and though they mutually afsift one ano- jtk 
iher, they feem to have protefted never to la 
meet in one and the fiimc perfbn : Wifdom t)j 
is the portion of thofc old men that are r 
grown white-hair’d in bufinefs , and who m 
have fpent all their lives in obferving the ipp 
humours of People, the revolutions of ^ 
States, and the divers changes of Fortune; piir 
Valour on the contrary, is the Portion of jor 
young men, who having more Vigour then a 
Experience, are fitter to Execute then to De- 5^ 
liberate ; and fiiccced better in Combats,- ju 
then in Counfells. It appertains only to the 
cternall Word, to be at once both Wifcioni ^ 
and Power •, the Arm and the Idea of his 
Fathcr:bat amongft the creatures thefe qua- 
litics are |[cparaeed3 and who hath much ij 

ftrength, 
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ftrength, hath but little knowlcdg ^ to make 
thefe two incompatible advantages meet. 
Heaven mnft do a miracle 5 and it is not 
more difficult to agi*ec Fire and Water, then 
to unite Wifdom and Fortitude:It muft alio 
be confefs’d, that as Fear is fuller of Advi- 
fcdncls then of Gencrofity, Ihe hath likc- 
wilc more Light then Heat, and is far fitter 
e for Counccll then for Combat. In fine,lhc 
( is accufed in taking things always in the 
worft fence, and of making cvills greater 
:: then they are 5 Sherefcmbles (fay they ) 
* thofe faint-heaited Spies, which Mofes fent 
a to difeover the land of Paleftinei who 
a thought by their falfe reports to have tur- 
' ned the ^em from fo noble a conqueft : fhc 
f makes a Mountain of a Mole-hill; all beafts 
appear Monfters to her, and fhe thinks all 
i dangers which fhec fees, inevitable. Tis 
true, ihe doth almoft always judge the 
' worfl: 5 and that (lie may be abufed, doth 
: paint out evill in its proper deformity ; but 
' furely,in fo doing ihe remembreth Wifdom 
: the more, which never adviieth of what is 
to come, without fore-cafting all the diffi- 
culties that may arrive,& without preparing 
forces to fight with ilich enemies as may 
aflail her : ff e doth not confider only what 
is done, but what may be done •, when ihe 
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fees an evill, fhe will know the progrefs 
thereof^ and takes fome little trouble to 
procure aflured quiet. The Stoicks have no 
better expedient to defend themfelves a- 
gainft an evill that threatens them, then to 
imagine it will happen, and to withftandit 
in their minds, that they may have the bet- 
ter of it in effe<S ; lb as by the judgement of 
our enemiesjwifdom hath no other maxime 
then Fcarf and this faithfull fervant moves 
not, but as her Soveraign doth . 

’Tis true, that as fl:e neighbours upon the 
Sences, and refide in that part of the foul 
wherein combuftions are framed, Ihe al- 
way^apprehends trouble-, and her judge- 
ments are almoft always accompanied with 
commotion: but the underftanding may ca- 
fily difabufe her and by the brightnefs of 
its. fire, may diflipatc the Foggs vyhich rife 
from the Imagination 5 it muft bindc her to 
confider fuch obje<51:s as fhc is afraid of, and 
make her the bolder by making her view 
the caule of her aftoniflrment at a necref 
diftance ; flie muft take away that Soletnni- 
tie from Punifttments which makes them lb 
dreadmll,andthole.compIaints from Grief 
which mike her fo eloquent;, it muft 
teach her, that under thofe deceitfull appea- 
rances, there is but a common death which 
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children have endured, which Souldiers 
have overcome, & which Slaves have con- 
temned.-themoft appearing torments arc not 
always the moft violent , a flopping of the 
urine is more painfull then being broken 
upon a wheel-, one troubled with the Gout, 
fuffers many times more pain in his bed’ 
then an offender doth on the Rack*, and a 
man whofe head is cutoff, endures notfb 
fiuich as he that dies of a Feaver ; it belongs 
then to the underflanding to perfwade Fear 
that all thofe things which affright us, are 
: not thofe which harm us ; that the greateft 
appearing cvills are not the moflfenfible; 
{. and that thofe whiebappear leafl, are oft- 
times caufe of greateft pain. ThuswUlfhe 
, befixe againft evillsj and fuffering her felf 
; to be guided by Reafon, fliewill have no 
i more apprehenfions, then what fhall be nc- 
V ceflary to Iteep her ffdra being fhrprized. 
j But if Fear may be ferviceable to us in 
withftanding Vice, fle may be made ufe of 
to defend Vertuc, and this feemstobethe 
^ chief end for which Nature hath ordained 
. hcjj; for Shame is nothing but a Fear ofln- 
. farhy . and this innocent Paflion, is the pro- 
tc(3refs ofall Venuesj tis to her that Judges 
owe their Integrities Souldiers their Cou- 
rage ^ and Women their Chaftity ; ’tis by, 

her 
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her care that Piety is preferved^ and J 
and all the world muft confcis, that c 
not any atfe<aion of our foul is more dele- c 
stable, ortifcfiili, then is Shame. Since wc ' 
owe fo much unto hcr/tis reafon that we ac- t 
knowiedgit, and that we give her the h^ « 
nour Ihc dcfcrves : foe carries the coiourcf J 
Vertue yand that Wufo which ipreads k iCR \ 
over her face, is a mark of her fnnoccncc: 0 
bat foe is fo very nice, that the leaft thing in tn 
the world may corrupt her*, foeis Jikefhw » 
pruitsnew gather’d, whofe verdure is Iot in 
afibon as they arc handled : foe hcr lelf^ _ Vt 
(Vroysherfclf;foe is offended at the praifes t! 
that are given her, and women arc madrto il 
lofohcr by being .reproached for liet: If w f 

be eafic to be Loft, ihe is as hard to be Re- ft 
gain’d ^forthough foe be ofa raildc nature, «i 
yet foc-is Stately^ and being once bamftl’d, St 
foe is vcryhardly recalled. Hope doth oft- ni 
tinv'S fuccccd Defpair ; Joy refumes the J. 
place which Sorrow had poUeft, and fomc- iffr 
times Hatred turncs to Love •, but Shame »i; 
fc'nrfcim" never appears upon a face, when once itis i® 
periit pudor. driven thenGC'by Infolcnce and Impuden<^> ft 
s«iec.inAga- Pafsionis a Companion to Purity, fo a 

is Ihc of her Difpofition ; the lof> of citlier is ; 
Kteparablc; flic fo loathes Sin, as flie cannot 

endure thefight thereof •, foe blulhcs at the 
• o veiy 
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very Name of it , and (he fummons in all the 
bloud of her heart, to fuccour her in defence 
ot her fclfagainft her enemy. But the is ne- 
ver of more might, then when Ihc fights in 
the defence of Venue : for the doth fuch 
mighty things in her behalf, as the always 
procures her glorious vidories j (he oblie- 
geth all the Paftions to fecond her j (he fas 
out guiltinefs in lb ghaftly a manner to 
them, as (he augments their hatred thereof^ 
andib prefents Innocence to them fo beau- 
tifull,as ffe augments their love thereof: fhc 
awakens Hope, encourages Audacity, irri- 
tates Defire, and inflames Choler; fb as it is 
a Pafsion that dirpeifeth it felf into all other 
Pafsions , and which endueth them with 
new ftrengthto maintain Vertues quarrcll: 
though flic be timerous, (he encouragah 
Soulciiers 5 they are only valiant in being 
Alhamcd ■. and if they defpife Danger, ’tis 
only becaufe they fear Infamy; one fear 
drives out another; and thofe who give not 
way to Valour, fufler themfelvcs to be o- 
vercomc by ihame : Though fhe be indul- 
gent, fl e makes Judges fevere : and when 
men go about to corrupt them with bribes, 
or to frighten them with threats, ffe keeps 
them within their bounds by fear ofDifho- 
nour : ‘though (he be Weak, fhc makes 
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women courageous • and whilfl; flic dif- 
plays her blufli upon their vifages, flic fcat- 
ters a fccrec vercue into their hearts, which 
makes them triumph. over thofc dangerous 
enemies that pufue them. This Sex hath no 
other ftrength thdn what it borrows from 
this innocent Paflion ; it preferves it fcli 
only by the fear of Infamy;and who fliould 
take this defence from it, would eafily be; 
reave it of all its other advantages^ Nature 
it felf, which very well knows it loves beau- 
ty as much as Vertue, hath perfwaded it, 
that Shame makes it more approved of : 
in cffec^t, Shamelac'dncls is an innocent 
paint •, vvo'men never feem fairer then when 
they arc Ibmcwhat fliamefac’d-, and thcre^ 
is no face, how taking fo ever, which re-* 
ccivetb npt a frcfli luftre from the innocent 
blufli which accompanies Shamefac'dneft 5 
fl-.e is. To appropriated to Vertue, as men 
have a good opinion of all them that have 
her-, and flic defends the interdis of Reafon 
with lb; much fervency, that the empire 
thereof would ere this have been over- 
thrown, if this Paflion had been, banilbed 
from off the earth. 

tor experience teacheth us, that more 
menabftam from fin for Shame, then for 
Duty j and that the Fear of Infamy hath 
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more power over mens mindes then the 
love of Innocence. The divell therefore 
, I very well knowing that this Pafsion is a- 
I verle to his defigns-, and that to make us 
lofe it, our nature muft be dcftroyedi en- 
^ deavours to perfwade us that Vcrtue is 
h criminall, to the end that it being thought 
P infamous by us, Shame, which always de- 
,S‘ fends her, may be enforced to abandon her: 
|f'He thought it was cafierto take from Vcr- 
j^tue her eftimation, then Innocence from 
. Shame : not being able to corrupt Shame, 
“(he hath gone about to deceive her •, and to 
“make her lofe her Averfion to fin, he hath 
^"“nade her believe fin to be glorious. This 
®Srror i^ (b generally difpers’d throughout 
'^%e whole world, as there are nowadays 
'''^‘Tomc Vcrtucs which are efteemed Infa- 
®oous, and forte Vices, Honorable ; Re- 
i^fvcnge palleth forgreatnels of Courage, and 
^forgetting of Injuries for meannefs of Spi- 
Ambition is illuftrious* and becaufe 
^””kfcts upon Crowns, means to be no longer 
;nt1t(hamed : Modefty and Humility are de-^ 
jattfpifcd •, and becaufc they delight in Solita- 
rinefs and Silence, they have loft all their 
St c'glory. Opiniatricy in a fault, is the mark 
ih(5 ofaftout fpirit •, penitence and Change of 
Bj life, an argument of Wcaknefs : thus all 
- D d things 
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things are confounded, and Shame fuffc- 
ring her fclftobe feduced by Opinion, fides t 
with Vice, not thinking of it, and forgoes ^ 
Vertue: wicked men whohidthemfelves, t 
nowfhcwthcmfelvcs upon the Stage; and '^ 
being no more afhamed ( which was the 
only good that remain’d among all their 
evills ) they become Inlblent, and boaftof ^ 
their mifdcmeonors ; the way of falvati- j 
onisblockc up unto them; and fincethey 
have given titles of Honor to infamous 
things, we cannot hope that Shame fliould 
convert them, or reduce them to their du*j 
tics. To fhunthiscvilJ, this innocent Pan 
fion muft be dilabuftd , and giving to cve^ 
Objed the name that it defcrves,{hc muftbe 
withdrawn from the error wherein (he hath 
indifcreetly engaged her fclf ; (he muft be 
perfwaded that the humbled vertues arc t 
mod profitable ; and that thofe vices which 
arc the mod Honorable, are the mod dan- 
gerous : upon thefe good maxims (he willjlS 
fide with Innocence again-, and repenting « 
for having fuffer’dher (elf to be deceived, -a 
(l)C will lo much the more hotly purfuc her 
enemies, by how much her hatred is aug-it^ 
mented by their injurious dealing ; and for liin 
that by defending Vertues intercfts,(he(hall ir 
likewife I'evengehcrfiJfofherownparticu- 
lar injuries. THE 
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of the Neture, Proprieties^ arid EffeSis of 
C H 0 L E R. 

|Hc Vcrtues are fo ftreightly uni- 
j ted one to another,as they are not 
fcto be parted without ufing of 
“ violence : oft-times alfo they 
mingle one with another^ and thefc noble 
habitudes are blended together, that they 
may make up one Angle Vertue. Clemency, 
which mikes Kings raign happily, borrows 
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her beauties from two or three of her com- 
panions file ows her goad Government to 
Prudence ; her Mildneft to Mercy ^ and her 
Glory to Generofity: Valour, which makes 
Conquerors triumph, holds all her riches 
from the liberality of all other Vertues^and 
hethatfhould take from her the ftatelinefs 
which flie derives from Magnanimity, the 
addrefs which fre takes from Diferetion, 
and the Moderation which fhe receives 
from Juftice, would leave her but a vain 
fradow of all her reall greatnefs. Though 
the pafsion*! hold not fo good Intelligence 
as do the Vertues, yet are there fome of 
them which never fbriake one another-, andr 
there are fome others which live wholly 
upon borrowing; and which would be 
poor, (hould the reft forgoe them. Hope is 
ofthis nature, for (he hath no other goods 
then what are given her^ and were (hefor- 
faken by Defire, which eggs her on •, by 
Fear which holds her in, and by Audacity 
which encourageth her, nothing but a bare 
name would remain unto her. 

Choler is of the fame condition; though 
fhe make fi> much noile, flie draws all her 
force from the Paffions which compofc 
her; and fhe appears not to be courageous, 
lave only that ft.e is well accompanied : flie 
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is never raifed in our fouls uncalled by Sor- ira.fi m &ul- 
row ; fhe endeavours not fatisfadion for in- 
juries done unto her, unlefs follicited byscnecdena 
Delire’jprovoked by Hope, and encouraged 
by Audacity : for he that is irritated, pro- 
mifeth himlclf revenge of his enemy •, but 
when he is fo weak, as he cannot hope for 
it, his Choler turns toSadnefs; and want- 
ing the Palfions which did feed it, it lofeth 
both Name and Nature, 
i From all this Difeourfe ’tis eafie to ga- 
; ther, that Choler is nothing elfe but a Mo- 
t tion of the Senfitive appetite, which feeks 
Revenge for an injury. Arijlotle therefore 
^ thought llie was Rationall, and that even in 
1 her Fury, ffe had fomc (hadow of Juftice 5 , 

, the truth is, flic is never moved, but when 

j flie imagines fhe hath received fomc injury j injufta Aug. 

( and if Ihe take up arms 'tis to revenge 
wrongs which flic thinks have been done 
j unto her-, herein flie is much Icfs faulty, then 
i Hatred for this- later wifheth evill dircdly 
unto its enemy and without fecking any 
pretence orcxcufc for its fury, defires the 
mine of the party perfecuted ^ but the other 
vviflieth him only punifliment for his fault, 
and looks not upon Revenge, as an irratio- 
nallExccfs, but asa juftchaMifement, : the 
later is hardly ever pacified, but difehargeth 
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its cniclty upon the Innocent, andpurfues 
the dead even to their graves; if we may 
believe Poets, it defeends into Hell, to toi 
ment the damned there •, and would mount 
into Heaven, if it could, there toafflidthe 
blelTcd: but the other isfatisfied when flic 
is Revenged ^ when llie thinks that the pu- 
nifliment equalls or exceeds the injury, 
T r . • appeafed , and by a providence of 
ietkoi dw K-' 5 flic Ipares the fault- 
troegit.Scnec. Icfs, and whcH cvcn the fiUllcy become di- 
fti’cfled , (he lofeth her defire of Revenge : I 
confefs flic grows greater when witbfiood ;

. vers, who in the height of their Choler have 
buried the fame dagger in their own bo- 
foms, which they had juft before plunged 
in their Miftrefles bofbme, committingtwo 
reall murders, to revenge one imaginary in- 
jurie : Avatitious men have been feen to be- 
tray their own inclinations, to content their 
Choler» throwing all their riches into the 
water, or into the fire, to obey the impetuo- 
fity thereof ; Ambitious have been known, 
who have refufed profer’d Honours, tram- 
pled Diadems under foot, becaufe Choler, 
which wholly polTes’d their fouls, haddri- 
ven thence the defire of Glory. 
Ncvertheleis, though flic be fo pernicious, 
yet there is no Paflion more common •, and 
it feems that Nature,to punifli all our faults, 
hath intended that flie fliould perfecute all 
rnen,as a revengefull Fury ; there is no Na- 
tion which hath not felt her Rage ; and of 
as many people as there are, differing in 
Cuftoms, Apparcll, and Language, there 
hath not as yet been any found exempt 
from this cmcll Paflion ; we have, feen 
whole Nations that have defended them- 
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fdvcsagainft Riot, favour’d by Poverty 5 
and who have preicrved their Innocence 
through their neverknowing riches;wchavc 
feen of them that having no abiding place, 
have kept in perpetuall motion*, andbanifh’d 
Sloth, for not having known thcart of buil- 
ding houfes; we have (cen others, who have 
gone naked , and whom neither Shame, 

^ nor Necclfity hath been able to inftru<ff,to 
' make themlelvcs clothes 5 we fee fomc 
' which polTefling all in common, cannot 
■ dilputefbra pai t; and who not having loft 

* all their naturall purity, are ignorant of the 
“ injuftice which Avarice cauieth to arift a- 
^ mongft us •, but there hath not yet any been 
■■ known which have been exempt from 

Choler : flie reigns as well among people 

• that arc civilliz’d, as among Barbariamt, (he 
commands in all parts of the earth-, and 
where (he hath not yet introduced the ule 
of Musket and Sword, (he employs Bows 

^ and Arrows in her revenge. 

In fine, one only Pafllon hath never been 
' feen to agitate a whole Province, or to pof- finguics bo. 
fefs a whole Army : Love, though it be the 
mafter of Palfions, was never able to make „us affedus 
a whole town in love with one woman 5 eftquiiw;- 
Belena had but a few lovers and of fo many 
Captsins as fought for her at the fiege ofs<nec.j.de 
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Troj, none but her Adulterer andherHuf- t 
band were taken with her beauty : Avarice v 
makes not all men fordid ; and if fomc heap |i 
up riches, other- fome {quander them away*, 
all men are not troubled with Ambition ; if 
fomc feck after Honours, othcre fliunthem 
as mucii* if fomc are forward to fhewthem- 
fclves, others will hide thcmfelves ; and a- 
mongft lb many guilty people, fomc areal- 
ways found that arc Innocent *, Envy is no 
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mics, flic hath alfo her admirers : but 
Cholcr is a contagion which fpreads it fclf 
through a whole town in a moment j one ' 
Oration hath made a whole Nation take up 
Armes ; and men, women, and children, a- 
gitated with this Palfion, have been feen 
confufcdly to kill their own Citizens, or jsc 
declare war againft their enemies *, 5ubjcds

S ince Choler is nothing elle but a na- 
turall Revenge, and that the one and 
the other of thele do boaft of Jufticcj 
j^,and greatnels of Courage, I can finde no 
better way to dilcover the evill ufe thereof^ 
j^hen by making the Injufticc and Pufillani- 
,tnity thereof appear. For moft men perfift 
mot in their difordersj but for the elteera 
they have thereof, and thofe who are in- 
cens’d, continue their defire of Revenge, 
only becaufe they think itreafbnable: the 
Incontinent excufe themfelves upoii their 
weaknefs*, and if they be not blinde, they 
approve not of a fin, which Reafon and Na-? 
ture do condemn j the Envious, and De- 
iradors feek pretences for their calumnies ; 

' and knowing that their fault is accompanied 
with unworthinefs, they cunningly dif- 
guife it, and ftrive to give it feme colour of 
Juftice : but Revenge and Choler believing 
themfelves to be grounded upon Reafon, 
E e detftearl 
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demean thcmfelvcs infolcntly, and would p 
perfwade us that all their Exceffes are as juft li 
as courageous : mean while they have no- k 
thing dt what they think they have .’and of I 
all the motions of our foul, there is none « 
more unjuft, nor more pufillanimous. Men 
imagine it is Generous, bccaufc it is ufefull it 
among great dnes; and perfwade themfelvcs f 
it is Noble>becaule its takes up its abode in tn 
the hearts of Kings 5 but certainly Gholer tec 
is not fo much a proof of their Grcatntft, iht 
as oftheir Weaknefs; had not Voluptuouf lin 
nefs mollified them, and had not that ten^ tk

fame nature, as is ours : nor that this Paflion 
doth trouble his reft, which is not interrup- 
ted in hell it felf, by the chaftifements of 
Devills : but, we muft confefs, that Jefus 
Chrift made ufe thereof, to revenge himiclr 
of the wrongs done to his Father ^ that he 
afmed with whips and cords, thofe adored 
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hands which were to be pierced with nailes; 
that he luffercd his juft anger to be feenin 
his Countenance; and did, in this condition, 
whatfoever Wife men ufe to do when they 
puniih crimes, or defend Innocence. 

In fine, the wifeft of Kings doth not be- 
lieve, that Kingdoms can be well govern’d 
without Choler ; he will have Princes fen- 
fible of their Injuries, that the Sword which 
they bear be as well employ’d in puniflnng 
Offenders, as in defeating Enemies ; and 
that they fhcw as much indignation when 
their Subjects violate their Laws, as when 
their Frontiers are feized on by their Neigh- 
bours : he is of opinion, that the Choler 
and Mildnefs of a King ought to maint^n 
the peace of his Kingdomc ; and ufing an 
excellent comparifbn, (ayes, The one is as 
the roaring of a Lyon, whereat all the wildc 
beafts or the Forreft tremble •, the other, as leouis iu & 
the dew upon the Grafs, wdiich defends itRegisi«.& 
from the heat of the Sun. But in all thefe 
juft commotions which accompany the hiiaritas «jus.

defpight of our enemies ^ thefe precious 
riches accompany us in Prilbn *, follow us 
in Exile, and leave us not till death : We 
carry them with us, whereever we go ^ and 
Fortune which ravilheth Honour from 
Conquerours , which bereaves the incon- 
tinent of their voluptuoufnefe, cannot rob 
Philofophers of their fcience.

I F nature could not cxtr^il good out of 
evil, and did not heir Providence turn 
ourmiferies into Felicities , we might 
with Realbii blame iier, for having made 
of our Paffions, the 
pidi fuis in- moft Common : For, fadn,efs Teems to be 
Natural tous,andjoyaftrangcr : All the 
parts of our body may taifte Sorrow and 
Pain •, aiid but very few of them arc Sen- 
fiblc of Plcaifure : Paines come in throngs, 
and aflail us by Troops j they agree to 
affli(S us 5 and though they be at difcord 
among themfclves j they joyn in a confe- 
deracy, to conlpire our undoing ; butplea- 
fiires juftle one another, when they meet 5 
and, as if they were jealous of good for- 
tune , the one of them deftroys the otherj 
Our Body is the Stage, whereon they fight j 
themiferies thereof arife from their diffe- 
rences ; 
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tcnecs ; and man. is never more unhappy, 
then when he' is divided by his delights : 

Griefes eontinuc long; and as if nature took 
pleafure in prolonging our punifhmcnt, 

(he endues us with ftrength , to undergo 
them ; and makes us only, fo far, Courage- 
ous^ or fo far Patient , as may render us, fo Volupus tuBc 
much the more mifcrable. Plcafures, efpe- elX 
cially thole of the body , endure but for E guitur,nec 
moment •, their death is never far off ; and 
when a man will make them of longer du- dto^npVet,et 
ranee, by art, they occafion cither tor- 
ment, or loathing. But to make good all 
theft reafbns , and to fhew thatGriefciscct.senec.de 
more Familiar to man, then Pleafure , we 
need only confider the deplorable conditi- 
on of our life ; where for one vain content- 
ment, we meet with athoulandsreall for- 
rows ; For theft come uncalled, they pre- 
ftnt themftlvcs of their own proper mo-effeinnoftra 
tion, they arc linkt one to another j and 
like Hydra’s heads, they either never dic,umTtvire, 
or after death , fpringup again : But plea-®**’™®.''®'® 
fures arc fought for with pain *, and we arcjXreMfci- 
oft-times enforced to pay more for thcm,tur.Senec.coft- 
then they arc worth ; Sorrows are foine- 
times entirely pure, and touch us to the 
quick,asthcy make us incapable of confo- 
lation 5 but pleafurcs are never without

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fomc Mixture of Sorrow : They are at Cow 
waies dipt in bitternefs 5 and', as we fee no fi>KS 
Rofes which are not environed with chU; 
PricklcS} we taitc no delights, which are both 
not accompanied wkh- Torments : but ond

wonders of M ature. This barbarous Philo- 
Ibphy had fame Admirers, twe (he never caa' 
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had any true Difciples ; her Counfels made 
them defpair-, all that would follow her 
Maxims lufFcr’d themielves to be mif-led 
by Vanity, and could not fence themfelves 
againh Grief. Since the Ibul hath contra- 
(ft^d fo ttraight a fociety with the body, 
ihe mud fuffer with it ; and fincc (he 
is Ihed abroad into all the parts thereof, ffe 
muft complain with the mouth, weep with 
the cys, and ligh with the heart : Mercy was 5; eg«gium 
never forbidden but by Tyrants^ and this; eft hoftem 
Vertue will be praifcd,.aslong as there be 
an /that arc miferable^ yetthcevillswhichiaubbiiein- 
afflidf her, are ftrangers to her ^ and thofe 
whom flae affifts, arc, for the mod part, to max. l. j.

Dirpenfation from this neceffity. The joy 
or Martyrs was no meer cifed of Reafon » 
when they tafted any Plcafiire amidft their 
Torments , it muft needs be Grace that 
fwcetened the rigour thereof ^ and he that 
in the fiery Furnace changed Flames into 
pleafing gales of Winde, muft have turned 
their T orments into Delights ; or if he did 
them not this favour, he did them a greaterj 
and by making the foul not fcnfibleofthc 
bodies lufFcrings, he taught the whole 
world, that he was the Soveraign Lord of 
Nature. But howfoever, all Philofophers 
agree, that the foul cannot be happy in a 
miferable body ; and thatihe cannot endue 
it with life, without (haring in the tniierics 
thereof: if her nobleft part be touched with 
Joy, while the body languilheth with Painj 
that which inanimates it, muft be ftnfiblc 
thereof^ and to pay interefts for the fcrvices 
Ihe gets thence, flie muft be milerable for 
company : Even the Soul of Jefiis Chrift, 
thrice-happy as it was, failed not to be af- 
fliclcd ; and a miracle was done in tbe order 
of Glory, that the fociety might not be 
broken, which Nature hath put between 
the foul and the body ; it is then agreed up- 
on, that theft two parts that compoft man, 
cannot be leparatedin their fuffering ^ and 
li 2 that 
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that the torment of the one, muft of neceffi- the 

ty be the others puniflumcnt : they love too ast 
well, to forfake one another in their affiifti- the

Very ftrange arc the effeds of fb melan- 
chohek a Paftion ; for when flic is but in a _ 
mean, (lie makes them eloquent without 
Rhetorick •, Ihe teacheth them Figurative 
(peeches, to exaggerate their Dilcontents : 
and to hear themfpeak, the greateft pains 
Ibem to be left, then what they (utfer : but Cu:* leves 
whenfte is Extream, by a clean contrary 
effe<ft, (lie aftonifteth the Spirit: (he inter- pent. Scnec. 
dias the ufe of the Sences ; file dries up 
Tears, ftifies Sighes-, and making men 
ftupid, ihe affords Poets the liberty of 
feigning, that Ihe changeth them into 
Rocks: when (he is of long continuance, 

(he frees us from the earth, and raifeth us up 
to heaven : for it is very hard for a man in 
mifory. to covet Eifo. when it is full of Pain 
and Sorrow •, and when the foul hath great 
confliasfor a body, which doth continually 
excrcifo her patience. All men are not fo 
* li 3 poorly 
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poorly ipirited, as was that Favorite of An - the 

gujiasy who did fb much covet lifc^ that ofi 
Torments could not make him forgo the row 
dcCire thereof 5 who gloried inhis Veifcs, bcli 
that he would have loved life amidft tor- ven 
turcs, that he would have been a Votary for enei 
the prolonging of it upon the Rack ; and gcr; 
that the cruellcft fuftcrings that might be, the 
would have Iccmcd Iwift to him ; lo as he hs 1 
might therein have found life. 1 well be- alfo 
leeve, that excels of pain would have made fuff 
him be of another minde j and that he not 
would have confefs’d j that to die quickly, in ' 
is better then to live long in Pain : or had fon 
he perfifted in his firft Opinion, we fhould 
be bound to confefs, that poorly- fpirited jt; 
men are more wilful, then are thofe that are t^i 
couragious : and that the defirc of Glory jt . 
makes not fo great imprclTion in us, as the 
defire of life. But to return to my fubjed ; tha 
when Grief is violent, it loofencth the foul hjn 
from the body, and caufeth the death of fon, 
the man ; for Sadnefs and Joy have this of 
rcfemblance in their difference, that both of 
them attempt upon our lives, when they arc djf^i 
in extreams ; The heart dilates it felf by jw 
Joy; it opens it felf to receive the good 
which is offer’d, & taftes it with fuch cxccfs 
of plcafure , as it faints under the weight 

’ thereof, 
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thereof, and meets with death in the midft 
of its Happinefs : It fliuts it (elf up by Sor- 
row •, claps to the door upon the evill that 
befiegeth it •, and very improvidently deli- 
vers it felf into the hands of a Domcftick 
cnemy,to free it fell from one that is a Gran- 
ger : for its Violence caufeth its anguifb,and 
the care he takes to defend it felf, augrnents 
its Pain, and haftens its Death. Oft-times 
allb, its Negligence makes it mifcrable j it 
fuffers it felf to be flnpris’d by Sorrow, for 
not having forefeen it •, and being no longer 
in a condition to defend it felf, when Sor- 
row arrivethjitis forced to give way therun- 
to. In fine, Sadnefs makes us weep ^ when 
it hath feiz’d on our heart, it wageth war — Efl qiw- 
with our Eyes-, it evaporateth by Sighesj 
it glides down by Tears, and weakens it pjdurLachry- 
felf in the produdfion thereof .for a man 
that weeps, eafeth himfclf, and comforts ^ 
himfelf whileft he complains 5 he findes 
Ibmewbat of Delight in his lamentations j 
and if they be figns of his fiiffering^ they 
are likewife the cure thereof: As Cholcr 
difehargeth it felf by Railing , Sorr^ be- 
ing more innocent, drc^sawaybyTcars? 
and abandons the Heait, when it gets up 
into the Face. Having feeri its effects, it re- 
mains that we confider what ufe may b 
I i 4 rtiadc 
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made thereof, and in what conditions it ' lid 
may become Innocent ouoii'enfive, for 
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of the bad ufe of Pain and Sorrow. Tlv

Vertues moft dangerous enemy, inti 
will never think that Sorrow can «.ni 
fide with Vice* and we fliall have much art 
a- do to perfwade them, that there be fome aff 
Sadnefles which are faulty • yet we fee but Vic 
few ofthem that are innocent : and moft of hat 
thofe that draw tears from us , are either get 
do^wUuo nec rireafonable ; for man is become hot 

tantum quan- fb effeminate, that every thing hurts him. wit 
iumfLniit,ica Sin [jath made him fb wretched, that he hatl 
numbers the privation of Pleafurcs amongft 3 wi 
sffidtur. his Pains V and thinks he hath juft caufeto ous 
himfelf, when he pofTefleth. not. all Wi 
•thathf defiles: the number of his evills is br 
increafed by his abjedlednefs •, and he tli.at Pji 
in the firft ages knew no other pain^ but thi 
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ficknefs and death , now vexeth himfelf 
for Difgrace and Poverty : The witncfs of 
hks Confciencc is not luffieient , for his 
Verfue ^ and if he haye not applaule on 
Earth, joyned to the approbation of Hea- 
ven, he imagincth himfelf to be infamous : 
the riches of Nature do not fatisfie his De- 
firgs; and though he have all things that are 
Necelfary , he thinks himfelf Poor if he 
have not lomcwhat that is Superfluous. 

Thus every one findes hjs Misfortune, even 
in his Felicity •, and the happieft are (b nice 
to plea'e, as Fortune who tires her felf out 
m their fervee, cannot take from them pre- 
tences of Complaint ; The beft fuCcelfes 
are accompanied with circumftances yvh'ch 
affli(5f them ; they are difpleafed with a 
Viftory, becaufe the chief of the Enemy Po«ft 
hath faved himfelf by .flight •, and that to- 
gether with his Honor , he hath not loft n,nt»pprobj- 
both Life and LibertyrThey are not pleafed 
with the taking in of a Town, becaule it yjres femt 
hath not drawn along with it, the Revolt of fuas, nunc fc 
a whole Province and they are fo ingeni- 
ous in caufing pain unto themftlves, as their ferat. NoH 
defires cannot be fatisfied, nor can a period mi, 

be put to the r complaints by thegreateft nXaiUiTe 
Profperity : Amongft fuch as thefe, me- 
thinks Sorrow is a (lave toPlcafure^ andS; * 

that 
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that to revenge her fclf of her Servitude, it 
fhc makes her Miftrcfs figh, and renders P''' 
her miferable amidft all her delights: ani 

Thele men deferve no confolation , their 
fiifferings are too unjuft to obliegc Philofo- 
phy to finde them a Remedy } it is reafon- Gi 
able, that their Rechlefnefs fliould be their bcc 
Puniftiment, and thatthey fliould languifh Aa 
in Milcry, fince they know not how to live it, 
pierique L»- Happily. Thcrc are others who Glory in Lo 
often- Misfortunes , and make the fincereft the 
dant, 8c toties of our Paffions (crve their Ambition : they ftit 

friends in whatfo- to 
ti*e$ fpedator evcr Companies they come ^ they will 'vli 
defuit : Adeo have thcir Grief to be a mark of their Love, the 
Smfixitf men fliould belceve that they of 

■tinfimuia- know how to Love well , fince they know m 
well how to Lament ; they never dry tha 
«$ dolor ve- their eyes, but when they are in their tun 
niac. senec.de Qofgd ; they think their tears fliould not the 
wnq be well employed, if they wanted Wit- and 
nefles^ and they teach us, thatthey are not mul 
fincere, fince they feek out fiich as may ap- ihv 
prove of them. Sorrow which is lodged will 
in our Hearts , accompany eth us in all men 
places , and giveth freedom to her Sighes, ven 
and comforts her felf in her Complaints tol 
in Solitary places, where nothing can di- as 
vert her: Butthefincerity thereof, makes wh 
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it not be the left unjuft, fince it ofttimes 
produceth effedts contrary to our dcfircs, 
and makes us forget thofc which it env 
forcethus to bewail., for there is nothing NuUa.esci- 
which we are fboner tyred with, then uusv^enk^n 
Grief ; Having nothing lovely in it, it 
becomes quickly Odious , it wearies them 
that ferve it j and to free themfclves from 
it, they endeavor to quit themfelves of the 
Love that did occa/ion ft t they blot out of 
their memory the Remembrance of their 
friends, that they may be no longer bound 
to Lament them ; and with an Ingratitude 
which always follows Immoderate Grief, 
they renounce Friendfliip to cure themfelvs 
of Sorrow. I know very well, we arc per- 
mitted to bewail the loft of our Friends^and 
that Tears arc the prime Duties that Na- 
ture hath oblieged us to render them ; but id jgamus, m 
the current thereof muft be quickly ftopt: jufunJ* 
and calling in Reafon to our afliffance, we rum^rewda- 
muft make their memory Delightful to us, N«mok- 
if we will have it be Immortal. Men do not '' ^utd^ 
willingly think much upon that which tor- nen fine tor- 
ments them ; and when once they havegi- 
ven over thofe fad deh'ghts which Nature sencT^i'ft. 
hath placed in Tears, they look upon them 
as punilhments , and Ihun all occafibns 
which may make them fhed them. 


But 
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But certainly of all Difcontents which 
caufelcfly prejudice our Souls , methinks po 
there is none more infamous then that of 
Envy •, for Sorrow caufed by the Privation 
of Pleafuries, is not founjuft, but that it 
may have fome Pretences to defend it Self •, pf 
if it exceed the bounds of Reafbn, it findcs 
Excufes 5 and we fee fome who finde not fo jjj®, 
much trouble in withftanding Sorrow, as 
in abftaining from Delight : T hey are bet- 
ter fitted for Fortitude , then for Temper- 
ance •, and may be (boner made Martyrs, 
then Continent. The death of Friends is a py 
loft fufficient to be lamented 5 andFriend- jj] 
(hip is ^ Vertue beautiful enough to have the 
glory thereof fought after, cither by coun- 
terfeit of real Tears. All thefe Sorrows gj 
have Evil for their Objedl ^ and if their Ex- 
ceft be unjiift, their Caufes raay admit of 
E X cu fc ; bu t Envy is a Sorrow as u n worthy 
as urtjuft ; and look upon It on wbat fide gp. 
you pleafe, it can neither have Pretence nor 
... Colour : It gives againft all the Vertucs, 
eft^pTeJurque and malicioufly declares war with all thofe 
bonos ieda- Noble Habits which make up the pureft 
Glory of our Souls. I know that all 
Vices are Enemies to Vertue,«»and thatthey 
are not to be reconciled by Morality. Na- 
ture accords the Elements ; and tempering 

their 
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their qualities, employs them in the com- 
pofure of all her Works •, but humane 
Wifdom,with all its cunning,cannot rccom 
cile the differences between Vice and Ver- 
tue, nor lodg them together in the fame 
Perfon : yet is the Hatred of other Vertues 
regulated-, theyonely undertake every one 
its contrary V ertue ^ and when by an unjuft 
Vidlory,they have triumphed over this no-

in the bereaving others of them: if Juftice odiotamen^ 
give every one that which appenains to|"‘"*“'_" 
him. Envy keeps all forherlelf ; and not Cjfpri»n.6r. 
willing to acknowledg any other merit then 
her own , Ihc thinks all rewards are due to 
her: if Mercy be affli(fted at other mens 
harms. Envy rcjoyceth at them ; and out of 

an 
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an Excels of Malice, makes them her Feli- 
city: if Hum lity defpile Nothing, Envy 
findcs fimlt with All things, and endeavors 
tdraile her Reparation upon the Ruincsof 
Vertue V lo that (lie is an Univerfal Evil; 
and this dctcftablc mifehief is compofed 
all at Once of Avarice, Pride and Cruelty : 
Nunqujm But though (lie be animated againft all Ver- 
emmemia in- (^£5^ (hj fcceps her chicf cndeavors againft 
the Noblcft, and alfails them with moft 
cmioeatis for- Fcrvot , which liavc moft luftre in them : 

troublcfome Flies which 
®«fqi femper bctakc thcmfelvcs to the faireft Flowers in 
\^L*p*** 1 Garden-, or is Eke to thunder which 

chulcth out greateft Trees , and dif- 
chaigeth its fury upon the faireft Mount- 
ains : her courage appears onely in the 
worth of the Enemy (lie undertakes ; fte 
will be thought generous, becaufe (he is In- 
folent, and (he glories in thcGrcatnclsof 
her fault. 

From this lewd quality proceeds another, 
which is not much lc(s trouble fome 5 for 
aslhehatcs Vertuc, (he cannot endure any 
Vertuous Perfon: Her Hatred perfwades 
her to Revenge ; when her Calumny can- 
not prevail over the Glory of the Inno- 
cent, (he attempts their Life % after having 
made a tryal by Backbiting , (lie makes 
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Murder her main Work , and flicds their 
Blood, whofe Reputation Ihc could not 
blemifh : No Parricide was ever commit- 
ted without her counfel ♦, and of as many 
Cruelties as are imputed to Hatred or 
Choler, the moft Famous are the Works 
of Envy. 

In the beginning of the world. Hie armed 
Cains hand againft his Brother*, (he furnifh- 
ed him with weapons, before (he had forced 
Iron from out the bowels of the Earth. In iov«ijapcfti- 
the age which fucceeded next to that of '*'»>«*«>» 
Innocence, (he taught him to commit the 
firft Murther ^ and Death, which was but converot, per 
the punilhment of fin, through her Coun- ve- 
lels, became a Crime : (heftirred up the dum, propter 
children of ^acof> againft their brother Abel 
^0fefh‘, his future glory made them Jea- *Js.'”Da”T 
lous ; and that they might withftand the peticu- 
Defignes of Heaven , they made him a cbri? 
Slave, whom Heaven had ordained tobe iiuminterfe- 
a King ; (he fet on Saul againft David^ and 
in a blinde fury perfwaded him , That 
nothing is more pernicious to Kings, 
then the Greatnels of their Sabjc^ls 5 and 
that the Power of a Forraigner is not fo 
dreadful to them, as the Wonh of a 
Domeftick.

Senec'dT caniioc hinder her Enemies good 
(tra'nquiui. fnccefs , Dsfpair confines her to Solitary

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pl^C£S 5 or eUe entertaining her (elf with 
her own Difcontents,flie fuffers the punifli- 
ment due to all the faults fhe hath commit- 
cd. To comfort her felf in her Mifeiy , flie 
flatters her felf with Noblenefs j and 
would perfwade the World, That’if Ihe 
blame other mens Vermes , it is becaufe (he 
obferves fomc Faults therein ; To hear her 
Ipeak , you would think that flie hath de- 
rived her pedigree from Heaven 5 and that 
the Earth hath not Crowns nor Scepters 
enough to honor her: She believes that all 
honors are due to her , and that flie is rob- 
ed of all the re(pe<fls that arc not given her. 
In fine, fhe is as In folentj as Vertue is 
Modeft 5 and her Language is as Impudent, 
as that of her enemy is referved ; Never- 
thelels , there is nothing more Poor and 
-Mean then her Courage 5 flic is always in 
theduft; andif blinde Fortune fbmetimes 
raife her up, fhe immediately abafethher 
,felf, andhumbleth her felf, even beneath 
thofe things which fhe cryes down : For it 
is an approved maxime, that whatfoever 
caufeth Envy, is Above us ; By our own 
, judgment , we give the advantage to our 
Equals, when their merit raifeth Jcaloufic 
; ?'f in us. A Prince becomes a Have to his 
lot ! Subjects, when he begins to grow fearful of 
ptoi K k their 
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their profperity ^ he dcfcends from his 
Throne, and falls from his grcatnefs, affoon 
as ever he wifhes for what they pofleis; 
when he conceives a Jealoufie at their good 
Portune, he judgcth theirs, in his opinion, 
to be better then his own : Therefore tis, 
that that famous man , who made himfett 
Wa p*r- llluftrious by his Misfortunes, and whole 
vuium cccidit. Innocence was cxercilcd by lb many heavy 
3ob. cap.f. yj{|(;ations, hath obftrved, that Envy vvas 
Sr™"-”-', the PaBion of AbjeS fouls , and thatflie 
ris ; nam qui (-onfumes onely fuch poor-fpirited men, as 

XscSin'' can undertake nothing of 

had they a more noble heart, and had V er- 
tuc given them a fliare of that Satisfaaion 
that (he always bears about her, they would 
be content with their Condition,and would 
not frame fuch Wilhes, as Ihould difeover 
their Mifery : If they obferved any rare 
Perfection in their Equals, they would give 
itfuchpraifes, ask deferves; or in a noble 
Emulation, ftrive to attain thereunto : But 
as the vice which tyrannifeth over them, wai 
creeps upon the Ground 5 they conceive saffi 
none but poor defires, nay, when they force foith 
themfolves to look higher , they do the 
more abafe themfolves 5 and we findc by 
experience, that their appearing Grcatnefs, 
is but an effeCl of their real mifery. 
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Tie life of Pafslons, 

To all thefe mifchiefs , wc may yet adde 
that of Poverty, which is not Envies leaft 
puriifhnient j for ihc hath this of Common 
with Avarice 5 That her riches never con- 
tent her r She hath a thoufand eyes to ice 
her Neighbors profperity, but is blindc to 
fee her own ; flie onely confiders fuch 
Goods as mayafflia her, and weighs not 
thofe which may comfort her •, flic things 
fhe vvants whatfoevcr another doth poflefs • 
and ingenious to her pain , flie augments 
anothers felicity, to adde unto her own 
mifery : So as to punifli the Envious, you 
need onely leave them to their own Fury j 
without goi ng about to chaflifc their Info- 
lence, it will uTmeeTo leave them tg them- 
ftlvesjand tofuffer the Devil thatpofTcflech 
them , to take vengeance for their fault. 
Thefe are the Exceffes which Grief is capa- 
ble of, when not well guided : Let us lee 
now, to what Vertucs it may be Service-^ 
able, when fhe is Obedient to Reafbn ^ and 
that following the motions of Grace, fhe 
is afflidfed for the fins of the Wicked, of 
fortheraifericsof Good men.

W E mufl; non wonder if the 

stuck, condemn Grief, fin« ^ 
they approve not or tiwie 
Vc tiues which it produceth *, and that they ^ 
will have their wife man totaftefopurea 
Joy , as lhall not be mingled withjhe Icaft , 
didike : For they raife him above Storms, V 
and endevor to perlwade us, that he lees all , 

Tempefts formed under his feet, and is not 

at all therewith agitated 5 they alfure us that 
upon the Saa^ing of a Town, orRmneof 
a State, he is no more moved, then is their - 

^ufiter at the Diflblution of the World; 
and that placing all his Happinefsin Hun- 
felf, he looks upon all the bad events ot 
Fortune with an equal eye : Ifhclhedlomc , . 
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do not belecve that her dodrine can deftroy 
Nature 5 nor that fhe ever made a Wife 
man of one from whom flie takes the Feel- 
ings of man. Wifdom is no enemy to Na- 
ture^ and Heaven had never united the foul 
to the body, had it had a purpofc to hinder 
their communication ; Thcfe Philofophers in hoc or

when they made their proud boafts, have, 
in my opinion, imitated thofe Orators, who 'd" 
making Hyperboles , lead us to Truth, by "ic’daciovc- 
Falfhood ; and affurc us of that which is 
Impoffible, that they may perAvade us to iperat quan- 
that which is Difficult : They did (certain- 
ly) beleeye, that the Mindc ought to have lffirm.it! uc 
fome commerce with the Body , and that fredibilia 
the fufferings of the one ought to caufc seJerilinef. 
Grief in the other •, but left the Nobler iib, 7. 0. tj. 
part fhould become flave to the lefs noble, 
they have endeavored to preferve her Li- 
berty by Rigor; and to make herinfenfi- 
blc, to the end thatflie might always keep 
up her Soveraignty: For who could imagine 
that men fo judicious in all things', fliould 
lofe their Judgment in this •, and that to 
defend Vertue, they fhould abandon Rea- 
{bn V All the Glory of their Difeourfe 
tended onely to maintain the Soul in her 
Empire ; and left flic might faint under the 
Weakeneffes of the Body , they have

authorifed her Power by terms, more Elo- 
quent then True : They conceited, that to 
reduce us to Reafon, we muftberaifeda 
little above it •, and that to afford nothing 
of Superfluous to our Senfes, we muft: deny 
them what is Keceflary. They believe then, 
with us , That Grftf may accord with 
Reafon, and that there are occafions, where- 
in not to be afBidlcd is to be Impious : But

KSmmpentance, 'tis bccaufe it prefuppofedi a

* Vertuc , and that we fliould deal morefe- 

|!a%ap.a6, vci'cly With vitious men , then with thofe 
who defert the Diftiplincof War: their 
zeal deferves fomc excufc 5 but not being 
accompanied with Wifdom, it produceth 
an effed contrary to their intent ; for it 
augmenteth the number of the Guilty, 
whileft it thinks to diminifli them : it makes 
the weak wilful ; and taking away the 
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Remedy, itchangeth their Infirmities Into 
incurable Difealcs . Man is not fo confiant Sclt d«us no- 
as the Angels j and when he loves what is hominm 
good, he is not fo firmly fixed thereunto, integrum 
bit that he may be made to forgo it •, nei- flare, fed fre- 
ther is he fo opinionated as is the Devil, and Tol- 

when he affedls evil, he is not fo ftrongly pore,»utva(ii- 
engaged thereto, but that he may be taken ’ 

off from it. If his Inconftancy be caufc rentia viaiu 
of, his fin , ’tis alfo the Remedy thereof-, 
and if it aifift to make him Guiltv, it con- dcftmL cor- 
tributes alfo to the making of him Inno- rigere,& bp- 
cent:He is naufeated with fin,he is weary of 
Impiety , andheowsthefe good efTciSs to nit.' 
the weaknefe- of h l & Natur e : Had he more 
Strength, he would be more Obflinate ^ 
and Grace which converts him, would finde 
more Refiftance, were he more firm in his 
Refolutions : Heaven makes this Defeft 
ferve for our Advantage; and its Provi-

tunes paft 5 a fad remembrance draws fighs 
from us ; and we cannot think upon the 
evils which we have either cfcaped or un- 
dergone, without fome fence, either of De- 
light or Sorrow : As the time that is paft, 
makes the moft certain part of our life, fo 
doth it likewife awaken the trueft Paflions, 
and afford us the moft fenfiblc motions : 

Time to come is too uncenain to vex ones Calamitofus 
felf much about it; and the events which it 
produceth arc too hidden to make any great & 
impreffion upon our defires : Time paft is miferqui 
the fbnrcc of-otw^^Sott:aK^ we have 
reafontoaffliA our felves for a thing which Epift 98, ’ 
we cannot help ; if it did onely threaten us, 
we fhould endeavor to defend our felves 
from it ; and if it hung over our heads, we 
fliould imploy our Wifdom to divert it 5 
but when it hath once happened, we have 
no more to do, but to be fbrry for it ; and 
of as many Paflions as may ferve to com- 
fort us in prefent evils , or fuch as are to 
come. There is none but this, from whence 
we can draw confolation in our paft affli<fti- 
ons. Could we rccal our friends from their 
Graves , and revive their allies by our 
cares, we would not confume our felves in 

our 
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otir bootlefs Sorrows 5 but fincc there is no 
cure for death, and that Phyfick which can 
preferve life, cannot reftore it when it is 
loft 5 wc have fo much the morereafonto 
complain, as our lofs is more certain*, and 
our tears appear to be fo much the more 
juft, as the evil which we fuffer, is thelcfe 
capable of remedy. Thus Penitence is 
not to be blamed , if not being able to re- 
medy a fault already committed , Ihe yield 
her felf up to Sorrow *, and if finding no 
means how to repair her offence, ftie wit- 
nefs her fenfiblenefs thereof by fighes : Ihc 
is the better ground^d-in this belief , for 
that IheJyiovA, -Tears are not unprofitable 
for her •, and that mingled with the Blood 
of chriH^ they may wafti away all 
hcr pffences: Upon other occafions, they 
do no miracles if they comfort the 
living, they do not raife up the dead again 5 
if they affure the afflicted of our love, they 
do not free them from their troubles ^ by 
thinking to aid the miferable, they augment 
their number 5 and infteed of curing the 
malady, they ferve onely to make it the 
more contagious : But thofe of Repentance 
drown fins, lave finners, and appeafe Gods 
juft anger*, forhe is lb good, asheispaci- 
fied with a little forrow ; He takes the dif- 
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like of an offence for fatisfidlion • and 
knowing that we cannot alter things that 
are paft , he is contented with our repent- 
ing for them : As he reads mens hearts, and 
imderftands the Tears which flow from a 
real Grief , he never denies them pardon ; 
and before his throne it is fiifficient, for an 
offender to get abfolution, if he confels his 
wickednefs : At the tribunal of Judges, 

men oft-times confound Guilt with Inno- 


cence 5 they abfolve a man who defends his 
fin by a Falfljood j and let him but deny a 
murder, of which there is no proof, he 
forced^, xhe Judg to give fentence on his 
fide • buTiF He y icWsTm«iei^h£ violence of 
tortures, or is furprifed in his anfwers, h.s 
Tears do not blot out his fins, nor will his 
confeffion preferve his life. In Repentance, Cum ighur 
a man need but acknowlcde his Fault, and 
he IS lure to obtain pardon for it ^ the Laws minem,iragis 
thereof are fb milde, as God forgets all the 
injuries done unto him, provided, finners 
mingle a little love with their Repentance, mundnu m 
and that the fear of punifhment he not the 
onely motive of thei.^ Sorrow. Our own curat : cum 
Interefts do therefore bblicgc us to defend 
a Paflion which is fo advantageous to us ae iamJ!' 
and fince the hope of our Salvation is 9- 
grounded upon a Vertue , which ows its 
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Birth to Sorrow, we ought to uphold her 
caule, and to employ our heft Reafons to 
authorife her, who doth help to juftific 
us. 

Mercy will finde no lefs credit among 
men, then Repentance j and as there is none 
fo happy, but he may become miferable, 
I perfwade myfelf, llie will not want Ad- 
Mifcrkordia vocates: The calumnics will not be 

able to banifti her from off the Earth j the 
mifeii* fa- weakneffcs which men impute to her, will
